RULES    OF    ORDER. 


Ist.  The  Convention  shall  be  opened  every  day  with  prayer. 

2d.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  nor  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

3d.  When  aoy  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully 
address  himself  to  the  President,  and  shall  confine  himself  to  the  ques- 
tion under  debate,  and  avoid  personality. 

4th.  If  any  member,  in  speaking,  or  otherwise,  transgress  the  rules 
of  the  Convention,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  him  to 
order;  in  which  case,  the  member  so  called  to  order  shaU  immediately 
take  his  seat,  unless  permitted  to  explain,  and  the  Convention  shall,  if 
appealed  to,  decide  on  the  case,  but  without  debate ;  and,  if  there  be  no 
appeal,  the  decision  of  the  Chair  shall  be  submitted  to.  If  .the  decision 
be  in  &vor  of  the  member  called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to 
proceed ;  if  otherwise,  and  the  case  require  it,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the 
censure  of  the  Convention. 

5th.  When  two  or  more  members  happen  to  rise  at  once,  the  Presi- 
dent shall  name  the  member,  who  is  first  to  speak. 

6th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  question, 
without  leave  of  the  Convention,  nor  more  than  once,  until  every 
member  choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

7th.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  or  addressing  the 
Convention,  none  shall  walk  out  of,  or  across  the  house;  nor  in  such 
case,  nor  when  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  entertain  private  discourse ; 
nor,  whilst  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  pass  between  him  and  the 
Chair. 

8th.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of  which 
he  is  immediately  and  particularly  interested,  nor  in  any  case  where  he 
was  not  present  when  the  question  was  put. 

9th.  Upon  a  division  and  count  of  the  Convention  on  any  question, 
DO  member  without  the  limits  allotted  as  seats  of  the  members  shall  be 
counted. 
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10th.  Every  member,  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  the  question 
is  put,  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  Convention,  for  special  reasons, 
shiJl  excuse  him. 

11th.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the 
President,  or,  being  in  writing,  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  Chair,  and 
read  aloud  by  the  Secretary  before  debate. 

12th.  Every  motion  shall  be  redaced  to  writing,  if  the  President  or 
any  member  shall  require  it. 

13th.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  President,  or  read  by  the 
Secretary,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  Convention, 
but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  decision  or  amendment. 

14th.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the  previous  question,  to  post- 
pone indefinitely  or  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit  to  a  committee,  or  to 
amend;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  they 
stand  arranged. 

15th.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be 
decided  without  debate. 

16th.  The  previous  question  shall  be  in  this  form :  "  Shall  the  main 
question  be  now  put?"  It  shall  be  admitted  only  when  demanded  by 
a  majority  of  the  members  present ;  and,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  pre- 
clude all  amendments  and  fiurther  debate  on  the  main  question. 

17th.   On  the  previous  question  there  shall  be  no  debate. 

18th.  When  a  question  is  decided  by  the  Convention,  or  is  postponed 
indefinitely,  the  same  shall  not  be  acted  upon  again  during  the  session, 
without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

19th.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  question,  where  the 
sense  will  admit  of  it,  but  a  question  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be 
deemed  indivisible. 

20th.  No  new  motion  or  proposition  shall  be  admitted,  under  color 
of  amendment,  as  a  substitute  for  the  motion  or  proposition  under 
debate. 

21st.  When  a  motion  has  been  once  made  and  carried  in  the  affirma- 
tive or  negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  majority  to 
move  a  reconsideration  thereof,  on  the  same  or  next  day. 

22d.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Con- 
vention, unless  he  has  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unable  to  attend. 

23d.  The  President  shall,  at  his  discretion,  select  suitable  seats  with- 
out the  limits  of  those  pews  allotted  for  the  use  of  members,  which 
shall  be  appropriated  to  the  exclusive  accommodation  of  visiting  clergy- 
men and  candidates  for  orders,  who  may  be  invited  by  the  rector  or 
wardens  of  the  Church  in  which  the  meetings  of  the  Convention  are 
held,  under  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the  Convention ;  it  being 
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expected  that  those  to  whom  sncli  seats  are  appropriated  will  confine 
themselves  to  the  same. 

24th.  No  spectator  shall,  during  the  daily  sessions  of  the  Convention, 
be  admitted  above  or  within  the  pews  allotted  to  the  members  of  the 
Convention ;  and  it  is  expected  and  hoped  that  not  only  the  spectators 
will  attend  to  this  reguktion,  bat  that  the  rector  and  wardens  of  the 
charch  in  which  the  sessions  of  the  Convention  are  held  will  see  that 
this  role  of  order  is  not  violated. 

25th.  There  shall,  on  the  second  day  of  the  Convention,  be  appointed 
by  the  President,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Convention,  the 
following  standing  committees,  to  consist  of  an  equal  number  of  each 
order. 

A  committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  whom  shall  be  referred 
the  Addresses  of  the  Bishop  and  Assistant  Bishop,  on  the  opening  of 
the  Convention. 

A  committee  on  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  Widows  and  Orphans 
of  IXeceased  Clergymen. 

A  committee  on  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

A  committee  on  the  Accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Missionary 
Society. 

A  committee  on  Parochial  Reports. 

A  committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 

A  committee  of  Elections. 

A  committee  of  Finance,  consisting  of  laymen. 

26th.  The  credentials  of  the  Lay  Delegates  shall  be  handed  in  to  the 
Secretary,  and  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  one  clerical  and  two  lay 
members,  which  shall  report  who  are  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Conven- 
tion ;  and  if  there  is  any  doubt  as  to  the  right  of  any  delegate  to  his 
seat,  the  same  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Elections,  to  be  by 
the  said  committee  forthwith  examined  into  and  reported  upon  to  the 
Convention. 

27th.  When  three  members  require  it,  the  vote  on  all  questions  shall 
be  by  ayes  and  noes. 

28th.  None  of  the  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended  without  the 
concurrence  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present. 

29th.  The  business  first  in  order,  after  the  organization  of  the  Con- 
Tention,  shall  be  the  appointment  of  a  Treasurer  pro  iem.,  when  the 
Treasurer  is  not  a  member  of  the  Convention ;  reading  the  Pastoral 
Addresses;  the  Proceedings  of  the  Standing  Committees,  and  the  recep- 
tion of  the  Parochial  Reports  by  the  Bishop  from  the  clergy,  who  shall 
be  called  upon  in  alphabetical  order  for  their  reports  and  (if  required) 
the  reading  of  the  Parochial  Reports,  or  such  parts  of  them  as  the 
Bishop  may  think  fit.

The  Rt  Rev.  Thomas  Atkinson,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina,  being  present,  was  invited  to  a  seat  at  the  right 
of  the  Chairman,  and  introduced  to  the  Convention. 

The  Chair  appointed  Messrs.  William  Pollock  and  A.  L.  Sea- 
bury  a  Committee  to  examine  the  account  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Conrention. 

The  Chair  appointed  Mr.  L.  A.  Boggs  to  receive  subscriptions 
for  the  Education  Society,  and  Mr.  C.  A.  Orice  those  for  the 
Fund  for  Disabled  Clergymen. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Wm.  Mbadb,  D.  D., 
presented  and  read  his  annual  report,  as  follows : 

BISHOP  MEADE'S  REPORT. 

Dear  Brethren  and  Friends  :  Between  the  close  of  our  last  Oon- 
^ntion  in  Charlottesville,  and  the  aoDual  exercises  of  the  Theological 
Seminaiy,  I  visited  all  the  congregations  in  Western  Virginia.  As 
they  have  also  been  visited  by  our  Diocesan  Missionary,  Mr.  Keppler^ 
and  by  Dr.  Minnigerode,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishops,  and  more  re- 
cently by  Bishop  Johns,  all  of  whom  will  have  more  or  less  to  eommn^ 
Bicata  concerning  them,  I  will  only  state  that  my  confirmations  in  the 
different  pkoes  amounted  to  seven ty-nioe  in  all. 

The  \uX  week  in  June  was  spent  at  the  Seminary  and  High  School, 
whose  examinations  I  attended  with  satufaction,  finding  both  of  thsM 
lastilations  in  a  prosperous  condition.    Yon  have  been  in  other  wa|p 
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infoiiDed  that  both  of  the  wings  of  our  main  building  have  been  com- 
{deted,  and  will  be  ready  this  fall  for  the  accommodation  of  stadents. 

At  the  close  of  oar  exercises  at  the  Seminary^  I  admitted  to  the  order 
of  Deacons  four  persons^  while  Bishop  Johns  admitted  the  same  number 
to  the  Priesthood. 

After  spending  more  than  two  months  at  home  daring  the  heat  of 
summer,  only  preaching  occasionally  in  the  nearest  churches,  I  entered 
on  a  visitation  in  the  month  of  September.  I  preached  first  at  Walker's 
Church  to  a  very  small  congregation,  and  confirmed  two  persons — 
promising  another  visit,  as  a  heavy  rain  was  falling.  On  the  22d,  I 
confirmed  three  persons  at  St.  Paul's,  Albemarle.  On  the  23d,  I 
preached  at  Charlottesville.  The  appointments  at  the  Green  Mountain 
and  Howardsville  were  not  fulfilled,  in  consequence  of  some  mistake  as 
to  the  notices.  I  then  visited  three  places  in  Nelson,  confirming  six 
persons  at  New  Market,  three  at  Trinity,  and  one  at  Jonesville.  Being 
overtaken  by  sickness  at  the  latter  place,  I  was  only  able  to  reach  New 
Olasgow,  where  I  was  confined  for  four  days  at  the  hospitable  house  of 
Dr.  Jones,  receiving  the  best  medical  and  nursing  care  of  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Jones.  On  my  recovery  I  proceeded  to  appointmenfte  at  Orange  and 
Madison  Court  Houses.  The  latter  I  was  unable  to  fulfil,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  weather,  roads,  and  continued  debility.  At  the  former,  I 
confirmed  two  persons.  A  heavy  rain  prevented  my  fulfilling  the  next 
appointment  at  St.  Paul's,  Culpeper  county.  That  at  the  Court  House 
I  was  able  to  attend;  preaching  and  confirming.  Proceeding  to  the 
North,  I  attended  the  meeting  of  our  Evangelical  Knowledge  Society  in 
the  city  of  New  York,  and  then  the  annual  meeting  of  our  General  Mis- 
sionary Society  in  New  Haven.  The  proceedings  and  results  of  each  of 
these  meetings  were  satisfactory.  On  the  17th  of  October  I  reached 
St.  James'  Church,  Culpeper,  where  I  preached  and  confirmed  three 
persons.  Proceeding  through  Richmond,  I  reached  City  Point  on  so 
stormy  a  day  that  no  congregation  could  attend.  On  the  following  day 
I  was  at  Merchant's  Hope  Church — the  Rev.  Mr.  Gibson  preaching. 
I  also  preached  at  Brandon  Church,  confirming  three,  and  at  Cabin 
Point,  confirming  five.  At  Surry  Church  I  confirmed  five  persons,  and 
at  Smithfield  three,  preaching  at  each  place.  Crossing  James  river,  I 
preached  at  the  Lower  Church  in  Charles  City  county ;  confirmed  eight. 
Going  into  New  Kent,  I  preached  on  thanksgiving  day  at  St.  Jamea'i 
and  on  the  next  exhorted,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hanson  at 
St.  Peter's.  The  prospects  of  the  Church  in  this  county  are  improving. 
An  acceptable  and  faithful  minister  is  much  needed.  For  a  minister 
with  a  family,  I  am  assured  that  a  rectory  would  soon  be  built.  The 
next  appointment  was  at  the  Old  Church,  Hanover  county,  where  I 
preached  and  oonfirmed  five  persons;  exhorting  the  next  day  at  the 
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Coart  Hoiue,  after  a  Bermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Berkeley,  of  Amelia.  My 
oonolnding  duty  was  at  the  Seminary,  where  I  delivered  my  lectures  to 
the  Senior  class,  it  having  been  considered  more  advisable  to  have  them 
at  the  opening  of  the  Senior  year  than  toward  the  close.  The  winter 
haying  now  arrived,  I  returned  home,  reaching  there  the  first  of  Decem- 
ber. My  only  services  of  a  public  nature,  during  the  winter,  have  been 
mt  Millwood,  Winchester  and  Berryville,  at  each  of  which  places  I  have 
preached  once.  At  Berryville,  on  the  Sunday  before  Easter,  I  admitted 
Mr.  Beed,  of  Winchester,  to  the  order  of  Deacon,  and  confirmed  seven 
penons.  On  Good  Friday  and  Easter  Sunday,  I  assisted  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Jones,  at  Millwood.  On  Easter  Monday,  I  visited  Leeds  Church,  in 
Fauquier  county,  and  exhorted,  after  a  sermon  from  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Towles.  On  the  following  day  confirmed  seven  persons  at  a  new  church 
in  the  same  county.  On  Wednesday  I  preached  at  the  Salem  church. 
On  the  following  Sunday  I  held  two  confirmations  in  Richmond,  in  St 
Pool's  and  St.  James'  churches,  admitting  twenty-four  in  the  former 
and  twenty-nine  in  the  latter,  to  that  rite.  On  Tuesday  morning,  be- 
fore breakfast,  I  confirmed  eleven  persons  at  Grace  Church.  On  the 
nme  day  I  left  Richmond  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Keppler,  to  visit  the  con- 
gregations in  Goochland.  The  heavy  rains  and  freshets  of  that  week 
frustrated  all  our  efforts  at  collecting  congregations  in  that  county 
during  that  week,  though  there  were  four  different  appointments.  On 
one  of  these  I  preached  to  six  persons,  and  at  another  Mr.  Keppler  to 
three,  and  at  a  third,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mason  officiated  to  a  mere  handful. 
On  the  second  Sunday  in  April,  I  preached  at  St.  Paul's,  Goochland, 
and  confirmed  three  persons.  My  three  appointments  in  Cumberland 
and  Bnckingham  failed  entirely,  by  reason  of  the  freshets,  which  made 
it  impracticable  to  pass  over  James  river.  I  held  a  service  at  Columbia 
on  the  Saturday  of  that  week,  preaching  and  confirming  six  persons. 
On  Sunday  I  confirmed  two  persons  at  the  Brick  Church  in  Fluvanna, 
the  Bev.  Mr.  Mason  preaching.  My  next  appointments  were  at  the 
Green  Mountain,  Howardsville  and  North  Garden,  but  was  prevented 
by  sickness  from  fulfilling  either  of  them.  My  next  appointment  was 
at  Charlottesville,  when  eleven  were  confirmed,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ridont 
preaching  the  sermon.  At  St.  Paul's,  Albemarle,  I  confirmed  three,  mj 
•on,  R.  K.  Meade,  preaching.  I  also  visited  Buckmountain  Church, 
and  exhorted,  after  a  sermon  by  my  son.  At  Walker's  Church  I  con- 
finned  two,  and  at  the  Church  in  Louisa  three,  also  preaching.  At 
Orange  C.  H.  I  confirmed  four,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Earnest. 
The  following  Sunday  I  spent  at  Madison  Court  House,  where  one  per- 
son wvs  confirmed,  and  the  Supper  of  the  Lord  administered — the  Rev. 
Richard  Davis  preaching  twice.  Through  some  mistake  as  to  a  oonvqj- 
anee,  I  did  not  reach  Rappahannock  county,  and  therefore  failed  m 
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meetiog  xnj  eDgagements  there.  At  Warrenton,  I  ooofirmed  twelre 
penoBS,  after  a  sermon  by  Rey.  Mr.  Barton.  I  am  happj  to  aay  that 
nine  of  these  were  colored  persons.  At  Stephen's  Church  I  also  con* 
firmed  one,  after  a  sermon  by  the  BeT.  Mr.  Barton,  who  has  charge  of 
this  congregation.  On  the  following  day  (Sunday)  I  preached  at  Brents- 
Tilie,  and  Mr.  Barton  did  the  same  in  the  evening. 

It  now  becomes  my  painful  duty  to  record  the  deaths  of  some  of  our 
brethren  in  the  ministry,  during  the  last  year. 

The  Key.  Mr.  Zimmer,  while  acceptably  performing  his  duties  at  City 
Point,  was  visited  by  a  dispensation  of  Providence,  which  disabled  him, 
both  in  body  add  mind,  from  any  further  service.  Aher  much  suffer- 
ing, be  died  in  the  midst  of  the  kindest  nursing  care,  in  the  Asylum  al 
Williamsburg. 

The  B.CV.  Mr.  Points,  who  was,  for  some  years,  our  Missionary 
Teacher  in  China,  and  ever  longed  to  return  to  that  country,  and  pur* 
posed  the  same,  if  Providence  permitted,  was  cut  off  in  the  midst  of  his 
days,  and  at  a  time  of  most  acceptable  service  in  St  John's  Church, 
Biohmond,  much  lamented  by  a  sorrowing  congregation  and/ bereaved 
relatives. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Empie  also,  who  for  some  years  has  resided  in  another 
Diocese,  though  canonically  connected  with  our  own,  has  also  died,  being 
full  of  years  and  of  wbdom.  For  integrity,  conscientiousness,  souudnesa 
in  the  faith,  and  every  domestic,  as  well  as  ministerial  excellency,  few 
have  ever  equalled  Dr  Empie.  He  is  remembered  with  affection  and 
esteem  by  all  who  knew  and  now  survive  him. 

To  this  enumeration  of  deaths  among  the  ministers  in  connexion  with 
our  own  Diocese,  I  only  do  justice  to  my  own  feelings,  and  to  those  of 
many  others,  by  alluding  to  that  of  one  who  was  born  among  us,  and 
was  for  a  long  time  a  most  laborious  and  acceptable  minister  in  Vir- 
ginia, as  he  was  afterwards  a  most  lealous  and  beloved  Bishop  in  the 
Diocese  of  Alabama.  From  his  first  entrance  on  the  ministry,  I  was  in- 
timately acquainted  with  Bishop  Cobb,  and  loved  him  dearly  for  some 
of  the  most  interestiog  qualities  which  belong  to  human  nature.  Hia 
disinterested  devotion  to  the  work  of  the  ministry,  and  constant  readi* 
Bess  to  promote  the  comfort  of  all  within  his  reach,  were  mere  striking 
traits  in  his  character,  and  endeared  him  to  all  who  knew  him.  The 
most  uninterrupted  friendship  existed  between  us  during  bis  residence 
io  Virginia,  and  continued  to  the  close  of  bis  life.  I  look  forward  with 
holy  delight  to  the  fenewal  of  the  same  in  that  world  where  parting  will 
be  no  more. 

Having  thus  presented  a  statement  of  those  things  pertaining  to  oar 
Diooese  which  the  canon  requires  of  me,  I  now  ask  your  attention  to 
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m  few  remarks  oonoeroing  the  present  nnbappj  oondition  of  onr  State 
mod  Coaatry. 

My  brethren  and  friends  will  bear  me  witness  how  oarefullj  I  have 
Bwr  avoided,  in  all  mj  oommanicationsy  the  least  reference  to  anything 
partaking  of  a  political  character,  and  how  I  have  earnestly  warned  my 
younger  brethren  against  the  danger  of  injuring  the  effect  of  thdr 
•aored  ministry,  by  engaging  in  discossions  which  are  so  apt  to  distnrib 
Uie  peace  of  society.  But  in  the  present  circumstances  of  our  country 
the  eanse  of  religion  is  so  deeply  involved,  that  I  feel  not  only  justified| 
bnt  constrained  to  offer  a  few  remarks  for  your  consideration. 

It  baa  pleased  Ood  to  permit  a  great  calamity  to  come  upon  ns.  Onr 
whole  country  is  preparing  for  war.  Our  own  State,  after  tailing  in  her 
earnest  effort  for  the  promotion  of  peace,  is,  perhaps,  more  actively  en- 
gaged in  all  needful  measures  for  maintaining  the  position  which  she 
has,  after  much  consideration,  deliberately  assumed,  than  any  portion  of 
the  land. 

A  deeper  and  more  honest  conviction  that  if  war  should  actually  come 
upon  ns,  ft  will  be  on  our  part  one  of  self-defence,  and,  therefore,  justi* 
fiable  before  God,  seldom,  if  ever,  animated  the  breasts  of  those  who 
appealed  to  arms.  From  this  consideration,  and  from  my  knowledge  of 
the  character  of  our  people,  I  believe  that  the  object  sought  for  will  be 
most  perseveringly  pursued,  whatever  sacrifice  of  life  and  comfort  and 
treasure  may  be  required.  Nor  do  I  entertain  any  doubt  as  to  the  final 
lesnlt,  thongh  I  shudder  at  the  thought  of  what  may  intervene  before 
that  result  is  secured.  May  Ood,  in  great  mercy  and  with  His  mighty 
power,  interpose  and  grant  us  speedy  peace,  instead  of  protracted  wart 
But  ean  it  be,  that  at  this  period  of  the  world,  when  so  many  prayers 
are  offered  up  for  the  establishment  of  Christ's  kingdom  in  all  the  earth, 
and  such  high  hopes  are  entertained  that  the  sealous  efforts  put  forth 
will  be  aueoessfttl,  and  onr  country  be  one  of  the  most  effective  and 
honored  instruments  for  producing  the  same,  that  the  great  work  shall 
be  arrested  by  such  a  fratricidal  war  as  that  which  is  now  so  seriously 
threatened?  Is  there  not  room  enough  for  us  all  to  dwell  together  in 
peaoe  in  this  widely  extended  country,  so  large  a  portion  of  which  is  yet 
unsettled,  and  may  not  be  until  the  world  that  now  is  shall  be  no  more? 
The  f4imilie8  or  nations  which  sprung  from  two  venerable  patriarchs  of 
old,  eould  find  room  enough  in  the  little  pent-up  land  of  Judea  to  live 
in  peaoe,  by  going  the  one  to  one  hand  and  the  other  to  the  opposite. 
At  A  later  period,  when  Israel  and  Judah  separated,  and  the  latter  having 
the  city  and  temple  in  possession,  and  the  supremacy,  according  to 
propheey,  was  preparing  to  go  up  against  the  former  and  reduce  the 
people  to  submission,  and  bring  them  back  to  union,  the  Lord  himsdf 
eame  down  and  forbade  it,  saying :  *'  Tlum  AaU  noipo  up,  nor  /l§k$ 
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against  your  breihreny  the  children  of  Israel.  Rttum  every  man  to  hu 
house,  for  this  thing  is  of  me.'*  And  thej  hearkened  unto  the  Lord,  and 
«yer  afler  the  history  of  the  two  kingdoms  is  written  in  the  same  aaered 
Tolume,  in  which  are  also  recorded  the  eyidences  of  God's  favor  to  bodi| 
and  though  sometimes  at  controversy,  yet  how  often  were  they  found 
inde  hy  side  defending  the  ancient  houndaries  of  Judea  against  snrnmn- 
ding  nations.  God  grant  that  onr  conn  try  may  learn  a  lesson  from  this 
iaored  narrative.  Let  none  think  that  I  am  unmindful  of  law  and 
order,  and  of  the  blessings  of  Union.  I  was  trained  in  a  different 
•ohool.  I  have  clung  with  tenacity  to  the  hope  of  preserving  the  Union 
to  the  last  moment.  If  I  know  my  own  heart,  could  the  sacrifice  of  the 
poor  remnant  of  my  life  have  contributed  in  any  degree  to  its  mainte- 
nance, such  sacrifice  would  have  been  cheerfully  made.  But  the  devel- 
opments of  public  feeling  and  the  course  of  our  rulers  have  brought  me 
alowly,  reluctantly,  sorrowfully,  yet  most  decidedly,  to  the  painful  oon- 
viction,  that  notwithstanding  attendant  dangers  and  evils,  we  shall 
eonsult  the  welfare  and  happiness  of  the  whole  land  by  separation.  And 
who  can  desire  to  retain  a  Union  which  has  now  become  so  hateful,  and 
by  the  application  of  armed  force,  which,  if  successful,  would  make  it 
ten  times  more  hateful,  and  soon  lead  to  the  repetition  of  the  same 
bloody  contests  ? 

I  trust,  therefore,  that  the  present  actual  separation  of  so  many  and 
inch  important  portions  of  our  country  may  take  place  without  further 
oollision,  which  might  greatly  hinder  the  establishment  of  the  most 
friendly  and  intimate  relations  which  can  consist  with  separate  establish, 
ments.  I  trust  that  our  friends  at  a  distance,  and  now  in  opposition  to 
.ns,  will  most  seriously  review  their  judgment,  and  inquire  whether  the 
evils  resulting  from  a  war  to  sustain  their  wishes  and  opinions  as  to  a 
single  Confederacy,  will  not  far  exceed  those  apprehended  from  the 
establishment  of  a  second — an  event  far  more  certain  than  the  result  of 
the  American  Revolution  at  the  time  of  its  occurrence. 

In  connection  with  this  civil  and  geographical  separation  in  onr 
oountry,  and  almost  necessarily  resulting  from  it,  the  subject  of  some 
ohange  of  the  ecclesiastical  relations  of  our  Diocese  must  come  nnder 
oonsideration.  There  is  a  general  and  strong  desire,  I  believe,  to  retain 
'as  much  as  possible  of  our  past  and  present  happy  intercourse  with  those 
from  whom  we  shall  be,  in  other  matters,  more  divided.  A  meeting  is 
.  already  proposed  for  this  purpose  in  one  of  the  seceded  States,  whose 
plans,  so  far  as  developed,  I  will  submit  to  the  consideration  of  this  body 
at  its  present  session. 

I  cannot  conclude  without  expressing  the  earnest  desire  that  the 

ministers  and  members  of  our  Church,  and  all  the  eitisens  of  our  State, 

i  who  are  so  deeply  interested  in  the  present  contest,  may  conduct  it  in 
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the  most  ekvated  and  Cbristian  spirit,  rising  above  uncharitable  and 
iadisoriiniQate  imputations  on  all  wbo  are  opposed.  Many  there  are 
equally  sincere  on  both  sides,  as  there  ever  have  been  in  all  the  ware 
and  controversies  that  have  been  waged  upon  earth ;  though  it  does  not 
fiiUow  that  all  have  the  same  grounds  of  justice  and  truth  on  which  to 
base  their  warfare. 

It  was  the  maxim  of  an  ancient  sage  that  we  should  always  treat  our 
friends  as  those  who  might  one  day  be  our  enemies,  and  to  treat  our 
enemies  as  those  who  may  one  day  be  our  friends.  While  abhorring, 
as  I  am  sure  we  all  do,  the  former  part  of  this  cold-hearted  maxim,  let 
IS  eherish  and  adopt  the  latter,  so  congenial  with  the  spirit  of  our  holj 
religion.  The  thought  of  even  a  partial  separation  from  those  who  have 
long  been  so  dear  to  me  is  anguish  to  my  soul.  But  there  is  a  union  of 
heart  in  our  common  faith  and  hope  whicfh  can  never  be  broken.  The 
Chnroh  in  Virginia  has  more  dear  friends  and  generous  patrons  amongst 
those  who  are  on  the  opposite  side  of  this  painful  controversy  than  any 
other,  and  feels  most  deeply  the  unhappy  position  in  which  we  are 
placed. 

As  our  State  has,  to  its  high  praise,  endeavored  to  avert  the  evils  now 
threatened,  so  may  our  Church,  and  all  the  others  in  Virginia,  by 
prayer  and  the  exercise  of  true  charity,  endeavor  to  diminish  that 
large  amount  of  prejudice  and  ill-will  which  so  unhappily  abounds  in  our 
land. 

Let  me,  in  eondnsion,  commend  to  your  special  prayers  all  those  who 
have  now  devoted  themselves  to  the  defence  of  our  State.  From  per- 
sonal knowledge  of  many  of  them,  and  from  the  information  of  others, 
there  is  already,  I  believe,  a  large  portion  of  religious  principle  and 
genuine  piety  to  be  found  among  them.  I  rejoice  to  learn  that  in  many 
companies  not  only  are  the  services  of  chaplains  and  other  ministers  ear- 
nestly sought  for,  but  social  prayer  meetings  held  among  themselves. 
Our  own  Church  has  a  very  large  proportion  of  communicants  among  the 
officers  of  our  army,  and  not  a  few  among  the  soldiers.  Let  us  pray 
that  grace  may  be  given  them  to  be  faithful  soldiers  of  the  Cross,  as 
well  as  valiant  and  successful  defenders  of  the  State. 

If  all  of  us  4p  our  part  faithfully  and  according  to  the  principles  of 
ear  holy  religion,  we  may  confidently  leave  the  issue  to  Qod,  who  will 
vrerrule  aU  for  good. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Judge  Thomas  S. 
Gholson,  and  adopted :

•traottoDS  to  report  m  aoon  as  practicable  to  the  Goavention  iome  pka 
ef  action. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  followmg  gentlemen  each  committee :

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred,  by  the  last  Conrention^ 
the  subject  of  Parochial  Reports,  asked  further  indulgence,  and 
were  continued,  with  instructions  to  report  to  the  next  Diocesan 
Convention. 

A  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  Chisholm  Fund  was 
received  from  the  Treasarer  and  accepted.

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Assistant  Bishop  read  to  the  Convention 
that  portion  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  of 
Texas  which  had  reference  to  the  ecclesiastical  and  political  con-

dition  of  the  conntrj,  which,  on  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Wilmer,  wm 
referred  to  the  Special  Committee  upon  the  Bishop's  address. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject 
of  Baptism  among  the  colored  children  in  our  Church,  was  pre* 
aentedy  and  referred  back  to  the  Committee  to  report  to  the  next 
Conrention. 

The  change  in  the  Constitution,  proposed  by  the  Rey.  Mr. 
Latan^,  at  our  last  Convention,  with  regard  to  the  admission  of 
the  Rector  of  the  Virginia  Female  Institute  to  a  seat  as  a  mem- 
ber of  this  Convention,  was  taken  up  and  adopted,  as  follows : 

Rewivedf  That  Article  11.  of  the  Constitution  be  so  altered  that  the 
dause  which  now  reads,  ''and  the  Rector  of  the  Episcopal  High  School," 
shall  be  made  to  read,  ''  and  the  Rectors  of  the  Episcopal  High  School, 
and  the  Virginia  Female  Institute.'' 

The  report  of  the  Special  Committee,  raised  for  the  purpose 
of  considering  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  address  which  re- 
ferred to  the  present  political  and  ecclesiastical  condition  of  the 
State,  was  presented,  as  follows : 

The  Special  Committee  to  whom  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address 
aa  relates  ''to  the  present  political  and  ecclesiastical  condition  of  our 
affidrs"  was  referred,  unanimously  report  the  following  resolutions  for 
adoption  by  the  Convention  : 

1.  Bemdvedf  That  this  Convention,  having  heard  with  deep  interest 
tie  true  and  timely  statements  of  our  Venerable  Diocesan,  in  reference 
to  the  present  political  and  ecclesiastical  condition  of  our  affairs,  cordially 
eoneur  in  the  views  presented  and  sympathize  fully  in  the  kind  and 
Christian  spirit  in  which  they  are  so  wisely  declared. 

2.  Rewlved,  That  a  Committee,  consisting  of  the  two  Bishops,  three 
other  Clergymen  and  three  Laymen,  be  appointed,  as  a  Provisional  Com- 
mittee, to  act  during  the  recess  of  the  Convention  in  all  matters  con- 
nected with  our  relations  to  other  Dioceses,  and  that  the  Clerical  and 
Lay  Members  of  the  Committee  shall  serve  as  Delegates  in  any  Conven- 
tion which  may  be  agreed  upon  by  other  similarly  situated  Dioceses. 
All  the  proceedings  of  this  Committee  to  be  reported  for  the  approval  of 
the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia.

At  the  dose,  in  compliance  with 
my  request,  they  resumed  thmr  seats,  and  aflRorded  me  an  opportunity 
to  account  for  my  late  anrival  and  to  speak  to  them  a  word  of  ex- 
hertadon. 

At  Wheeling,  the  punful  intelligence  which  reached  us  from  the 
Bast,  strongly  imdined  me  to  return.  This  feeling  was  increased  at 
Burkersburg,  but,  as  we  recmved  no  letter  mail,  and  I  could  obtain  no 
reply  to  a  telegram  which  I  sent  to  Alexandria,  I  resolved  to  keep  on 
till  I  was  overtaken  by  some  positive  and  decided  information.  This 
was  not  long  in  coming.  It  was  brought  down  the  river  by  the  boat 
on  which  I  left  Bavenswood,  but  too  late  to  change  my  direotaon.  I 
therefore  kept  on  to  Point  Pleasant,  sixty  miles — officiated  there,  as 
related — took  passage  up  the  river  at  2  A.  M.  on  Thnnday,  April  25, 
and  by  traveling  day  and  night,  reached  the  Seminary  Hill  by  10  P.  M. 
the  next  day;  though  the  usual  route  through  Washington  being  ob- 
atruoted,  I  was  obliged  to  diverge  at  the  Point  of  Bocks,  and  retmn 
hf  the  way  of  Leesburg.  On  arriving  at  home,  I  found  that  some  of 
the  students  of  the  Seminary,  whose  residence  was  in  the  North,  had 
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thought  ii  expedient^  nader  ezistiBg  otromnttaiioeB,  to  lotnni  to  tiMir 
homes.  The  partiDg  from  the  profeaeois  mod  their  fellow-BtudeDte  m 
with  many  tears  and  mutoal  prajers.  May  Qod  in  meroy  direot  aad 
prosper  them  in  their  preparatory  stadies  elsewhere,  and  make  then 
able  and  suooessfol  ministers  of  His  glorioos  QospeL 

Binoe  my  return,  the  ezeitement  inseparable  from  the  ooenrreneea  m 
onr  yioinity  has  so  interfered  with  the  pnrsnits  in  which  the  students  of 
the  Seminary  and  pupils  of  the  High  School  were  engaged,  that  the 
exercises  in  both  institutions  haye  been  suspended  for  the  present.  But 
it  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  notice  more  particularly  what  will  be  given 
in  full  in  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  proper  officers.  I  will  only  add, 
that  three  members  of  the  Senior  Glass,  who  were  candidates  in  this 
Diocese,  and  had  been  so  for  the  period  prescribed  by  the  Canons,  ware 
recommended  for  Beacon's  orders  by  the  Standing  Committee,  with  the 
expression  of  the  opinion  that  it  was  very  desirable  that  I  should  ordain 
them  before  they  returned  to  their  homes.  In  conformity  with  this 
advice,  I  held  a  special  ordination  in  the  Seminary  Chapel  on  the  Tth 
of  May,  and  admitted  to  the  Diaconate,  Oustavus  C.  Bird,  George  IX  B. 
Hortimer  and  A.  Y.  Steele. 

May,  12.  In  the  same  place  the  Bev.  Dr.  Sparrow  read  the  Serviee, 
and  I  addressed  the  congregation.  In  closing  this  enumeration  of 
official  services,  I  must  express  my  great  regret  at  having  had  to 
Ibrego  a  few  of  the  appointments  of  my  recent  viutation  of  the  Western 
portion  of  the  Diocese,  particularly  those  at  Weston  and  Clarksburg, 
which,  on  my  former  vintation,  I  had  been  providentially  prevented 
from  reaching,  and  where  there  are  a  number  of  persons  who  desire  to 
be  confirmed.  I  can  only  say,  that  it  will  be  my  pleasure  to  avail 
myself  of  the  earliest  opportunity  to  visit  those  Churches,  and  rendtf 
such  services  as  may  be  required. 

Bvery  visit  in  that  section  of  the  Diocese  impresses  me  more  aad 
more  with  the  importance  of  making  it  the  field  of  prompt,  earnest  and 
atrong  missionaiy  labor.  It  peculiarly  needs  this,  and,  under  God's 
blessing,  will  in  due  time  recompense  for  any  liberal  outlay  which  may 
be  made.  I  trust  the  door  will  soon  be  opened  for  this  Christian 
enterprise,  and  men  and  means  be  famished  to  prosecute  it  aa  it 
deserves. 

The  standing  advertisement  in  the  '^  Southern  Churchman"  has  indi- 
cated the  line  of  visitation  which  I  propose  to  pursue  after  the  adjourm- 
ment  of  this  Convention.  I  take  this  c^yportunity  to  invite  the  Clergy 
of  the  Parishes  on  that  line  to  eommnnioate  wiUi  me  on  the  subject^ 
Aat  I  may  so  arrange  my  appointments  as  will  be  most  convenient  Cmt 
I  and  their  respecttve  congregations. 
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May  He  ''to  whom  all  power  is  giyen  in  Heayen  and  on  earth/'  and 
''in  whoee  hatd  are  the  hearts  of  all  men/'  graciously  effect  a  safe 
sad  speedy  adjnstment  of  the  existing  political  disturbances,  that  this 
Church  may  joyfully  serve  Him  in  all  godly  quietness/'  and  ''  the  Word 
of  the  Lord  haye  free  course  and  be  glorified."

Jacobs,  Geo.  B.  Storges,  Wm.  McGnire,  (removed  to  an  independent 
parish),  A.  J.  M.  Hudson,  (discontinned),  W.  W.  Greene,  Thomas  H. 
Smyth,  Wm.  N.  Pendleton,  D.  D.,  (who  resigned  his  stipend  volnnta- 
rily  last  September),  F.  D.  Goodwin,  J.  B.  Lee,  D.  T.  C.  Davis,  Wm.

[The  state  of  the  country  not  making  it  advisable,  at  this  time,  to 
send  the  Missionary  at  large  through  the  different  counties,  the  Commit- 
tee have  appointed  him  provisionally  to  the  charge  of  St.  Philip's,  the 
Afiican  Episcopal  Church  recently  erected  in  the  city  of  Bichmond.]

STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 


The  smaller  attendance  than  osoal  of  our  Delegates,  Lay  and  Cleri« 
ealy  taken  in  connection  with  the  disturbances  of  the  country,  will,  of 
eonrse,  preclude  anything  like  a  full  and  satisfactory  report  of  the  state 
of  the  Church  as  during  the  last  twelye  months,  or  at  the  present 
moment.  There  would  seem  to  have  been,  at  least,  an  average  of  effort 
and  of  results,  until  about  the  first  of  NoTember.  Since  then,  the 
absorbing  &cts  of  the  present  moment,  and  the  still  more  absorbing 
anticipations  of  evils  and  calamities  to  come,  have  seriously  interfered 
with  the  progress  of  the  Church,  as  they  have  with  all  other  movements 
for  the  benefit  of  human  society. 

Those  troubles  are  upon  us  still,  and,  in  all  probability,  will  exert  a 
like  paralyzing  influence  upon  our  ministers  and  people  during  the 
coming  year,  if  not  for  a  longer  period.  To  pronounce  upon  the  char- 
acter of  the  various  causes  bringiug  about  this  'state  of  things,  and  to 
award  to  all  parties  a  due  share  of  blame  and  commendation,  does  not 
lie  within  the  sphere  of  this  Committee,  even  if  they  possessed  the  ele- 
vation and  repose  of  spirit  qualifying  them  for  such  undertaking.  No  less 
is  it  beyond  our  ken  to  foresee  the  ultimate  results  of  the  existing  dis- 
turbances. Of  one  thing  we  may  rest  fully  assured :  that  ''all  things  shall 
work  together  for  good  to  them  that  love  Ood;''  that  the  highest  inte- 
rests of  Christ's  real  people,  collectively  and  individually,  cannot  suffer; 
can  and  will  be  advanced,  as  effectually  through  the  sharp  trial  and  dis- 
cipline of  calamity,  as  through  the  less  painful  probation  of  peace  and 
prosperity.  It  should,  however,  be  distinctly  kept  before  our  minds, 
that  we  are  thus  upon  trial,  and  in  many  cases,  for  our  very  Christian 
character.  The  revelations  of  the  next  twelve  months,  under  this  new 
form  of  probation  to  which  our  hinisters  and  people  are  subjected,  will, 
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it  ifl  to  be  feared;  in  many  instances^  be  meet' startling  and  painfoL 
And  it  ahoold  be  now  the  special  effort  of  each  and  all  to  see,  not 
merely  that  we  pass  through  the  trial  safely,  but  in  sach  man&er  as  to 
glorify  Ood.  The  great  interests  of  eternity  are  no  less  snpreme  noWi 
than  during  times  of  profound  quiet  and  abundant  prosperity.  And 
whatever  may  be  our  duties  as  oitisens  of  an  earthly  commonwealth,  it 
is  still  true,  and  needs  ever  to  be  remembered,  that  <^our  citixenship  ig 
in  Heaven ;"  that  our  most  sacred  and  paramount  duties  have  regard  to 
that  commonwealth  or  kingdom,  which  <<is  not  of  this  world/' 

And,  as  one  mode  of  providing  for  these  highest  interests,  under 
present  circumstances,  may  be  mentioned  that  of  special  effort  in  our 
parishes,  to  keep  up  their  organiiation,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  their 
usual  services,  even  though  it  should  be  with  diminished  congregations. 
The  prevalent  tendency,  during  such  a  state  of  things  as  now  exists,  is 
to  disorganization.  Where  such  tendency  is  not  guarded,  there  will  be 
a  great  deal  of  disorganization,  that  is  altogether  unnecessary  and  mis- 
ohievons.  Many  of  our  Clergy,  unless  special  effort  be  made  in  thoir 
parishes,  will  be  deprived  of  the  ordinary  means  of  subsistenoe.  The 
difficulty  in  this  respect  should  be  remembered  by  those  who  have  the 
means  of  preventing  it  Of  oourse  the  existing  pressure  will  and  must 
be  felt  by  all,  both  Clergy  and  Laity ;  and  both  must  be  prepared  to 
undergo  self-denial  and  make  sacrifice  for  the  general  good.  At  the 
same  time,  a  degree  of  effort  proportioned  to  the  means  and  oppmrtani* 
ties  of  our  Laity,  in  their  contributions  and  faithful  atten^nce  upon 
the  services  of  the  sanctuary,  will  be  productive  of  results  most  salutary, 
will  aid  in  arresting  the  prevalent  disorganising  tendency,  and  save 
much  unnecessary  privation  and  suffering. 

Li  oonnection  with  this  point,  may  be  mentioned  the  importance,  just 
now,  of  liberal  contributions  to  our  Diocesan  Missionary  Society.  Its 
operations  during  the  last  two  or  three  years  have  been  greatly  enlarged; 
and  it  is  not  at  all  improbable  that  parishes,  hitherto  self-supportbg, 
will  need  assistance  during  the  ooming  year.  There  is  some  danger 
that  in  anticipation  of  the  confiict  that  may  be  waged  for  our  altars  and 
fire-sides,  economy  may  begin,  as  it  is  too  apt  to  begin,  with  our  chari- 
ties; that  men  will  first  deny  themselves  the  luxury  of  doing  good,  and 
only  after  that  fidls,  oonaent  to  give  up  others,  of  an  inferior  charaeter. 
This  will  operate,  and  has,  in  &ot,  already  operated,  in  refisrenoe  to  all 
forms  of  oontribution  for  benevolent  purposes.  It  wiU  be  liable  thus  to 
operate,  with  reference  to  the  object  we  have  specified.  And  we  would 
earnestly  and  affectionately  urge  its  claims  upon  the  regards  of  our 
brethren,  Lay  and  Clerical.  We  would  not  have  other  objects  of  com- 
manding interest  receive  less,  but  this  more.  There  will  be  far  this 
object,  if  there  is  not  already,  a  special  neeesaty;  and  special  good 
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win  oomey  if  for  that  neoessitj  there  be  made  prompt  and  adequate

TnuSng  that  H«  who  niles  not  only  among  the  armies  of  HeaTen, 
bat  among  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth,  and  who  causes  even  the  wrath 
of  man  to  show  forth  His  praise,  will  OTerrule  all  the  existing  commo- 
tioDB  and  elements  of  disturbance  to  His  own  glory,  and  the  hastened 
eomiog  of  His  promised  kingdom,  we  would  prayerfully  and  hopefully 
leave  all  to  His  supreme  disposal.  The  Lord  reigneth — the  righteous 
of  the  earth  may  rejoice.  <<The  Lord  reigneth'' — the  sinful  inhabitants 
of  the  world  may  tremble.

Eemarks. — ^There  is  perceptible  a  great  falling  off  in  the  amount  of 
contributions,  as  compared  with  last  year's,  and  even  years  preceding. 
Thb  is  ow|ng,  in  a  great  measure,  to  the  extraordinary  calls  for  Church 
building  funds  last  year,  but  also  to  the  state  of  the  country ;  in  conse- 
quence of  which  the  contributions  to  Missions,  outside  of  Virginia,  haTO 
been  reduced  within  the  last  six  months  to  nothing. 

In  connection  with  the  Church  there  is  a  school  and  asylum  for  desti- 
tute children,  which  is  now  incorporated  under  the  name  of  "  St.  Paul's 
Church  Home."  At  present  its  operations  are  confined  to  girls,  of 
whom  12  are  maintained  at  the  Home,  with  a  day  school  of  80  children. 
The  expenses  are  borne  by  the  Sewing  Society,  special  donations  and 
part  of  the  Offertory. 

<<St.  Pauli^  Chapel"  has  been  fully  organized,  and  is  in  successful 
operation,  as^en  from  the  report  of  the  Bector,  with  night  school,  day 
schools  and  Sunday  school.  Some  of  the  most  efficient  members  of  St. 
Paul's  Church  have  engaged  in  this  enterprise,  and  oonnected  them- 
selves  with  the  Cha|)el.  It  is  maintained  at  the  expense  of  about 
91,500— about  8800  of  which  is  still  contributed  by  St.  Paul's  Church, 
9400  from  the  public  collections,  and  about  as  much  privately  by  such 
of  its  patrons  as  have  not  connected  themselves  ecclesiastically  with  its 
communion. 

The  Rev.  James  Saul  has  been  acting  as  assistant  to  the  Rector  since 
last  October,  and  his  services  in  the  Sunday  school,  the  Church  Home, 
the  Branch  Mission  school,  in  the  desk,  and  occasionally  in  the  pulpit, 
have  been  invaluable ;  and  whenever  his  assistance  was  needed  by  the 
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Beetar,  il  has  been  pyen  with  a  kindness  and  a  degree  of  unselfishness 
vlueh  he  oannot  appreciate  too  highly.

Semarki. — ^The  undersigned  has  had  charge  of  St.  Paul's  Chapel 
sinoe  September  1st;  1860.  This  Chapel  is  on  5th  street,  below  Canal, 
near  the  Armory.  It  was  built  by  the  liberality  of  noble  Christian 
friends  in  this  city  and  yicinity — tiie  principal  moyers  in  its  erection 
being  the  present  earnest  Bector  of  St.  Paul's  and  some  of  the  members 
of  his  congregation.  In  grateful  acknowledgment,  the  building  is  called 
fit  Paul's  Chapel.  The  edifice  was  completed  early  in  July,  1860,  and 
by  the  liberality  of  yarious  members  of  our  Church  was  furnished  with 
Kbles  and  Prayer  Books  for  the  desks  and  communion  table,  with  a 
neat  font,  a  good  set  of  communion  plate,  and  with  all  other  things 
aaedful  for  the  conduct  of  Christian  worship,  according  to  our  Ktual. 
A  Sunday  school  was  immediately  commenced,  which,  from  small  begin- 
ningi,  now  numbers,  as  reported,  88  scholars  and  14  teachers.  This 
adiool  is  on  the  increase,  though  the  present  troubles  haye  checked  its 
growth.  Six  of  our  male  teachers  are  now  absent  on  account  of  the 
war.    The  Sunday  school  library  numbers  about  250  yolumes. 

IXyine  seryice,  with  the  preaching  of  God's  Word,  was  commenced 
in  July,  and,  by  the  kindness  of  the  ministers  of  our  Church  in  Bich- 
jnond,  was  kept  up  on  the  aflemoons  of  the  Lord's  day  until  September. 
Knee  then  there  haye  been  regular  seryices — twice  on  Sunday  and  once 
in  the  week — ^without  intermission.  The  regular  congregation  has,  by 
God's  blessing,  increased  between  four  and  fiye  fold. 

On  the  81st  day  of  October,  1860,  the  building  was  solemnly  oonse- 
ereated  by  the  Bt.  Bey.  Wm.  Meade,  D.  D.,  to  the  worship  of  Almighty 
God,  according  to  the  forms  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  Dur- 
ing the  fall  and  winter  months  and  the  month  of  March  there  was  a 
night  school  for  men  and  boys  at  the  Chapel.  It  numbered  about  80 
seholars  and  12  teachers — several  of  the  scholars  being  men  of  21  years 
and  upward.    The  ayerage  attendance  at  this  school,  which  was  held  on 
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Monday  Uki  Friday  ereningB  of  eaoh  wook,  waa  about  66.  Inatnielion 
was  given  in  spelling,  readings  writing,  arithmetio  and  other  branohaa. 
The  teachers  were  all  volunteers,  and  they  worked  steadily  and  fidth- 
fnlly.  The  secolar  library  oonnected  with  this  school  nombers  a  litda 
over  800  volumes. 

In  the  afternoons  of  two  days  in  the  week  during  the  past  winter  and 
spring  there  has  also  been  at  the  Chapel  a  school  for  girls.  This  sohool 
numbers  about  80  scholars  and  15  teachers.  Instruction  is  given  in  the 
English  branches.  The  scholars  in  both  schools  have  progressed  weD^ 
and  do  credit  to  their  fidthful  teachers.  There  is  also  held,  on  one 
afternoon  of  every  week,  a  school  of  instruction  for  sewing,  in  wUeh 
girls  are  taught  plain  sewing  and  cutting  and  fitting  garments.  Thii 
school  numbers  about  85  scholars  and  4  teachers.  The  money  neceasaij 
to  cany  on  these  schools  has  been  liberally  furnished  by  our  own  mem- 
bers and  by  kind  friends.  We  have  met  with  much  kindness  and  foster- 
ing care  from  the  pastors  and  members  of  the  various  Episcopal  Ghurdiea 
in  the  city.  First  and  foremost  in  exertions  for  our  welfi^e  has  been 
the  Rector  of  St.  Ftaul's.  He  is  really  the  father  of  this  undertakings 
and  his  efforts  have  been  untiring  for  its  suooea.  May  the  Great  Head 
of  the  Church  reward  him  here  and  hereafter. 

The  undersigned  gives  thanks  to  Almighty  Gk>d  for  Hi^  great  good- 
ness in  sending  such  a  band  of  noble  Christian  men  and  women  te  woik 
in  this  Missionary  Chapel.  Our  labors  are  already  much  blessed.  Maj 
the  Lord  of  the  Vineyard  send  us  more  laborers,  and  ^ve  us  a  mudi 
greater  harvest  for  the  glory  jof  His  Holy  name.  Amen.

The  erection  of  this  beautiful  and  commodious  Church  is  the  fruit  of 
the  generous  offerings  and  earnest  wish  of  sundry  devoted  Churchmen 
of  this  city,  to  provide  for  the  congregational  instruction  and  training 
of  the  colored  populaticm  of  our  city  in  the  prindples  of  our  most  Holy 
Beligion,  according  to  the  doctrines  and  worship  of  our  Church.  The 
Church  will  accommodate  from  six  to  seven  hundred  persons.  It  waa 
ready  for  consecration  at  Easter;  but  the  difficulty  in  securing  a  suitable 
Rector  caused  a  delay  in  opening  it  My  work  as  missionary  at  large 
having  been  interrupted  by  the  unhappy  state  of  public  affidrs,  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society,  to  whom  the 
•election  of  a  Rectcff  for  this  Church  had  been  committed,  requested  me 
to  take  it  under  my  charge,  and  to  devote  myself  to  the  work  of  orga- 
niiittg  the  eongiegation.    It  has  been  opened  for  Divine  service  the  last 
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Aree  Sondays,  morning  and  afternoon,  and  the  congregations  in  atiend- 
tiiee  80  hr  have  been  even  larger  than  was  expected.  Our  object,  how- 
ever, is  more  to  train  a  few  well,  than  to  collect  a  large  mass.  Oar 
Snnday  school,  formed  under  as  anspieions  circtimBtances  as  the  times 
Mihoriied  ns  to  expect — the  most  of  the  jonng  men  of  the  Church 
being  called  away  to  another  service — already  n  ambers  nearly  one  han- 
JM  nholaii.  We  have  ten  teachers,  mostly  females.  For  the  present 
we  can  do  but  little  more  than  to  report  the  work  began.  It  is  hoped| 
thai  at  the  next  Conyention  the  Rector  will  be  able  to  report  it  as  folly 
<vganiied,  and  prospering  in  its  work  ander  the  plentiful  outpouring  of 
the  SiTine  blessbg.

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  George  Woodbridge,  D.  D.,  the  rules 
of  the  previous  Convention  were  adopted  to  govern  this  body. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Minnigerode,  Mr.  S.  P.  Mitchell 
was  appointed  assistant  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

The  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Johns  then  read  his  report,  as  follows: 
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BISHOP  JOHNS'  REPORT. 

A  standing  adTertiBement  in  the  Southern  Churchman  had  indicated 
the. line  of  visitation  which  I  proposed  to  pursue  after  the  adjournment 
of  the  last  Conyention,  and  at  the  close  of  my  Report  I  invited  the 
Clergy  on  that  line  to  communicate  with  me  on  the  subject^  that  I 
might  arrange  my  appointments  as  would  be  most  convenient  for  them 
and  their  respective  congregations.  To  this  invitation  no  reply  was 
received.  Some  of  the  parishes  had  become  inaccessible.  I  therefore 
concluded  to  suspend  the  regular  routine  of  visitation^  and  wait  the 
indications  of  Providence  as  to  the  action  which  the  interests  of  the 
Diocese  might  require.  With  this  view,  I  returned  immediately  to 
my  late  residence,  hoping  also  that  by  being  there,  I  might  counsel 
and  co-operate  with  the  Professors  of  the  Seminary  and  the  Principal 
of  the  High  School,  for  the  protection  of  the  valuable  property  in  that 
yhinitj.    This  arrangement  was  of  brief  duration. 

On  Friday  morning,  May  24th,  at  an  early  hour  the  Federal  forces 
took  possession  of  Alexandria.  It  was  now  evident  that  I  could  no 
longer  remain  there  unless  C  was  prepared  to  be  separated  from  the 
Diocese  and  restricted  in  my  official  duties.  The  alternate  had  been 
deliberately  elected  in  anticipation  of  the  occurrence — and  I  have 
oerer  for  a  moment  had  the  slightest  misgiving  as  to  my  choice. 

In  two  hours  after  the  invasion,  I  was  on  the  road  with  those  of  my 
fiunilj  who  had  not  previously  removed.  We  went  forth,  not  knowing 
whitliery  h^  satisfied  that  we  should  find  shelter  and  service  where 
6od  had  appointed.  The  first  night  we  passed  with*  our  friends  at 
Qumtillj,  who  have  since  found  it  necessary  to  leave  their  beautiful  resi- 
dence at  the  mercy  of  hostile  intruders.  Saturday  brought  us  to  Waiv 
le&ton,  already  crowded  with  refugees.  Here  the  Rev.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Barten^  though  every  room  of  the  parsonage  was  occupied,  insisted  on 
locommodating  us;  and  then,  and  on  various  occasions  during  the 
Beason,  welcomed  us  with  a  cordiality  and  filial  consideration  which  are 
not  to  be  forgotten. 
may  2Qth. — I  preached  in  St  James  church,  Warrenton. 
May  2Sth — We  proceeded  to  Rappahannock  county,  to  the  resi- 
dence of  Capt.  J.  S.  Green,  then  absent  in  the  service  of  his  country. 
Here  we  were  most  kindly  received  by  Mrs.  Oreen,  and  found  a  hospi- 
taUe  home  during  our  sojourn  in  that  county. 

In  Rappahannock  we  have  two  churches,  distant  from  each  other 
abont  twelve  miles — one  at  Washington,  the  county  town,  the  other  at 
Woodville.    They  had  been  some  time  without  a  settled  minister;  and 
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were  still  yacant,  notwithstanding  our  efforts  to  seenre  for  them  tHB 
services  which  they  earnest! j  sought    In  mj  Tisitattons  I  had  beeoiEm^ 
much  interested  for  these  congregations,  and  I  found  myself  unexpeoi^ 
edly  placed  in  a  position  to  render  in  person  those  ministratKMW  wbieft 
I  had  ineffectually  endeavored  to  furnish  by  others.  < 

Of  my  services  in  Rippahannock  and  Uie  adjacent  eonntieS|  I  pi«* 
sent  the  statement  which  follows : 

June  2nd, — I  preached  in  tke^Melhodist  church  at  Anuwville.

June  2^rd, — I  preached  in  the  church  in  Washington. 

June  %Qth, — I  preached  in  the  church  in  Washington,  baptind  ul 
adult,  confirmed  two  persons,  and,  assisted  by  the  Rev^  Mr.  Dinoaii, 
administered  the  Lord's  Supper. 

July  %th — 1th. — I  preached  in  the  church  at  Woodville,  and  on  tbe 
second  day  confirmed  one  person. 

July  14(A. — ^I  preached  at  Amissville.  During  this  week  I  viitlad 
the  camp  at  Manassas,  and  united  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Barten  in  eoB- 
ducting  religious  services  for  the  soldiers.  The  meeting  was  at  oigfak 
in  front  of  one  of  their  tents.  There  were  many  present  The  solrai- 
nity  with  which  many  gave  attention  to  the  addresses — ^the  efieet  of 
their  voices  in  open  air  as  they  joined  in  singing  the  appropriate  bynns 
— ^the  place — the  hour — all  combined  to  render  the  scene  peouliaily 
impressive.  It  was  the  last  public  service  in  which  some  o^hom  were 
privileged  to  unite.  But  one  day  intervened  between  it  and  the  en» 
gagementr— and  four  between  it  and  the  great  battle  of  Maoaflsae, 
where  they  fell  in  the  defence  of  their  country. 

July  2\Bt. — I  preached  in  St  James  church,  Warrenton,  within 
hearing  of  the  cannon,  and  within  sight  of  the  clouds  of  smoke  and  dart 
of  the  eventful  conflict  which  has  rendered  that  day  memorable.  At 
night  I  officiated  for  the  servants  in  the  Lecture  room,  but  the  eze»> 
cises  were  often  interrupted,  by  the  intense  excitement  produced  bj 
tidings  constantly  coming  from  the  battle-ground — ^tidings  of  sorrow 
indeed  for  the  slain,  but  of  gratitude  and  joy  for  the  signal  sueeess 
with  which  Ood  had  crowned  our  arms. 

Jufy  2%rd, — I  delivered  a  funeral  address  to  a  large  conooone  of 
citizens  in  the  courthouse  yard,  in  Warrenton,  who  had  assembled  to 
render  their  tribute  of  respect  to  the  mortal  remains  of  four  of  the 
soldiers  who  had  fallen  at  Manassas — one  of  them  the  worthy  officer 
on  whose  arm  I  had  leaned,  just  one  week  before,  in  passing  through 
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Oke  enoampmeot  to  the  religiouB  service  wbich  I  have  mentioned. 
SSaiij  hearts  were  severely  afflicted  by  this  bereavement,  and  deeply 
fUt  that  the  miseries  of  war  are  inseparable  from  its  most  brilliant 

Jkfy  2Sih. — ^Being  prevented  from  reaching  any  place  of  public 
"vrarahip,  I  conducted  a  domestic  service  at  Forest  Hill  in  sympathy 
'witli  the  appointed  national  thanksgiving  for  the  recent  victories. 

Auguit  4th. — ^I  preached  in  Columbia,  Fluvanna  county. 

Avffuat  Uth. — ^I  preached  in  Qrub  Hill  church;  Amelia  county,  and 
^Bonnmied  one. 

AvguMi  18e&.— -I  preached  in  ihe  morning  in  St  Paul's  chapel, 
SUchmood — and  in  the  afternoon  in  St  Philip's  church. 

AvguU  28t^— -I  preached  m  St  Thomas  church.  Orange  court- 

liODse.    In  the  afternoon  I  baptized  the  child  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Earnest. 

H  also  Tisited;  by  request,  the  chamber  of  Col.  Jones  of  the  4th  Ala- 

Imma  lament,  who  received  a  mortal  wound  in  the  battle  of  Manas- 

an,    I  fimnd  him  suffering  much  bodily  pain,  but  mentally  quite  clear 

and  aelf-poBseased.    In  the  course  of  our  interview  he  said  very  em- 

^aticafly — ^^  I  fed  my  need  of  a  Saviour,  indeed  I  do"    It  was  my 

privilege  to  commend  to  his  acceptance,  Him  who  is  mighty  and  able 

to  nve  to  the  uttermost,  and  to  unite  with  him  in  commending  his  soul 

to  Him  who  will  in  no  wise  cast  out  those  who  come  to  Him.  .  In  a  few 

days  he  ceased  to  suffer — ^for  I  have  hope  that  the  brave  soldier,  who 

died  fbr  our  defence,  found  pardon  and  peace  through  Him  who  shed 

Ui  preoious  blood  for  our  salvation. 

Septemher  Is^-— I  preached  in  the  church  in  Washington,  Rappa- 
Ittonock,  baptised  one  adult  and  confirmed  four. 

Sqpimber  7ih. — On  my  way  to  the  camp  at  Centreville,  I  officiated 
it  the  fbuOTal  of  Mrs.  Dulany,  long  an  exemplary  communicant  in 
Fall's  churoh.  Driven  from  her  home  by  the  invading  anpy,  she  died 
aftte  a  few  hourls  sickness,  at  the  residence  of  Dr.  Marsteller,  near 
QaineBrille— and,  as  I  waa  informed  that  no  'clergyman  could  be  ob- 
tuoed  to  perform  the  burial  service,  I  turned  aside  to  testify  my  re- 
ipeet  for  her  memory,  "  committing  her  body  to  the  ground — looking 
for  the  general  resurrection  in  the  last  day,  and  the  life  to  come  through 
•vr  Lord  Jesus  Christ." 

September  Sth. — ^I  preached  morning  and  afternoon  at  the  head- 
quarters of  General  Jackson,  near  Centreville. 

September  10th. — ^In  Middleburg  I  baptized  the  infant  son  of  the 
Bev.  O.  A.  Kinwiving. 

Septemher  Wth. — I  performed  the  marriage  ceremony  at  the  resT- 
desee  of  Mr.  Page,  Clarke  county. 
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September  22nd, — ^I  preached  in  the  charoh  in  WashiiigtODi  Bappa- 
hannock. 

SepUmher  29/A. — ^I  preached  in  the  morning  in  St.  Stephen's 
church,  Culpeper  courthouse^  and  once  in  the  hospital  for  wounded 
soldiers. 

October  \$t — Zrd, — I  conducted  religious  services  in  a  hospital  in 
Charlottesville. 

October  C/A. — I  preached  in  St.  John's  church,  Fluvanna. 

October  \Zth. — I  preached  in  St.  PauFs  church,  Petersburg. 

October  Uth — \bth. — Were  occupied  in  reaching  Columbia,  S.  G^ 
the  place  designated  for  the  meeiing  ef  the  Provisional  Convention  for 
framing  a  CoDstitution  for  the  Protestant  Episcopal  church  in  the  Cota- 
federate  States.  It  was  organised  on  the  16th  and  oontinued  in  seanon 
for  nine  days.  The  policy  of  the  body  was  wisely  conservative.  I^ 
proceedings  were  conducted  in  the  happiest  spirit,  and  resulted  in  the 
adoption  of  a  proposed  Constitution,  and  its  reference  to  the  several 
Dioceses  for  their  '^  consideration  and  ratification."  This  subject^  how- 
ever, will  be  formally  presented  to  this  Convention  by  your  delegates; 
who  will  report  the  proposed  Constitution  for  such  action  as  you  may 
deem  proper. 

During  the  session  of  the  Convention  I  preached  once  in  Christ 
church,  Columbia,  and  once  in  the  Methodist  church. 

October  27th. — In  the  morning  I  preached  in  St.  Luke's  charch| 
Charleston,  and  at  night  in  Christ  church. 

November  3rc7. — I  was  detained  at  Culpeper  courthouse  by  heavy 
rain,  which  made  the  streams  impassable.

— Being  the  second  day  appointed  by  the  Civil 
authority  for  Fasting  apd  Prayer,  I  preached  in  the  church  in  Wash- 
ington, Rappahannock. 

November  17th. — I  preached  in  the  same  church,  confirmed  one 
person  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper. 

Koveniber  19^A.— ^At  Forest  Hill  I  baptized  two  children  of  Mr.  J. 
A.  Leavell.  With  thb  service  my  mission  in  Rappahannock  termi- 
nated. I  recur  to  its  ministrations  with  gratitude,  not  only  because 
they  were  attended,  as  I  trust,  with  6cd*s  blessing,  but  also  because 
they  brought  me  into  more  intimate  intercourse  with  many  kind  friends, 
with  whom  it  was  a  pleasure  to  associate,  and  to  whom,  if  permitted  to 
re- visit  them,  I  shall  return  with  increased  interest.  I  am  happy  to 
learn  that  they  have  recently  secured  the  services  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Jacobs,  as  their  settled  minister. 

Since  the  first  of  December  my  residence  has  been  in  Richmond. 
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.^^pAii  from  the  facilities  here  afforded  in  coDncciioil  wiUi  my  official 

^l^atieSy  there  were  other  weighty  considerations  by  which  I  was  in- 

^■nenc^.    It  enabled  me  to  devote  the  aflernoon  of  every  Sunday  to  St. 

^Philip's  church,  which  had  been  erected  for  the  use  of  servants  by  the 

^M>ntribatioQ8  of  a  few  liberal  members  of  our  congregations  in  thiB 

^Aij.    It  also  afforded  me  an  opportunity  of  visiting  the  sick  soldien 

1b  onr  hospitals,  ministerins  from  cot  to  cot,  and  assembling  the  con- 

'waleaoent  for  social  worship.    In  these  services  I  engaged  daily  and 

'vitli  increasing  interest     So  deeply  was  I  impressed  by  the  importanoe 

4Md  eKtsat  of  ihb  work,  and  of  our  obligation  to  do  our  part  in  its 

ysffctmance,  that  I  did  not  hesitate  to  recommend  the  appointment  of 

a  missionuy,  who  should  give  himself  to  it  excluBively.     Your  Exeov- 

tive  Committee,  as  their  report  will  show,  responded  immediately  by 

UBviting  the  Eev.  Mr.  Withers  to  devote  himself  to  this  service }  and 

the  speeial  contributions  which  have  been  received  to  meet  the  expense 

ef  the  airangement  express,  unmistakebly,  4be  approbation  with  which 

the  aetiim  of  the  committee  is  regarded.    If,  instead  of  one,  we  had 

tea  missionaries  in  this  field,  such  is  the  magnitude  of  the  work,  we 

voold  still  have  reason  to  lament  that  the  laborers  were  few.

March  6th — ^I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  church,  Richmond,  at  the 
consecration  of  the  Rev.  Richaitl  H.  Wilmcr,  as  Bishop  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  church  in  the  Diocese  of  Alahama.  The  evidenoe 
of  his  election  by  the  Convention  of  that  Diocese — ^the  testimony  from 
its  members  recommending  him  for  eoneecration-^^he  evidence  of  the 
consent  to  his  consecration  by  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committeei 
and  Bishops  in  the  Confederate  States,  having  been  produced  and 
lead — the  consecration  was  performed  by  the  Right  Rev.  Wm.  Meede^ 
D.D.,  who  presided,  and  the  Right  Rev  Stephen  Elliot,  D  D.,  and  mj- 
aelf,  who  united  in  the  imposition  of  hands. 

We  parted  with  our  beloved  brother  with  sorrow  of  heart  that  his 
stated  services  with  us  were  to  cease,  yet  with  thankfulness  that  he 
was  entering  upon  a  field  of  usefulness  so  important  and  interesUng — 
and  with  many  prayers  thiit  God  would  preserve  and  prosper  him  in 
his  ministrations,  and  give  him  p'ace  to  falfil  his  course  with  fidelity 
and  success,  'Hhat  when  the  Chief  Shepherd  shall  appear,  he  may 
receive  the  never-fading  crown  of  glory." 

March  Sth. — I  lectured  in  St.  Paul's,  Richmond. 

March  9fh. — I  preached  in  St.  John's,  Richmond.  This,  dear 
brethren,  was  the  week  of  our  bereavement.  On  Friday,  the  14th,  at 
7  A.  M.,  it  pleased  Almighty  God  to  remove  from  us  our  venerabk 
and  beloved  Bishop,  whom  He  had  chosen  to  cherish  our  church  in 
Virginia  during  its  infancy — to  aid  in  bringing  it  up  in  the  nurtcm 
and  admonition  of  the  Lord — and  long  honored  and  blessed  as  ka  chiei 
pastor.  The  habit  which  forms  by  duration,  and  the  love  which  excel- 
lence and  usefulness  inspire  and  invigorate,  had  so  bound  and  endeared 
him  to  us  all,  that  the  thought  of  being  without  him  was  not  seriouslj 
entertained,  and  we  were  ill  prepared  for  the  afflictive  separation.  Per- 
haps we  ought  to  have  been  more  discerning,  and  gathered  premoni- 
tions from  the  significant  service  with  which  our  last  Convention  was 
opened.  When  the  Bishop,  under  a  solemn  sense  of  appropriatenea 
and  duty,  officiating  as  the  preacher,  delivered  his  somi-centenarj  dis- 
course, spake  of  the  experience  of  his  long  and  eventful  life,  with  the 
deep  humility  of  a  sage — that  the  benefit  of  his  carefully  acquired 
knowledge  might  accrue  to  us — ^there  was  impressively  evident  '^  a  ripe- 
ness and  perfectness  9f  age  in  Christ,'^  which  might  have  advised  oi 
^  that  his  maturity  for  Heaven  was  rittatned,  and  "the  time  of  his  de- 
parture at  hand/'  For  many  yeaia  hh  bodily  infirmities,  though  the) 
iViil  n<it  abate  hh  mU-lhetunt  labors  or  suspend  the  nae  of  his  pen,  bal 
only  rendered  them  miire  abnnda&t  and  booefieliLyet  they  did  deprin 
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OB  of  his  impressive  services  in  the  pulpit.  His  capability  for  these, 
however,  was  recently  restored,  and  in  that  memorable  discourse  there 
vas  an  unction  of  piety  and  a  rich  melody  of  religious  thought  in  which 
our  ears  have  recognised  the  dying  notes  of  our  aged  Apostle.  He 
kas  since  finished  his  course  in  peace  and  hope,  and  adding  to  his 
wholesome  example  and  salutory  instructions  of  his  self-denying  and 
laborious  life  the  solemn  zeal  of  a  fearlebs  death.  It  was  my  privilege 
to  minister  to  him  during  hb  sickness — receive  his  dying  testimony — 
^rateh  his  waning  strengths-catch  his  expiring  breath,  and  then  close 
those  eyes,  which,  in  an  intimate  association  of  twenty  years,  had  never 
lieen  tomed  on  mine  and  me  but  in  true  friend&hip  and  tender  love. 

The  particulars  of  his  illness,  and  }iis  dying  testimony  to  his  brethren 

and  country,  I  have  communicated  in  the  address  delivered  at  the 

iuneral.     That  testimony  will  be  long  and  religiously  preserved  as  a 

jHreeioDS  legacy  of  a  Christian  patriot  to  the  church  and  people,  whose 

prosperity  were  so  dear  to  his  breast  both  in  life  and  in  death.

Retohtd,  Although  this  ConTention  have  unanimoiisly  adopted  the 
X>roposed  ConBtitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Con- 
'federate  States,  yet  they  instruct  their  delegates  to  propose  and  urge  it, 
^t  the  next  General  Council,  as  the  decided  opinion  of  this  Piocese,  that 
~^  soon  as  praoticahle  the  Article  of  the  Constitution  referring  to  the 
srabdiyision  of  Diocesses  be  revised,  so  as  to  bring  it  into  conformity 
"^fith  the  ifisagc  heretofore  established,  according  to  the  amended  Con- 
stitution of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States. 

Resolvedy  That  in  case  of  the  non-attendance  of  any  of  the  dele- 
gates or  alternates  appointed  to  represent  this  Diooese  in  the  General 
Coanoil,  to  be  held  in  Augusta  on  the  2nd  Wednesday  in  Noyember 
next,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diooese  be  empowered  to  fill  the  vacancy  or 
TaoaDcies  as  he  may  see  proper. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  presented  by  the 
Committee  appointed  for  the  purpose  : 

The  Committee  charged  to  inquire  into  the  mode  of  testifying  the 
respect  and  affection  of  the  Convention  for  the  memory  of  the  late 
Bight  Rev.  Wm.  Meade,  D.  D.,  report — That  the  death  of  our  venera- 
ble Diocesan,  the  revered  President  of  this  Convention,  who  in  that  re- 
lation, as  in  all  others  which  brought  him  into  communication  with  his 
6llow-men,  inspired  all  those  who  approached  him  with  affection  and 
reverence,  deserves  an  enduring  memorial  of  the  veneration  and  esteem 
in  which  he  was  held.  Most  fit  is  it,  that  we,  his  clergy  and  the  rep- 
resentatives of  the  people  for  whom  he  lived  and  labored,  and  who  for 
so  many  years  enjoyed  his  instructive  services  and  parental  care,  should 
bear  witness  to  the  graces  which  adorned  his  life,  and  the  strength  of 
character,  which  secured  him  his  extraordinary  influence  and  eminent 
usefulness.  Conscientious,  intrepid,  learned  ;  clear  in  the  perceptions 
of  truth  and  duty ;  opposed  to  every  form  of  compliance  or  compro- 
mise at  variance  with  the  strictest  sincerity  and  plainness,  and  alive  to 
the  dignity  and  elevation  of  his  sacred  office,  he  fulfilled,  by  example 
and  by  precept,  the  mission  of  an  evangelist.  Any  degree  of  labor  or  re- 
sponsibility to  which  duty  summoned  him  served  only  to  strengthen 
his  determination  to  be  faithful ;  nor  cared  he  for  his  own  repose  or 
safety,  if  by  toil  or  self-denial  he  might  advance  the  cause  of  truth 
and  holiness.     Yet,  inexorable  as  he  was  on  questions  involving  prinoi- 
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pie,  Id  matters  wbioH  pennitted  sjmpathj  or  frieDdship,  the  indulgeiioa 
gf  home  affections  or  the  charities  which  subdue  by  kiDdnen, 
be  was  invariably  indulgent,  persuasive  and  benignant.  Snob  was  his 
prominence  and  weight,  so  fitted  to  lead  by  his  energy,  wisdom  and 
grace,  that  the  growth  and  developement  of  his  own  Diocese,  the  history 
of  the  Church  at  large,  and  the  progress  of  religion  in  his  day  consti- 
tute his  best  and  only  faithful  eulogy ;  and  upon  that  we  most  relyj 
when  it  shall  be  written,  to  honor  him  as  be  deserves.  The  Committee 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions:

affection  of  the  Diocese  and  of  the  Church. 

Resolvedy  That  the  sympathy  of  the  Diocese  is  extended  to  him  ii 
his  deep  affliction  at  the  loss  of  his  revered  friend  and  senior ;  and  a 
his  accession  to  the  undivided  duties  of  his  sacred  office  at  this  time  o 
peculiar  trials  aud  dangers,  he  is  welcomed,  with  the  assurance  of  on 
unfeigned  attachment,  deference  and  reverence  for  him.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE

DIOCESAN  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY, 

May  21,  1862. 


The  Society  has  aided  in  the  support  of  the  following  Missionaries, 
during  the  ecclesiastical  year  just  closed  :  Rev.  Wm.  Friend,  (only  for 
one  quarter,)  F.  D.  Goodwin,  R.  T.  Brown,  (removed  after  the  first  six 
months,)  H.  S.  Kepler,  Wm.  Mowbray,  W.  W.  Green,  D.  T.  C.  Davis, 
H.  Wall,  (one  quarter,  since  removed,)  Edm.  Withers,  Hospital  Mia- 
sionaiy,  and  D.  F.  Sprigg,  Missionary  at  St.  Philip's  Church  (colored) 
Richmond.  Rev.  Messrs.  Colo  and  Barten  received  a  compensation  of 
$100  each  for  hospital-services.  The  office  of  the  Missionary  at  large 
was  necessarily  discontinued,  because  the  state  of  the  country  put  in- 
surmountable difficulties  in  the  way  of  his  services. 

The  African  Church  may  properly  be  considered  as  part  of  our  Mis- 
monary  work.  It  is  a  satisfaction  to  the  committee  to  be  able  to  state, 
that  the  services  at  St.  Philip's  Church  have  been  kept  up  regularly  ever 
nnoe  the  completion  of  the  edifice.  In  the  prosecution  of  this  object, 
the  church  at  large,  and  the  community  of  Richmond  in  particular, 
•re  greatly  indebted  to  Bishop  Johns  for  the  aid  he  has  given  this  im- 
portant enterprise,  and  the  weighty  character  he  attached  to  it  by  offi- 
eiating  there  in  person  regularly  for  the  space  of  four  or  five  months. 
This  Church  is  now  in  charge  of  the  Rev.  D.  F.  Sprigg. 
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At  the  suggestion  of  the  Bbhop,  the  committee  established  a  Mian^ 
to  the  Hospitals  in  Richmond,  filled  with  the  sick  of  our  army.  Tl 
Key.  Mr.  Withers  was  appointed  unanimously  and  is  devoting  his  whc 
time  to  this  work.  Such  is  the  general  appreciation  of  the  approi>: 
ateness  of  this  move,  that  funds  have  poured  in  abundantly ;  and  tm 
committee  may  in  a  short  time  see  their  way  clear^  to  appoint  a  seem 
Missionary  for  this  truly  Christian  work. 

The  funds  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  committee  by  collectiona  ^i 
special  contributions,  amounted  to  $3724  79.  This  embraces  the  i 
ceipts  from  all  sources  and  for  all  purposes,  exclusive  of  the  Hospil 
Mission.  With  the  balance  in  the  treasurer's  hands  in  May  186 
($11 83  32,)  it  raises  the  funds  during  the  last  twelve  montha  in  C] 
hands  of  the  committee — to  $4908  61.  This  is  perhaps  the  1arg€ 
income  ever  possessed  by  the  society,  and  gives  gratifying  evideac 
that  the  evil  days,  which  have  come  upon  us,  have  not  diminished  41 
interest  the  Diocese  feels  in  the  work  of  her  Missions. 

The  publication  of  Tracts  for  the  soldiers,  is  not  officially  conneote 
with  the  Missionary  committee — but  carried  on  by  the  cooperatioa  o 
its  members  and  their  efficient  agent,  the  Rev.  Robert  Gatewood,  whoH 
report  will  be  submitted  separately.

ON  THK 

STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 


Id  the  discbarge  of  its  assigned  duty,  the  Committee  on  the  State  of 
Ae  Charch,  would  call  attention  to  some  of  the  facts,  of  special  inter- 
eit,  in  the  present  condition  of  the  Diocese. 

Those  facts,  we  need  scarcely  say,  are  unlike  any  in  the  experience 
of  this  generation,  or  indeed  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  this  country, 
fl'nee  its  commencement.  We  are  suffering,  not  only  from  the  heavy 
bereayement  to  which,  as  individuals,  and  as  a  church,  wc  have  been 
sabjected  in  the  death  of  our  beloved  chief  Pastor,  but  from  other 
erils  of  a  severe  and  unusual  character.  We  are  in  the  midst  of  a 
Revohition,  ecclesiastical  as  well  as  civil,  and  therefore  in  the  experi- 
ence of  all  the  concomitants  of  such  a  state  of  things.  The  first  move- 
ment of  the  Federal  army  in  the  invasion  of  Virginia,  placed  in  their 
bands  the  seminary  and  high  school  buildings,  dispersing  from  their 
homes  the  families  of  the  Bishop  and  of  the  Professors,  and  breaking 
op  the  four  or  five  congregations  in  the  neighbourhood.  Subsequent 
movements  have  greatly  increased  our  calamities;  in  some  cases  confin- 
ing our  clergy  and  laity  within  the  enemy's  lines,  so  as  to  prevent  them 
frcmbeitig  with  us  in  our  present  meeting;  in  others  again  to  the  dri- 
ving of  pastors  from  their  charges  and  homes;  in  others  to  the  appro- 
priation of  churches  as  barracks  and  hospitals;  in  others,  to  their 
shameful  abuse  and  desecration,  and  to  the  dispersion  and  exile  of  those 
who  worshipped  in  them;  The  simple  facts  that  we  have  reports  from 
only  twenty-five  parishes ;  that  the  Professors  of  oUr  seminary,  aflcr 
resuming  their  duties  in  October,  have  been  again  compelled  to  sus- 
pend ;  that  the  high  school,  during  the  whole  of  the  past  year,  has  been 
and  is  now  in  a  state  of  like  suspension ;  that  our  Diocesan  paper  has 
been  changed  as  to  its  place  of  publication,  and  is  now  issued  to  the 
extent  of  little  over  one-third  of  its  former  circulation  : — these  simple 
ftietS;  of  themselves;  make  manifest  some  of  the  painful  pecoliaritiea  in 
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the  state  of  the  cbarch,  at  the  present  moment;  the  extent  to  whieh, 
in  common  with  all  other  organizations,  ecclesiastical  as  well  as  seeolar, 
we  have  suffered.  The  hand  of  our  God  has  heen  laid  heavily  apon 
us,  in  these  His  chastisements.  Let  us  recognize  them  as  from  Him, 
and  for  our  benefit.  Let  us  endeavour  to  lay  them  to  hearty  and  to 
improve  them  :  so  to  ''  humble  ourselves  under  His  mighty  hand,  that 
He  may  exalt  us  in  due  time." 

To  one  or  two  points,  however,  of  especial  interest  involved  in  thete 
general  statements,  your  committee  would  now  desire  to  call  attentioa. 

One  of  these  is  the  fact,  unexampled  in  our  day  in  Protestant  ocnui- 
tries,  in  conflict  alike  with  the  organic  law  of  the  Federal,  as  of  our 
own  government;  the  fact  of  interforence  with  the  rights  of  oonscienoe, 
both  of  ministers  and  congregations,  in  the  attempt  made  to  compel 
them  in  public  worship,  to  acknowledge  tlie  authority,  aod  take  aidea 
with  one  of  the  parties  in  the  conflict  now  going  on,  that  of  the  Fedanl 
government.  Church  afler  church  has  been  shut  up,  and  in  86me  caaas 
abused  and  desecrated ;  minister  afler  minbter  has  been  compelled  to 
leave  his  home  and  charge,  sometimes  to  flee  for  his  life;  congregatkm 
after  congregation  has  been  broken  up  and  dispersed,  denied  the  privi- 
leges of  public  worship  and  the  ordinances  of  religion,  not  for  aoj  pos- 
itive act,  but  because  they  would  not  lie  to  Ood,  and  in  public  woidiip 
priy  for  the  success  of  those  whom  they  regarded  as  the  murderere  ^ 
their  kinsmen  and  countrymen,  and  in  so  doing  express  approval  of 
their  coarse.  In  most  of  the  cases  the  parties  were  willing, — as  dob- 
combatants,  and  as  prisoners  within  the  Federal  lines — to  omit  all  alio- 
aion  to  the  existing  conflict  But  this  was  not  allowed  them,  and  they 
have  been  compelled  to  elect  between  the  public  utterance  of  a  false- 
hood and  one  which  does  violence  alike  to  their  most  sacred  afiections, 
and  strongest  convictions ;  or  dispersion  or  exile.  Of  course,  in  times 
like  these,  of  excitement  and  bitterness,  there  will  be  eases  of  individual 
violence,  against  which  no  official  influence  can  altogether  provide ;  and 
were  the  cases  in  question  of  this  character,  they  would  not  as  they  do 
now,  demand  such  special  notice.  That  which  constitutes  their  peculiar 
enormity,  and  which  makes  it  our  duty  to  call  attention  to  them,  ia  the 
fact  that  they  have  taken  place  under  official  sanction.  The  very  wont 
case  of  flagrant  outrage  in  this  respect,  occurred  within  ten  miles  of 
Washington,  was  brought  in  a  formal  manner  to  the  notice  of  the  high- 
est civil  and  military  officials  there ;  and,  so  far  as  any  public  intima- 
tion has  been  given,  was  allowed  to  pass  unrebuked  and  unpunished — 
was  virtually  sanctioned,  and  the  church  in  which  the  outrage  was  per- 
petrated, was,  within  the  next  few  weeks,  still  further  desecrated,  and 
then  appropriated  to  military  purposes.    And  since  then  the  aame 
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eoime  Has  been  pursued^  by  the  commanding  officers  of  the  Federal 
forees,  in  our  sister  Dioceses  of  Tennessee  and  North  Carolina.  These 
fimts  need  no  comment;  they  constitute  one  of  the  painful  peculiarities 
10  the  state  of  the  church  at  the  present  moment: — a  peculiarity  un- 
paralleled in  our  past  history,  but  one  which  it  is  to  be  feared,  some  of 
«8  may,  ere  long,  experience.  It  is  grateful  to  know,  that  these  meas- 
ures of  violence  have  failed,  in  every  instance  where  resorted  to,  in  pro- 
ducing their  intended  effect,  and  we  trust  that  our  ministers  and  people 
who  may  be  subjected  to  the  same  ordeal  hereafter,  will  exhibit  like 
frmnefls  in  their  course  of  action ;  take  joyfully  the  spoiling  of  their 
goods,  exile,  privation  and  even  death,  rather  than  falsify  their  clearest 
ooDvietions  of  duty  and  of  right,  under  the  mere  pressure  of  brute 
vielenee. 

Intimately  connected  with  these  illegalities  of  a  civil,  may  be  men- 
tioned others  of  an  ecclesiastieal  character  no  less  remarkable.  Some 
of  the  ohurohes,  the  owners  and  pastors  of  which  have  been  forcibly 
dispooMssed,  are  now  occupied  by  federal  chaplains,  clergymen  of  the 
Episcopal  churchy  and  therefore  in  disregard  and  violation  of  their 
own,  as  of  our  canonical  regulations.  This  has  not  been  confined  to 
Presbyters  and  Deacons,  for  in  one  instance  certainly,  and  perhaps 
more,  the  senior  Bishop  of  Ohio,  has  held  religious  services  in  Virgi- 
nia, without  either  consultation  with  our  Bishops,  or  invitatiori  from  any 
of  our  clergy.  Without  at  all  desiring  to  call  forth  any  other  feelings 
than  those  which  these  transactions  properly  suggest,  your  committee 
would  call  attentien  to  the  transactions  themselves,  with  their  real  sig- 
nificance. Their  meaning  is  separation,  ecclesiastical  as  well  as  civil. 
Had  there  been  no  anterior  necessity  in  the  action  of  our  civil  authority, 
for  such  separation,  as  there  really  has  been,  these  outrages,  as  well  as 
the  general  course  of  the  Northern  Bishops  and  Clergy,  in  fomenting 
and  encouraging  this  war  of  invasion  upon  our  homes  and  people,  would 
have  enforced  one.  Those  acts  have  dug,  and  deepened,  and  widened 
a  gulf  between  us  and  them,  that  will  ever  hereafter  prove  impassable. 
Whatever  may  be  our,  or  their  feelings  and  wishes  as  individuals — and 
the  spirit  of  our  Master  demands  that  they  should  be  those  of  the 
largest  allowance  and  forbearance — ecclesiastical  as  well  as  civil  separa- 
tion, is  now  an  irreparable  fact,  accomplished  by  their  action  as  by 
anus,  and  beyond  remedy. 

Turning  from  these  topics  to  others  of  a  more  grateful  character, 
jour  committee  would  direct  your  notice  to  some  of  the  modes  in  which, 
during  even  these  troublous  tiroes,  effort  may  be  made  for  the  welfare 
of  souls,  and  the  extension  of  Christ's  kingdom.  A  new  field  of 
faibour  in  this  respect,  both  for  the  souls  and  the  bodies  of  our  soldiers, 
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luui  been  opened  to  ns  in  the  anny.  The  report  of  the  oommittee  of 
the  Diooeean  Missionary  Society,  brings  before  ns  a  matter  of  special 
and  pressing  importance.  There  is  need  of  Missionary  effort  among 
onr  soldiers,  particularly  in  cities  and  large  towns,  where  many  of  the 
sick  and  wounded  are  loeated.  Our  whole  Missionary  fund  of  ordinaiy 
times  might  be  employed  in  this  one  form  of  effort^  and  would  not 
meet  the  existing  demand.  The  effort,  too,  to  publish  and  distribute 
appropriate  tracts  for  the  army,  is  one  of  great  importance^  and 
worthy  of  encouiagement  and  support  One  of  the  modes  in  which 
die  Great  Head  of  the  Church  brings  good  out  of  the  evils  of  such  a 
'  state  of  things  as  now  exists,  is  in  that  of  calling  them  .to  the  ^xereifle 
of  self-denial,  privation  and  suffering,  not  only  in  their  own  circle  of 
experience,  but  as  instrumental  to  the  welfare  and  benefit  o£>;| 
Through  this  means,  we  trust  He  is  now  trying  and  purif 
not  only  of  those  in  exile,  homeless  and  suffering,  but  of  those'-^ 
administering  to  theb  necessities.  But  whether  in  this  mode  or  bdier- 
wise,  we  have  assuranco  of  *His  own  Blessed  word,  that  these  things, 
as  aU  others,  shall  work  together  for  the  good  of  themihat  love  Him^ 
to  His  own  glory.

FUNERAL  OF  THE 

RIGHT  REV.  WILLIAM  MEADE,  D.  D., 

March  17th,  1862. 


"  And  his  disciplos  came  and  took  up  tho  body,  and  buried  it,  and  wont  and 
lold  Jesus.-^Matt,  xir.  12. 

Jfy  Christian  Brethren : — ^I  have  scarcely  courage  for  the  sad  service 
which  devolves  upon  me.  I  could  not  brace  myself  for  the  effort,  but 
for  ihe  special  commission  which  I  dare  not  deeHne — a  commission  not 
from  the  living  but  from  the  now  dead — from  the  lips  of  our  honored 
and  beloved  father  m  God,  whose  departure  has  stricken  our  hearts 
with  sorrow,  and  around  whose  mortal  remains  we  are  assembled  to 
render  them  the  last  tribute  of  respect  and  affection. 

My  commission  is  not  to  present  for  your  admiration  the  rare  and 
decided  excellencies  of  his  character  and  recite  the  deeds  of  his  re- 
markable life.  All  such  eulogy,  either  from  the  pulpit  or  the  press,  he 
strongly  deprecated.  A  just  regard  for  his  wishes  on  that  subject 
repeatedly  and  explicitly  expressed,  measurably  restrains  utterances  for 
which  eveiy  feeling  of  my  heart  pleads,  and  which  usage  on  such  occa- 
rions  authorizes  you  to  expect.  Happily,  though  it  may  be  that  formal 
panegyric  was  nevev^«more  deserved,  it  certainly  has  rarelyg^  ever, 
been  less  ne«ded.  He,  who  more  than  any  other  man  was  honored  as 
tlie  instmmeiit  in  raising  the  church  in  Yirgpait^  from  ^U^t  was  pro- 
tionDoed  hopeleas  eztinetioo;  who  ggva  to  this  work  his  ^arly  manhood:*^ 
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his  Yigoroiy  maturity^  and  the  wisdom  and  efficiency  of  adyanced  Efe 
— whose  eKtensive  itinerations  in  this  service,  year  after  year  for  more 
than  half  a  century,  had  made  his  name  a  household  word,  and  his 
face  familiar  throughout  the  Diocese — his  patriarchal  presence  the 
privilege  of  the  people,  and  his  wise  instructions  prized  as  precious  pre- 
cepts— surely  he  needs  no  formal  panegyric.  His  praise  is  in  all  tihe 
churches  of  his  care,  and  his  spiritual  children  are  hb  living  epistles  of 
commendation,  written  not  with  ink,  hut  with  the  Spirit  of  the  Hying 
Gtodf  not  on  tahlets  of  stone,  hut  in  fleshly  tables  of  the  heart. 

It  was  unusual  to  find  our  good  Bishop  here  at  this  time  of  the  year, 
and  nothing  but  a  case  of  great  importance  would  have  justified  hia 
leaving  his  home  in  the  valley,  and  encountering  the  fatigue  and  expo- 
sure of  the  tedious  journey.  Such,  he  deemed  the  accomplishment  of 
the  consecration  of  Dr.  Wilmer.  Repeated  arrangements  had  been 
proposed  to  efiect  it  without  the  presence  of  our  venerable  Bishop,  for 
we  were  unwilling  that  a  life  so  invaluable,  should  be  subjected  to  the 
least  unnecessary  danger.  But  when  all  other  arrangements  fiiiled,  and 
he  was  informed  that  Bichmond  was  selected  for  another  experiment,  . 
which  would  also  be  unsuccessful  for  the  want  of  the  requisite  number 
of  consccrators,  unless  he  could  be  here — ^be  thought  his  duty  clear, 
and  though  laboring  under  a  deep  seated  cold,  he  essayed,  and  accom- 
plished the  journey  on  a  very  inclement  day,  and  under  circumstances 
of  great  discomfort.  The  result  was,  the  serious  aggravation  of  this 
malady,  rendering  it  exceedingly  doubtful  whether  he  would,  after  all 
his  efforts,  be  able  to  unite  in  the  consecration.  When  the  daj  ap- 
pointed came,  he  was  in  truth  more  fitted  for  the  repose  of  his  chamber 
and  couch,  than  for  the  services  of  the  chancel.  But  with  a  resolution 
and  energy  which  never  failed  him  when  duty  seemed  plain,  he  roused 
his  enfeebled  physical  powers  to  action  just  adequate  to  the  emergency, 
and  came  only  when  his  presence  could  no  longer  be  dispensed  with, 
and  officiated  merely  in  the  act  of  consecration.  As  he  moved  slowly 
up  the  aisle  to  his  seat  in  the  chancel,  the  impairment  of  his  once  pow- 
erful frame  was  affectingly  apparent.  And  when  the  Bishops  present, 
helped  him  from  his  chair  to  his  feet,  and  supported  and  united  with 
him  in  the  imposition  of  hands,  whilst  that  voice  once  of  so  much 
sweetness  and  compass, — now  tremuloui^  and  broken — enunciated  with 
difficulty  the  Apostolic  commission — whose  heart  was  not  saddened  bj 
the  spectacle  ? 

It  proved  to  be  the  last  official  act  of  his  long,  laborious,  faithful  and 
fruitful  ministry — an  act,  to  him  of  great  and  varied  interest  and  im- 
portance. It  elevated  to  the  episcopate,  the  son  of  a  valued  friend  and 
fellow-laborer  in  the  successful  enterprise  of  resuscitating  the  church 
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in  Virginia.    It  provided  an  active  and  earnest  and  capable  Bishop  to 
supply  the  vacancy  in  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  occasioned  by  the  death 
of  the  lamented  Biithop  Cobbs — and  it  unmistakably  declared  the  con- 
Tietion  of  the  church  in  the  several  Confederate  States,  that  the  dis- 
TQption  of  the  civil  government,  rendered  necessary  the  cessation  of 
the  general  ecclesiastical  system,  under  vhich,  by  conventional  arrange- 
nenty  the  different  Dioceses  had  been  united,  and  consequently  devol- 
ved on  us  the  responsibility  of  perpetuating  evangelical  truth  and  order 
in  aur  churches  by  independent  ecclesiastical  action.      It  was  its  signi- 
ficBDcy  in  this  respect  that  gave  thd  consecration  of  Dr.  Wilmer  its 
peculiar  interest  to  Bishop  Meade,  and  decided  him  to  encounter  the 
ttposure  and  fatigue  of  the  journey  to  Richmond — leaving  the  issue  in 
4e  bands  of  God."* 

The  important  object  has  been  accomplished,  but  to  us,  at  a  cost 
vhich  no  one  can  compute.  The  mental  and  corporeal  effort  required, 
produced  and  prolonged  an  unnatural  excitement  in  the  Bishop's  ejs- 
tem^  which  at  the  time  seemed  like  genuine  strength  return'ng,  and  as 
^  mingled  so  genially  during  the  afternoon  in  social  intercourse  with 
k*»  brethren,  and  friends,  under  the  roof  where  he  had  been  received 


*  The  residence  of  Bishop  Meade  was  in  Clarke  county,  near  Milwood,  at 
"^«  Western  baic  of  the  Blue  Ridge — a  county  of  remarkable  fertility  and 
•^auty,  and  endeared  to  him  by  the  associations  of  his  youth,  and  as  the  happy 
■Ome  where  his  children  and  children*s  children  had  grown  up  around  him. 

The  undulating  ground  about  the  house,  covered  with  its  rich  turf,  he  had 
idorned  with  every  variety  of  the  fir  and  cedar,  interspersed  with  the  most 
beautiful  shade  trees  which  the  nurseries  could  furnish.  The  adjacent  garden 
ibounded  in  choice  grapes  and  other  fruits  of  which  the  Bishop  was  very  fond, 
•nd  which  ho  was  gratified  to  gather  with  his  own  hand,  for  the  refreshment 
Of  his  visitors  as  he  conducted  them  about  the  grounds. 

No  one  could  be  his  companion  in  these  walks  ^thout  perceiving  his  strong 
tttachment  to  '•  Mountain  View."  When  he  left  this  loved  home,  he  expected 
to  be  back  in  a  few  days,  and  carried  with  him  but  a  single  change  of  raiment. 
Bow  mercifully  it  was  hidden  from  him  that  the  cherished  spot  was  soon  to 
pass  under  the  control  of  the  invaders  of  our  soil,  and  could  no  longer  be  a 
home  for  him! 

God  who  veiled  the  coming  sad  event  from  his  vision,  prepared  better  things 
Ibr  his  faithful  servant — led  him  by  a  way  he  had  not  anticipated,  to  another 
*•  Mountain  View" — showed  him  the  Celestial  Hills  in  their  attractiveness — 
kindled  to  greater  ardor  his  heavenly  longings — and  then  translated  him  to 
his  Father's  house  and  its  incorruptible  inheritance — its  blessed  company  of 
k>ved  ones,  and  to  Jesus  his  Redeemer. 

His  journey  from  his  earthly  to  his  heavenly  home  was  short.  The  single 
change  of  raiment  was  suflficieiit.  The  vestments  of  the  way  were  needed 
but  a  few  days — then  the  robes  of  light  and  glory  for  ever  and  ever. 
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and  cherished  with  Ohristian  hospitality  and  filial  deyotion,  we 
ready  to  interpret  the  whole  transaction  of  the  memorable  day,  aa  a 
token  for  good — full  of  promise.  But  our  exposition  of  the  soene,  and 
the  sequences  was  sadly  mistaken.  The  apparent  glow  which  gladden- 
ed us,  was  not  the  animation  of  returning  health,  but  of  the  nature  of 
those  unaccountable  transient  rekindlings  which  precede  and  indicata 
approaching  dissolution.  The  inspiriting  influence  of  the  impreBBiYii 
occasion  declined  as  the  interval  increased,  and  was  not  renewed.  An 
accession  of  disease,  an  increasing  embarrassment  of  vital  organs  Boon 
became  apparent.  The  chronic  affection  of  the  heart  of  which  for 
years  he  was  .conscious,  add  from  which  he  long  expected  sadden  death, 
now  developed  itself  in  fearful  action.  For  several  days  and  nigihti 
hb  manly  frame  bore  the  assault  with  extraordinary  powers  of  endnr- 
ancc,  and  his  Christian  spirit  strengthened  by  the  Word  of  (Jod,— 
sustained  his  great  bodily  suffering  with  exemplary  patience.  "  Bead 
me,''  he  said  U)  a  friend,  ^'a  portion  of  the  Sacred  Scriptures.''  ''What 
shall  I  read  V*  '<  The  history  of  the  crucifixion."  And  when  tliis 
was  done,  he  observed  ''  Yes — six  hours  did  our  Lord  suffer  the  intenae 
agony  of  the  cross,  and  that  for  us — for  our  sins — and  shall  we  com- 
plain  of  our  luffcrings.  *  The  cup  which  my  Father  hath  given  me, 
shall  I  not  drink  it  ?' ''  Throughout  the  severe  struggle  of  nature  his 
mind  was  clear,  his  faith  strong  and  his  hop 3  steadfast. 

Few  things  impressed  me  more,  during  the  last  days  of  his  life,  than 
his  perfect  naturalness.  Affectation  in  every  form  and  degree  was 
always  disgusting  to  him — what  are  termed  scenes  in  connection  with 
religious  character  and  experience  especially  on  the  supposed  nearness 
of  death,  ho  regarded  with  no  favor.  He  was  so  accustomed  to  bear 
his  religion  about  with'  him  in  all  his  intercourse  with  men,  and  all  his 
secular  business — and  so  in  the  habit  of  bearing  both  with  him  in  his 
hours  of  devotion  at  a  throne  of  grace — that  they  were  not  kept  sepa- 
rate and  apart,  as  if  incompatible,  but  intermingled  continually  in  his 
thoughts  and  sympathies,  and  came  out  in  close  relation  in  his  speech. 
It  was  strikingly  and  instructively  so,  during  his  last  illness.  In  health 
he  habitually  thought  and  acted  as  if  there  were  but  a  step  between 
him  and  death,  judgment  and  eternity ;  and  when  he  knew  and  said 
that  the  ensuing  night  and  following  day  would  end  his  connexion  with 
earth,  the  welfare  of  his  country  and  the  interests  of  his  friends  were 
as  near  his  heart,  and  as  emphatically  on  his  lips  as  if  he  expected  to 
share  their  portion  here  for  many  years.  To  one  of  his  respected  pres- 
byters who  was  at  his  bed-side  taking  leave  of  him,  he  thus  closed  hia 
solemn  counsel — "  Speak  boldly  to  your  people.  Tell  them  to  persevere 
in  sustaining  their  country  in  this  struggle.    The  war  against  us  is  ini- 
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9ait<ms. .  I  am  persuaded  that  God  is  with  us  and  will  giye  ns  success/' 
He  knew  that  the  courageous  spirit  of  a  living  General  would  not  be 
Uodered  but  helped  by  the  presence  and  power  of  the  constraining 
iore  of  Christ,  and  he  had  no  fear  that  the  faith  and' purify  of  a  dying 
Bishop,  would  be  impaired  by  the  glow  of  genuine  patriotism.  He  was 
on  his  death-bed  precisely  what  we  all  saw  him  to  be  in  life,  except  his 
Kifierings. 

On  Thursday  morning,  the  day  before  his  death,  he  requested 
ottiers  who  were  present  to  retire,  that  he  might  communicate  tome- 
thing  to  me  in  private.    When  we  were  alone  he  said : 

"  I  wish  to  bear  my  testimony  on  some  things  of  importance. 
'<  The  views  of  evangelical  truth  and  <ffder  which  I  have  held  and 
^Tooated  for  fifly  years,  I  approve — and  exhort  my  brethren,  North 
^iid  South,  to  promote  more  than  ever/' 

<<  My  course  in  civil  afiairs  I  also  approve— resistance  to  secession  at 
first — ^till  circumstances  made  it  unavoidable.  I  trust  the  South  will 
pefBcvere  in  separation. 

''  I  believe  there  are  thousands  u^  the  North  who  condemn  the  course 
<kf  their  administration  towards  us,  and  in  time  will  express  themselves 
^>penly. 

^  The  prospect  of  rest  from  sin  and  suffering  is  attractive,  though  I 
«m  willing  to  remain  and  take  my  part  in  the  labors  and  trials  which 
may  be  before  us. 

"  My  hope  is  in  Christ,  '  the  Rock  of  Ages.'  I  have  no  fear  of 
4eath,  and  this  not  from  my  <M)urage^  but  from  my  faith. 

"  The  present  seems  a  proper  time  for  mj  departure.  I  am  at  p^ce 
with  God  through  Jesus  Christ  my  Lord,  and  in  charity  with  all  men, 
even  our  bitterest  enemies. 

**  All  that  has  ever  been  said  in  commendation  of  me,  I  loathe  and 
abhor,  as  utterly  inconsistent  with  my  CQpsciousness  of  sin. 

« I  commend  you,  and  all  my  brethren  to  the  tender  mercies  of 
Christ,  and  pnj  for  His  blessing  on  the  church  in  Virginia." 

When  he  ceased  I  withdrew  to  the  adjoining  room,  and  in  conformity 
with  his  suggestion,  immediately  committed  the  testimony  to  writing, 
and  availed  myself  of  the  earliest  opportunity  to  read  it  to  him,  and 
receive  his  affirmation  of  its  accuracy. 

Such,  beloved  brethren,  was  the  special  commission  to  which  I  refer- 
red, and  from  the  painful  execution  of  which  I  could  not  shrink. 

The  message  is  duly  delivered.  The  weighty  words  of  the  wise 
Leader — ^his  legacy  of  love — are  with  you. 

Death  has  since  sealed  his  lips  in  silence.  He  has  fought  a  good 
fight — ^finished  his  course — ^kept  the  faith — received  the  crown  of

rigbteoiunieBS  and  entered  into  his  glorioaa  rest.  If  the  gift  whieh  I 
covet  for  yon  and  myself  ''  a  double  portion  of  his  i^irit,  depended  on 
the  condition  named  to  Elisha — ^that  blessing  would  be  onr's — for  I 
witnessed  his  departure,  and  cried  from  my  heart — ^^  My  father,  my 
father,  the  chariot  of  Israel  and  the  horsemen  thereof/' 

Our  bereavement — the  bereavement  of  our  ohurch  and  eoontiy  how 
inexpressibly  afflicting  I 

What  can  we  do — to  whom  can  we  go  in  our  sorrow  and  bewilder- 
ment, but  to  Jesus — who  was  anointed  to  bind  up  the  broken  hearted, 
to  appoint  to  those  who  mourn,  beauty  for  ashes — the  oil  of  joy  for 
mourning,  and  the  garment  of  praise  for  the  spirit  of  heaviness. 

What  can  we  tell  Him— but  that' we  can  have  no  compensation  for 
our  great  loss,  but  his  own  self  by  the  special  gift  of  the  Comforter — 
and  so  pray  humbly  and  earnestly  and  perseveringly  <'  Come,  Lord 
Jesus,  manifest  Thyself  to  us  with  greater  vividness  and  power;  draw 
us  into  more  intimate  and  transforming  fellowship  with  Thee.  Come 
perfect  Thy  strength  in  us,  and  possess  our  hearts  more  and  more  with 
Thy  love— enlighten  our  understanding  with  the  illumination  of  the 
Holy  Ohost,  that  all  our  wishes  and  desires  may  centre  in  the  advance- 
ment of  Thy  glory,  and  the  salvation  of  Thy  people." 

So,  dear  brethren, — ^the  prayer  of  our  departed  father  in  Qod  for  us 
all,  will  be  soon  and  fully  answered.  '<  The  tender  mercies  of  Christ 
will  be  upon  us,  and  His  blessing  upon  the  church  in  Virginia.'' 

A  note  found  among  the  papers  of  Bishop  Meade,  contains  the  only 
record  of  his  services  since  the  last  Convention. 

He  admitted  to  Deacon's  orders, Averet,  G.  V.  Macdona  and 

E.  J.  Baker.  In  June,  he  confirmed  in  Staunton,  and  in  December, 
he  preached  and  confirmed  fifteen  in  Winchester.  He  preached  twice 
in  Millwood.  Once  in  Petersburg.  Twice  in  Columbia,  South  Caro- 
lina— the  first  sermon  being  the  opening  discourse  at  the  Convention, 
which  framed  the  proposed  Constitution  for  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Confederate  States.

Remarks  — ^In  July  last,  this  church  lost  the  services  of  the  assistant 
minister,  the  Rev.  James  Saul ;  services  which  were  invaluable  in  the 
eonduct  of  the  Sunday  school,  and  the  supervision  of  the  Church  Home 
and  Ptoish  School.  In  the  beginning  of  this  year,  the  rector  nomina- 
ted the  Bey.  H.  A.  Wise  as  assistant,  and  the  yestry  unanimously  con- 
firmed the  nomination.  Mr.  Wise,  howeyer,  had  scarcely  entered  upon 
his  Auties,  when  he  was  prostrated  by  illness,  in  consequence  of  which 
he  has  scarcely  been  able  to  perform  any  duty,  declined  all  salary  up 
to  this  time,  and  recently,  in  consequence  of  his  continued  inability 
and  other  causes,  sent  in  his  resignation,  which  the  yestry  haye  declin- 
ed to  act  on  for  the  present. 

It  cannot  be  denied,  that  in  consequence  of  this  isolation  of  the  rec- 
tor, as  well  as  the  excitement  naturally  prevailing  throughout  the  com- 
munity, the  Sunday  school  has  suffered  to  some  extent ;  and  especially 
of  late  to  average  attendance,  what  had  been  remarkably  good,  has 
been  reduced.    But  it  is  with  great  satisfaction  the  rector  can  report, 
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that  the  Church-Home  and  the  Parish  School  neyer  were  in  a  more 
flourishing  condition,  both  as  to  their  finances,  and  to  their  efficiency  and 
tokens  of  growing  spirituality.  These  institutions  have  been  aided  in 
part  by  special  pledges,  and  chiefly  by  increased  contributions  of  the 
offertory  (amounting  to  $1650.)  The  usual  support  from  the  sewing 
society  was  diminished  this  year,  because  the  work  for  our  toldiers  oc- 
cupied the  time  and  energy  of  the  ladies  of  the  congregation  for  7  or 
8  months^  during  which  time  a  number  of  poor  work-women  were  sup- 
ported in  aid  of  the  same  object,  at  the  expense  of  from  $500  to  $700. 

The  rector  regrets  to  state,  that  in  consequence  6f  the  war,  the  nn- 
cleus  of  the  new  congregation  at  St.  Paul's  Chapel  was  so  much  redu- 
ced, and  the  means  of  repairing  the  edifice,  which  had  been  damaged| 
so  difficult  to  raise,  that  this  mission  has  been  suspended  for  the  present 
The  late  rector,  Rev.  Ro.  Gatewood^  is  doing  good  work  in  yimting  the 
hospitals,  and  in  supervising;  the  publication  of  tracts,  in  return  for 
which  labors,  he  not  only  deserves  the  thanks  of  the  Diocese,  but  has 
as  essential  claims  upon  remuneration,  as  most  of  our  Missionaries. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  proper  to  state,  that  this  report  gives  a  very  in- 
adequate account  of  the  contributions  of  the  members  of  the  church, 
and  their  labour  of  love  and  patriotism  during  the  year.  Thousands 
might  have  been  added,  if  the  rector  in  his  r^rt  had  not  confined 
himself  strictly  to  what  passed  through  his  hands  officially.  The  ordi- 
nary contributions  to  the  Male  and  Female  Orphan  Asylums  of  the 
town,  to  the  Union  Benevolent  Society,  and  other  charities  not  con- 
nected with  the  church,  was,  as  usually,  omitted  in  this  report.

I  remained  in  my  late  parish — "  Christ  Church,  Lancaster  Parish" — 
until  January  last.  My  parish  register  being  within  the  lines  of  the 
enemy,  [  am  unable  to  give  a  statistical  account  of  my  parochial  acts. 

Since  January,  I  have  been  acting  as  Missionary  to  the  hospitals  of 
our  sick  and-  wounded  soldiers  in  Richmond.  In  this  work,  I  liave 
found  much  to  encourage  me.  There  is  amon^  our  sick  soldiers,  an 
almost  universal  disposition  to  receive  religious  instruction.  I  have 
distributed  among  them  a  largo  number  of  books  and  tracts,  periodicals 
and  pamphlets,  which  have  been  presented  to  me  for  their  use,  besides 
.  many  tracts  which  have  been  obtained  from  our  Missionary  Society's 
publications,  in  charge  of  Rev.  Mr.  Gatewood.

For  Parochial  Report. 
Rev.  W.  N.  Pendleton,  D.  D. 

Rt.  Rev.  and  Dear  Sir — Although  not  allowed  during  the  past  year 
to  minister  to  my  parish,  by  reason  of  the  obligation  laid  upon  me  to 
(d:e  part  in  defending  our  homes  from  menaced  outrage,  and  our  peo' 
pie  fiom  threatened  subjugation,  it  has  still  been  my  privilege,  in  a  new 
Tdation,  to  discharge,  as  occasion  permitted,  the  duties  of  the  Christian 
auaistry.  A  brief  record  of  the  services  thus  performed  I  submit,  as 
ii  Ae  case  most  proper. 

To  the  company  which,  rather  more  than  a  year  ago,  invited  me,  by 
kaooaung  their  captain,  to  give  them,  and  through  them,  our  wronged 
laopk  the  benefit  of  my  military  education,  &c.,  I  daily  minbtered  in 
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morniny  and  evening  prayer,  until  separated  Arom  them  immediately ai 
tcr  the  battle  of  Manassas,  2l8t  July,  1861,  by  assignment  to  aaoc 
responsible  military  position.  From  the  first,  also,  it  was  mj  endetfa 
when  military  necessity  did  not  forbid,  to  improve  the  Sabbath,  by  tp 
propriate  services,  not  only  for  my  own  command^  but  for  the  troop 
generally  with  whom  we  were  associated. 

In  the  sphere  of  colonel  I  found  practicable  no  arrangement  for  daih 
public  prayer,  but  my  Sunday  ministrations,  in  worship  and  preadiiag 
were  limited  only  by  the  emergencies  of  military  duty.  The  churelial 
Centreville,  which  the  invaders  had  so  shamelessly  desecrated,  it  m 
my  privilege  to  have  partially  prepared  for  use  again;  and  there  I  kd 
the  satisfaction  of  ministering  repeatedly  during  last  fall  to  Utfge  ma- 
gregations  of  soldiers,  and  of  dispehsing  the  Lord's  Sapper  to  mtBy. 
including  a  number  of  distinguished  officers.  When  the  army  wenl 
into  winter  quarters,  it  was  further  granted  me  to  have  erected  a  rod( 
but  commodious  chapel,  for  the  use  chiefly  of  my  own  command;  sue 
thette  precious  seasons  of  spiritual  improvement  were  enjoyed  again  anc 
again  during  our  winter  sojourn.  Since  the  opening  of  this  spring': 
campaign  much  marching,  exposure,  and  deficiency  of  accommoditioi 
have,  from  time  to  time,  prevented  our  customary  religious  exercises 
Kut  whenever  weather  and  opportunity  permitted,  I  have  taken  occa 
sion  to  have  worship  and  to  preach. 

In  the  influence  attending  a  still  higher  military  grade  assigned  D 
by  the  government,  divine  Providence  has  entrusted  to  me  an  additioD 
al  talent,  the  responsibility  for  using  which  aright  I  deeply  feel.  ThJ 
larger  numbers  attend  where  a  general  officer  prays  and  preaches,  i 
something;  yet  how  much  more  important  that  he  have  the  Spirit c 
£hrist.  For  this,  and  for  all  the  grace,  wisdom,  and  meetness  for  hes 
ven,  needed  in  this  strange  position  of  exposure,  difficulty,  and  trial,! 
would  entreat  the  prayers  of  God's  servants.

My  fir!«t  official  act  after  the  adjournment  of  the  last  ConTention,  was 
the  ordination  of  the  Ilev.  George  D.  E.  Mortimer,  whom  I  admitted  to 
the  priesthood,  in  St.  Puurs  church,  Richmond,  on  the  23rd  of  May. 

May  2Gth. — I  removed  to  the  county  of  Halifax,  and  on  the  kind  inriti- 
tfou  of  Dr.  P.  II.  Foster,  my  family  and  self  became  his  guests,  and  under 
his  hospitable  roof  ni;ide  our  pleasant  home  during  the  ensuing  summer. 
This  arrangement  accorded  with  my  otHcial  duties  which  now  sninmoiied 
me  to  that  section  of  the  Diocese. 

June  1 — I  preached  in  Christ  church,  Halifax,  in  the  morning,  and  in 
tba  afternoon  to  the  servants  at  Dr.  Foster's. 

8th — I  preached  in  St.  John's  church,  Halifax  C.  II. 

l^th — I  preached  again  al  the  same  place.

The  battles  in  front  of  Richmond  which  had  now  begun,  left  me  in  na 
doubt  as  to  the  place  of  duty.  Suspending  all  other  services  I  hastened 
t)  the  city  to  unite  with  my  brethren  of  the  Clergy  in  such  ministratioii* 
as  might  be  needed  by  the  wounded  and  the  dying. 

The  signal  successes  with  which  it  pleased  Almighty  God  to  crown  oar 
arms,  effectually  relieved  our  belcagured  metropolis^  and  the  BMnaciB|^ 
hosts  were  driven  into  a  position  where,  from  the  demoralization  of  defeat 
aad  the  fatal  malaria  of  the  region,  their  remaining  numbers  were  so  rt» 
duced  that  th^ir  formal  withdrawal  was  hardly  noticeable.  In  th»  midst 
of  our  joy  and  gratitude  for  such  deliverance  there  was  great  c»use  fbr 
lamentation.  Many  noble  men  had  fallen  in  our  defence,  and  morv 
„  wounded,  were  conveyed  to  the  hospitals  in  and  around  Richmond. 

The  scenes  of  suffering  which  resulted  from  these  conflicts,  verified  tho- 
saying  of  one  of  the  greatest  Generals — that  next  to  the  sorrow  of  toting  » 
battle  is  i1i£  \90rroiff  of  gaining  one*  Yet  these  sufferings  furnished  occt-< 
■ion  for  the  manifestation  of  some  of  the  finest  phases  of  character,  in  the 
uncomplaining  spirit  with  which  they  were  borne  and  the  grateful,  tender 
and  efficient  sympathy  and  care  which  they  promptly  received.  Nothing 
seemed  too  much  to' be  done  fbc  those  to  whom,  under  €iod,  we  ow«d  so 
much,  and  whilst  ministering  to  their  bodily  sufferings  flieir  spiritoal  wel- 
fare] was  not  forgotten.  Our  own  Diocesan  Society  enlarged  its  operations 
both  by  increasing  the  number  of  its  hospital  missionaries  and  by  the 
purchase  and  publication  of  books  and  tracts  for  the  benefit  of  our  soldiers, 
I  am  thonkful  to  be  able  to  say  that  this  action  of  the  Executive  coromitteo 
has  been  cordially  sanctioned  and  well  sustained  by  the  greater  liberality 
upon  our  parishes  and  congregations  hare  eontributed  to  the  fvnde-  of  tbt 
Society.

During  the  past  year  the  number  of  the  clergy  has  not  been  diminisbed  -^ 
either  ])y  death  or  removal.  Since  my  arrival  in  this  city,  I  have  received  f 
intelligence  of  the  bereavement  experienced  by  a  sister  Diocese  which  etlli  f- 
for  our  sincere  Christian  sympathy.  The  Right  Rev.  James  II.  Otey.D. 
D.,  Bishi^p  of  Tennessee,  has  recently  departed  this  mortal  life  at  his  lite 
residence  in  Memphis.  He  was  a  native  of  Bedford  county,  Va.,  nA 
through  life  cherished  the  strongest  attachment  fur  the  scenes  and  assoeii- 
tions  of  his  youth. 

He  resided  for  a  time  in  North  Carolina,  from  whence  he  removed  to 
TenucKsee  and  gave  himself  diligently  to  the  work  of  the  ministry.  In 
1834,  he  was  consecrated  the  first  Bishop  of  that  Diocese  and  devoted  hi**  ^■ 
self  with  zeal  and  ability  toihe  ardous  duties  of  his  office,  not  only  witbin  ? 
the  limits  of  his  own  jurisdiction,  but,  as  requested,  in  adjacent  States  and  p 
territories  then  unsupplied  with  episcopal  services.  '^* 

Of  the  Convention  wh\ph  prepared  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant     f 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Confederate  States,  he  was  an  active  member.  ] 

For  some  time  his  health  has  been  failing.     During  the  past  year  be  yffir 
tured  to  re-visit  his  home  in  Memphis,  where  his  death  occurred.    Of  Wb     * 
last  hours  we  have  no  information,  but  we  cherish  the  assuranee  of  hiaf  de- 
parture in  the  faith  which  he  preached,  and  of  his  blessed -rest  with  the 
Master  whom  he  serveid.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

or  THE 

DIOCESAN  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 


The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society  beg 
'^ve  to  make  the  following  report : 

The  condiUon  of  the  country  has  materially  affected  the  operations 
^f  the  Society.  On  one  hand,  by  the  temporary  occupation  of  the 
^tiemjy  our  area  has  been  curtailed,  and  the  number  of  Parishes,  here- 
tofore dependent  for  aid  upon  the  Society,  diminished.  But  on  the 
Other  band,  the  hospitals  which  have  filled  the  land,  and  especially  the 
Oitj  of  Kichmond,  and  the  large  armies  which  the  Confederate  States 
^ere  obliged  to  call  into  the  field,  and  occupy  on  the  soil  of  Virginia, 
luTe  opened  to  the  Missionary  activity  of  the  Church,  a  new,  a  vast,  and 
ttost  interesting  field  of  usefulness. 

It  has  been  the*desire  of  the  Committee  to  combine  the  original  ob- 
jects of  the  Society  with  the  new  duties  devolved  upon  them,  and 
%hich  were  justly  co^idered  as  eminently  of  a  missionary  char- 
acter.' 

In  pursuance  of  this  plan  the  following  missionaries  have  been  con- 
tinued in  Parishes,  requiring  assistance  from  the  funds  of  the  Society, 
lii :  Rev.  Messrs.  Qreen,  Mbwbray,  Goodwin ;  the  Bev.  H.  S.  Kepler, 
OQtQ  recent  events  made  hb  mission  in  New  Kent  impossible ;  and  the 
Bar.  D.  F.  Sprigg,  at  St  Philip's  church,  (colored,)  in  Richmond. 
SoMt  FtiriaheB,  like  that  in  which  the  Rev.  D.  T.  C.  Davis  officiates, 
did  not  apply  for  a  continuanoe  of  their  appropriation;  whilst  some 
'  enterprises,  as  in  Madison  and  Rappahannock  counties,  which  had 
1  pxpppsed,  were  necessarily  postponed;  in  consequence  of  their  ez- 
pomire  to  hoBtile  invasion. 
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With  regard  to  Parislics  hitlicrto  self-supporting,  but  which,  in  con- 
Ecquencc  of  the  ucciipatioii  by  cither  the  one  or  the  othrr  of  the  oon- 
tcndinj;:  annies  and  the  Iukscs  incident  to  their  endangered  sitnatioDi 
were  broken  in  strength — but  in  which  it  was  found  desirable  for  oar 
ministers  to  remain  and  continue  their  faithful  and  self  denying  lalxn»» 
the  (■onmiittec  felt  it  their  duty  to  secure  the  position  of  our  ministeiSi 
by  guaranteeing  their  salaries  and  supplying  the  deficit  which  might 
occur.  By  this  means,  the  invaluable  services  of  the  Rev.  0.  S.  Bart6D| 
at  Warrcnton,  and  the  Rev.  Jno.  Cole,  at  Culpeper  C.  H.,  were  r^ 
tained.  These  brethren  have  most  signally  earned  the  approbation  of 
the  Committee,  and  are  entitled  to  every  assistance  that  can  be  ex- 
tended to  thcnii  combining,  as  they  do,  in  their  labors^  the  duties  of 
the  pastor,  the  hospital- missionary,  and  the  army  cha])I:iin.  The  same  line 
of  policy  will  be  pursued  towards  others,  similarly  situated,  whenever 
the  circumstances  justify  it. 

To  meet  the  demands  for  ministerial  services  in  our  hospitals,  tiro 
missionaries  have  been  appointed  and  supported  during  the  last  year, 
and  their  monthly  reports  laid  before  the  Committee  at  their  stated 
meetings.  The  missionaries  thus  employed  are  the  Rev.  MeasrSi 
Withers  and  Perkin«<,  of  whom  the  first  has  recently  been  transferred 
to  the  hospitals  in  Petersburg,  in  consequence  of  the  increased  demand 
for  such  services  in  that  city,  and  in  conformity  with  the  wishes  of  its 
clergy. 

During  the  time  that  the  hospitals  in  Richmond  were  filled  with 
from  10,000  to  14,000  sick  and  wounded,  Rev.  Messrs.  Kepler  and 
Sprigg  were  also  assi,;ncd  to  this  work.  Whenever  and  wherever  such 
need  exists,  the  (Committee  arc  prepared  to  co-operate  with  the  local 
pastors,  and  ready  to  receive  their  communications. 

The  Piocese  has  liberally  responded  to  the  appeal  which  has  been 
made  by  the  Bishop  in  behalf  of  this  new  branch  of  our  missioniiy 
operations,  and  the  Committee,  fully  relying  ilpon  the  continuance  of 
the  interest  so  generally  felt,  and  so  effectually  manifested,  proposes  to 
enlarge  their  operations  in  this  field  according  to  their  best  judgmeoV 
and  to  the  extent  f)f  their  means,  not  only,  as  regards  money,  but  smta- 
ble  missionaries.  It  is  deemed  highly  desirable  that  we  i^hould  send 
missionaries  to  the  army  itself,  where  they  have  alwa^'s  been  rcocived 
most  cordially  by  commanders  and  soldiers,  and  furnished  every  facilit; 
for  pursuing  their  important  duties.  The  Rev.  Wra.  Friend  has  al- 
ready entered  upon  this  work'  j  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Perkins  has  spent 
some  time  with  General  Longstreet's  Corps,  but  has  tempcMtirilj  been 
recalled  by  indisposition,  and  also  by  tho  fact,  that  Camp  Windefi 
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services  were  eminently  blessed  daring  the  winter^  lias  again

§s.  By  the  mercy  of  God  we  have  been  permitted  to  gather,  this 
ar,  in  something  approaching  our  real  strength,  and  the  congrega- 
•ns  are  beginning  to  look  for  the  usual  services  as  their  prescriptive 
^ht  To  the  mourning  exiles  of  Judea,  returning  from  their  captivity 
Jerusalem,  and  weeping  as  they  remembered  the  glory  of  the  former 
nple,  the  Lord  vouchsafed  the  assurance,  "  the  glory  of  this  latter 
use  shall  be  greater  than  that  of  the  former."  May  we  not  hope 
It  a  similar  promise  is  ours  ?  Should  we  not  pray  that  a  great  bless- 
;  may  follow  this  season  of  trial ;  that— -chastened  by  the  lessons  of 
venity — ^when  this  calamity  is  overpassed,  we  may  value  our  privi- 
j$B  all  the  more,  and  all  the  more  earnestly  seek  die  Lord,  and 
EMmber  and  cherish  our  blessings  and  our  duties  ? 
The  Committee  have  to  record  many  things  which  should  excite  our 
epest  gratitude.  It  has  pleased  the  Lord — amidst  all  our  trials  and 
B  fearful  issues  of  the  times — to  give  us  comforting  proofs  of  His 
nxr,  and  symptoms  of  increasing  prosperity.  At  the  last  Convention 
ly  twenty-eight  parishes  were  represented  or  reported  from.  The 
mncil  of  this  year  has  received  already  between  sixty  and  seventy 
ports  from  the  different  parishes.  The  payments  to  the  Contingent 
md  have  been  most  gratifying,  amounting  at  this  early  day  to  nearly 
<iOOO|  an  advance  over  the  receipts  by  the  same  date  of  last  year's 
nvention  of  more  than  81,600.  With  a  surplus  of  about  $3,000  in 
ndi  the  Diocese  is  secured  for  all  the  expenses  it  may  have  to  incur. 
le  contributions  to  church  and  benevolent  objects,  have  been  greater 
an  ever  before;  and  a  readiness  is  manifested  everywhere  not  to 
thhold  the  requisite  means  from  the  sanctuaiy  and  the  cause  of 
a  gospel,  but  to  respond  to  every  call  which  the  church  can  make. 
le  number  of  the  clergy,  in  spite  of  the  many  desolated  fields,  is  not 
Bunished.  We  have  to  record  no  transfer  of  ministers  to  other 
ooeaes,  whilst  the  Bishop  has  received  five  ministers  into  the  Diocese, 
osidering  the  fact  that  our  seminary  has  had  but  a  very  precarious 
d  partial  existence,  the  number  of  ordinations  has  Seen  highly  grati- 
Ing;  and  there  are  now  eight  candidates  for  Deacon's  orders  and 
ree  for  Priest's  orders.  The  Committee  cannot  speak  positively  on 
sfirmations;  but  considering  the  fact  that  the  visitation  of  the 
shop  was  necessarily  limited  to  but  a  small  portion  of  the  Diocese, 
Bj  believe  that  the  proportionate  returns  arc  favorable,  a  decided  in- 
upon  the  preceding  year,  and  betokening,  in  several  chorohes,  a 
3 
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marked  reTival  of  religious .  interest.  The  testimony  of  some  of 
most  experienced  ministers  reports  an  unusual  eamestnesB  and  d 
searchings  of  heart  on  the  part  of  the  candidates,  and  in  some  pla 
at  least,  a  large  proportion  of  the  males  among  new  oommoniea 
Unless  we  misinterpret  the  signs  of  the  times,  we  are  enoonnged 
hope,  and  earnestly  called  upon  to  pray,  for  a  signal  ontpouiiii| 
God's  blessing  upon  our  people.  Altogether,  the  position  <rf 
church,  in  the  estimation  of  the  people,  has  rarely  been  more  &yo 
The  GoTcmmcnt  of  the  Confederate  States,  itself,  is  marked  by  a  d 
appreciation  of  the  religious  element;  many  of  its  most  promii 
members  imbued  with  a  religious  spirit  and  honored  by  a  leligi 
profession.  The  army  is  like  a  field  white  for  the  harvest.  From 
commanding  Generals  down  to  the  unknown  private,  there  is  ezten 
a  hearty  welcome  to  the  message  of  the  gospel,  and  to  him  who  bri 
it.  The  influence  of  our  own  church,  though  silent  and  unostentali 
is  unmistakeable,  and  by  the  grace  of  God  shall  tell  upon  multifei 
for  the  saving  of  souls.  We  have  nine  or  ten  chaplains  in  the  n 
and  several  missionaries  in  a  position  independent  of  the  Oovemai 
but  with  an  unlimited  range  of  usefulness  and  welcomed  to  their  g 
ous  work  by  high  and  low  alike.  Never,  perhaps,  in  the  history  of 
church,  have  the  masses  been  more  accessible ;  and  never  has  relig 
earnestness  and  truth  and  consistency  been  of  more  importance  to 
country.  Oh,  if  we  could  realize  this  more !  We  thank  Qod  for 
wisdom  of  our  counsels,  for  the  skill  of  our  Generals,  for  the  read 
ness  and  endurance  of  our  soldiers.  But  the  blessing  must  oome  1 
above.  In  His  name  and  His  strength  alone  we  ean  sucoeed; 
success  can  prove  beneficial  only,  if  accompanied  by  the  fear  of ' 
and  bapUzed  in  the  faith  of  Christ.  The  peculiar  position  of 
Diocese  invests  this  with  a  still  higher  importance.  The  mswBee 
centrated  upon  our  soil  are  from  all  parts  of  the  South^  from  e 
portion  of  our  Confederacy.  An  influence  for  good  or  evil  will  be 
ried  away  from  our  camps  and  battle-fields.  Let  us  pray  God  to  1 
the  labors  of  our  ministers  and  the  prayers  of  His  people. 

To  this  review  of  the  general  condition  of  the  church,  which  i 
necessarily  be  inoomplete  from  the  fact,  that  the  Parochial  Rep 
upon  which  it  should  be  based,  can  be  but  very  partially  inspecU 
this  stage  of  our  proceedings;  the  Committee  beg  leave  to  add  a 
remarks  of  practical  importance  for  the  eonsideration  of  the  Diiw 
And 

1.   As  to  the  Sv^pport  of  the  Clergy, — ^The  duty  of  providii 
proper  and  adequate  support  for  the  Clergy  is  self-evident 
Scriptures  are  emphatic  on  this  point;  the  tydiing  system  of  tlie 
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Testament,  the  declaration  of  the  Apostle^  that  those  Tvho  preach  the 
gospel  shall  live  of  the  gospel,  leave  no  margin.  The  esigencies  of 
tlie  times  make  it  proper  for  the  Committee  to  refer  to  it.  They  have 
great  satisfaction  in  believing,  that  the  attention  of  not  a  few  paritthea 
has  been  directed  to  this  point.  But  it  should  bo  considered  bj  ali  as 
ID  imperative  duty,  and  as  c  proof  of  the  interest  they  take  in  the 
gospel ;  yes — as  a  test  of  their  own  fairness,  justice  and  equity,  to  pro- 
vide for  those  who  forsake  all  other  paths  of  life  to  devote  themselves 
to  the  work  of  the  ministry.  The  people  at  large,  corporations,  legls- 
ktares,  Congress,  have  acknowledged  the  necessities  of  those  who  are 
dependent  upon  salaries  for  their  support,  and  have  taken  measures  for 
their  relief.  Let  not  the  church  be  behind  the  secular  authorities  and 
imtitations  in  the  land.  Ministers  are  confined,  for  their  resources  and 
SMans,  to  the  supplies  obtained  from  their  congregations.  It  is  not 
neeessary  to  remind  the  Diocese  of  the  fact,  that  the  absolute  wants  of 
their  Clergy  are  the  same  as  ever ;  for  never  have  the  Clergy  aspired 
to  more  than  the  satisfaction  of  these,  nor  have  the  churches  ever  over- 
stepped this  limit.  Three  years  ago  a  contribution  of  fifty  dollars  was 
in  reality  identical  with  its  nominal  value.  What  is  it  now  ?  but  the 
wants  of  the  Clergyman  and  his  family  remain  the  same.  Some  slight 
approximation!  at  least,  to  the  real  value  of  things  is  required ;  or  the 
dearest  interests  of  the  parish,  which  cannot  be  separated  from  the 
comparative,  however  humble,  comfort  of  the  minister,  must  suffer. 
The  Oommittee  are  happy  to  believe,  that  in  several  parishes  this  fact 
is  being  appreciated.  In  some  churches,  we  learn,  the  Minister's 
salary  has  been  raised  to  come  nearer  an  adequate  support ;  in  others, 
qwcial  donations  have  been  resorted  to,  to  make  up  the  deficiency 
created  by  the  disproportion  in  receipts  and  expenditures.  In  one  or 
tvo  of  onr  country-congregations  a  system  has  been  inaugurated,  which 
is  deemed  highly  commendable,  of  aiding  their  Pastors  by  contributions 
w  kind.  What  it  would  cost,  more  money  and  time,  than  the  faithful, 
self-denying  minister  of  Christ  has  to  dispose  of  in  his  own  behalf,  is 
thereby  supplied  in  a  manner  scarcely  felt  by  the  contributors ;  and  the 
times  seem  eminently  to  demand  the  adoption  of  some  such  plan.  It 
is  a  help  to  the  Pastor,  and  scarcely  a  sacrifice  to  the  giver.  The  pro- 
dnoer  gives  no  more,  as  far  as  he  is  concerned,  than  before,  by  fur- 
nishing flour  or  meal  for  instance ',  but  the  minister  receives  what  it 
would  cost  him  three  or  four  times  the  amount  of  money  to  purchase. 
The  partial  adoption  of  such  a  system — at  least  in  our  country  parishes 
•^wonld,  beyond  doubt,  prove  of  material  assistance  to  the  clergy,  with- 
ovt  involving  any  loss  on  the  part  of  the  contributors.  But  whatever 
sjitem  be  adopted^  the  duty  is  plain  and  it  is  earnestly  recommended  to 
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our  parishes,  to  adopt  measures  for  the  increase  of  their  ministera'  Bcp- 
port,  wherever  this  is  needed  to  make  it  adequate  to  their  necesmties 
and  the  wants  of  the  times. 

2.  The  attention  of  the  Committee  has  been  called  to  the  condition  of 
our  Sundaj/  Schools.    It  ia  their  most  painful  conviction^  based  upon  nn- 
mcrous  and  various  testimonies,  that  these  nurseries  of  our  church,  these 
blessed  auxiliaries  of  training  the  young  in  the  nurture  and  admonidon  of 
the  Lord,  have  sutfered  greatly,  and  present,  almost  everywhere,  an  un- 
favorable aspect.    Where  is  the  fault?   It  may  lie  with  superintendents 
and  teachers,  or  ministers;  and  to  them  we  would  send  out  the  most 
solemn  admonition.     The  war  may  have  told  upon  them  to  aome  ex- 
tent, at  lca:it  indirectly,  by  its  dissipating  effect  upon  the  miods  of  tk 
people,  and  also  by  taking  away  some  of  our  teachers.     But  upon  tie 
clearest  and  most  convincing  evidence  produced,  the  Committee  have 
come  to  the  conclusion,  that  the  main  cause  is  more  deep-seated,  and  (f 
a  more  general  nature.    The  fault  lies  at  home,  in  the  neglect  of  parents 
to  enforce  punctuality  and  attendance  and  reverential  behavior  on  tlid 
part  of  their  children,  and  thus  uphold  the  work  of  teachers  and 
superintendents     It  is  not  the  orphans  and  the  poor  which  cause  tLe 
Sunday  School  to  suffer  and  languish ;  but  we  are  sorry  to  say,  it  is  the 
children  of  our  own  families,  baptized  in  the  church,  and  supposed  to 
be  the  objects  of  the  prayers  of  pious  parents  and  professed  believers 
in  the  Lord  Jesus.     The  duty  is  plain,  and  cannot  be  contrpverted, 
that  all  owe  the  religious  inbtructiun  of  the  church  to  their  children; 
and  that  unless  they  give  this  basis  to  their  education,  they  may  multi- 
ply instructors  fur  the  accomplishments  of  this  life,  or  the  acquirements 
of  science  und  literature,  but  thcj  fail  in  the  great  end  for  which  God 
has  appointed   them  the  natural  guardians  of  their  children.    Tl^e 
services  of  the  sanctuary  itself  are  deprived  of  much  of  their  efficaeji 
if  this  branch  of  the  activity  of  the  church  suffers.     Bringing  the 
children  to  the  baptismal  font  is  one  thing;  but  the  church  teaches 
plainly,  that  religious  instruction  is  to  follow  as  tlie  blessing  guaran- 
teed in  that  solemn  ordinance  to  the  children  baptized.     Every  house- 
hold is  bound  to  this  duty,  and  all  scriptural  discipline  requires  the 
necessary  authority,  on  the   part   of  parents,  to  ensure  its  blesmng. 
Parents  and  sponsors  should  remember,  that  the  Sunday  School  does 
not  relieve  them  of  this  duty.     The  sanctity  of  the  family  altar,  and  a 
pious  home-education,  form  the  basis  of  all  success ;  and  will  readily 
ensure  attendance  and  due  obedience  at  the  Sunday  School,  and  the 
requisite  preparation  for  its  meeting.     Parents,  themselves,  must  show 
interest  in  it,  and  use  their  authority  in  its  behalf     They  may  pray  for 
their  children,  they  must  do  so;  but  they  must  also  follow  up  their 
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siyen  by  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  devolved  upon  them,  as 
eir  guardians  and  guides. 

3.  In  connection  with  this  subject  of  religious  instruction,  the  com- 
ittee  cannot  forbear  to  add  a  solemn  word  of  warning  to  all  on  the 
%aral  tuhjtct  of  education.  We  are  living  in  times  of  great  danger, 
)t  only  to  the  present,  but  also  to  the  coming,  perhaps  many  coming 
mentions.  Our  young  men  are  killed,  our  fields  devastated,  our 
mesteads  destroyed.  But  beyond  all  this,  the  minds  not  only  of 
InltB,  but  of  the  young  are  dissipated,  distracted;  and  in  no  depart- 
ent  do  the  sad  rayages  of  the  war  show  themselves  so  glaringly,  as  in 
e  department  of  education.  A  blight  seems  to  have  fallen  upon  it. 
St  all,  conversant  with  the  subject,  give  their  testimony ;  and  though 
r  daughters  may  continue  their  studies  in  the  boarding-school  or  day- 
hool :  it  is  but  too  true,  that  nothing  has  suffered  more  from  this  war, 
an  the  education  of  our  boys  and  young  men.  In  the  language  of 
ir  President,  "the  seed-corn  b  being  ground;"  aye,  before  the  seed- 
m  is  ripened,  it  is  checked  in  its  growth,  it  cannot  come  to  maturity; 
id  what  is  our  prospect  for  the  next  generation  ?  Shall  the  church 
sep  silence,  when  on  all  sides  we  see  education  neglected,  discipline 
laxed^and  boyhood  destroyed  by  being  hurried  into  immature  manhood? 
liat  must  be  the  future  of  our  country,  if  si^oh  shall  be  the  facts  actual- 
marking  out  its  course  ?    It  is  the  duty  enjoined  on  us  by  every 

^rldly,  cTCiy  natural  and  national  and  politico-economical  consideration; 
it  more,  infinitely  more  by  eyery  religious  principle,  to  oppose  these 
aorganizing  tendencies  of  the  day,  to  stem  the  tide  of  ignorance  and 
irbarism  and  Yice^  which  is  threatening  to  flow  in  upon  us  in  the  wake 
-  this  war.  The  field  of  the  church  is  in  the  hearts  of  the  yourg. 
at  we  vainly  hope  to  cultivate  those  hearts  for  God,  if  we  neglect  the 
(latiye  duties  enjobed  on  us  by  nature  and  by  His  word.  The  only 
feguard  of  a  country,  the  only  security  of  a  family,  the  only  hope 
mmanly  speaking)  of  the  individual  lies  in  the  use  of  the  ordinary 
eanfl  entrusted  to  our  care ;  and  from  the  days  of  Abraham  to  the 
resenti  from  the  law  of  Moses  to  the  legislation  of  our  times,  the  edu- 
ktion  of  the  young  has  been  the  bulwark  and  the  hope  of  every  godly, 
reiy  goodly  commonwealth. 

4.  Miuions, — ^In  the  providence  of  God  we  are  all  but  excluded  from 
le  intercourse  with  our  missionaries  abroad,  and  in  various  ways  limit. 
I  in  the  privilege  of  contributing  to  their  support.  But  the  mis- 
onavy  spirit  must  not  suffer.  The  very  fact,  that  we  can  do  so  little 
r  foreign  missions — that  object  so  dear  to  the  heart  of  the  true  chris- 
in — should  sdmulate  our  efforts  in  the  fields  lefl  open  to  us.  We 
Aok  Ood|  that  our  missionary  committee  have  had  the  means  to  meet 
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every  application  for  assistance  made  by  weak  congr^ations.     But 
new  fields  are  opened  and  opening:  among  the  sick  andwonftded; 
among  our  armies  struggling  for  the  defence  and  deliyeranee  of  our 
country  and  shielding  our  very  homes  from  the  inroads  and  the  oatnges 
of  the  invader— exposed  to  dangers  of  every  kind,  the  temptatiooB  of 
the  camp,  the  perils  of  the  battle  field,  away  from  their  homes  and 
friends,  and  every  softening,  every  hallowing  influence;  to  labor  amoirg 
them,  by  the  living  word  of  the  ministry,  by  the  written  word  of  Godi 
by  the  printed  pages  of  our  tracts — what  nobler  field  can  y^  denre? 
and  if  by  God's  mercy  the  door  is  opened  to  ub,  if  officers  and  soldien 
alike  covet  the  bread  of  life  and  welcome  him  that  brings  it :  how  eta 
wc  refuse  ?    God  be  thanked,  the  hearts  of  the  people  seem  alive  to  tbe 
importance  of  this  duty.    Wc  bid  God  speed  to  our  devoted  Bishop 
and  our  trusty  committee,  and  heartily  endorse  the  measures  they  pro- 
pose ;  and  we  appeal  to  the  Diocese  to  aid  them  by  their  prayers  ind 
contribuUons  in  this  all-important  work. 

And  there  is  a  special  missionary  field  besides  this,  whioh  we  caoiwt 
pass  over  in  silence }  one  always  with  us,  always  appealing  to  us ;  the 
work  among  our  colored  population.  It  is  the  peculiar,  trust  committed 
to  the  Southern  church.  For  yeais  we  have  labored,  to  prove  ourselTCS 
the  true — alas!  the  only  true  friend  of  that  race,  which  would  beio 
happy  if  the  wicked  had  lefl  them  to  their  natural  and  normal  position 
in  this  country,  but  who  are  made  so  wretched  by  the  fake  teachiogE 
and  allurements  and  practices  of  our  enemies.  God  forbid,  that  the 
dangers  which  surround  us,  should  make  us  forget  our  duty.  But 
though  all  the  world  should  misunderstand  us  and  do  us  wrong,  we 
stand  between  them  and  extermination,  and  are  the  commissioned  her- 
alds of  the  Gospel  to  their  immortal  souls :  let  us  do  our  dut^,  stand  by 
them  and  labor  for  them !  Let  us  do  right  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord; 
and  in  our  private  intercourse  by  kindness,  forbearance  and  fimineB8| 
in  our  public  relation  by  humane  laws  and  equitable  treatment,  and  the 
repressing  by  everything  which  may  foster  the  spirit  of  worldlineeay  ex« 
travagance,  sin  and  insubordination ;  above  all,  as  the  servants  of  God, 
by  bringing  them  II is  Gospel  and  leading  them  in  the  paths  of  peace 
and  love  and  knowledge  and  righteousness — let  us  prove  our  righty  de- 
fend our  position,  if  need  be  die  in  the  performance  of  our  dn^  to- 
wards those  whom  God  has  so  signally  committed  to  our  care,  whether 
as  individuals  or  as  a  church. 

5.  But  above  all,  let  the  church  in  Virginia  remember,  and  may  the 
same  truth  pass  and  repass  through  the  whole  of  our  dear  and  dearly 
defended  country ;  that  the  great  work  before  us,  before  miniatera  and 
people  is  just  the  individual  work  of  faith  and  love  in  heart  and  lif)!/ 
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flmi  it  is  necesBary  above  all  things  to  caltivate  personal  reUgion.  Na- 
fioM  are  made  up  of  individaals;  aa  citizens  we  owe  to  the  State  onr 
ladiTidual  obedieaoe.  The  Ghorch  is  the  company  of  the  faithful;  to 
inmotie  the  welfare  of  the  Ghnrch  and  hasten  the  coming  of  Christ's 
loBgdcmii  we  most  onrselYes  be  Christians  in  word  and  deed.  After 
d— what  we  want  is  not  so  much  this  or  that  measure  of  worldly  wis- 
dmii  of  statesmanship  and  diplomacy ;  this  or  that  mighty  army,  pow- 
ofbl  equipment  and  prominent  generalship,  this  or  that  great  instm- 
■eotality  in  the  church  on  earth,  sensation  practices  and  popular  meet- 
iig^  We  need  the  personal  holiness  of  individual  Christians;  we 
Bled  Christ  as  the  hope  of  our  souls  and  as  the  pattern  of  our  lives. 

To  oar  ministen,  especially  at  this  crisis,  we  would  say — ^what  is 
laated,  is  not  sermons  on  the  times  and  the  war  and  the  objects  of  our 
eoutr^s  hopes.  We  need  not  preach  to  the  soldiers  about  war  and 
mmp  and  battles ;  they  bear  and  think  enough  of  that  without  our 
help.  What  they  want  and  expect  of  us  as  ministers  of  Christ,  is  just 
flie  glad  tidings  of  salvation,  just  the  eternal  message  of  grace  and  love 
to  perishing  sinners.  We  venture  to  say,  that  no  chaplain  and  no  mis- 
BonaTy  to  the  army  or  to  hospitals,  will  do  their  work  efficiently  and 
ftithfally,  unless  they  speak  as  to  immortal  souls,  standing  face  to  face 
with  God }  unless  they  preach  Christ  and  Him  crucified,  the  power  of 
God  unto  salvation  to  those  who  believe.  This  we  would  lay  as  a  sol- 
emn injunction  upon  all  our  ministers,  but  especially  upon  our  chaplains, 
misBionaries  and  all  who  labor  for  the  army.  In  every  relation  of  life 
it  holds  good,  and  to  every  class  of  men  it  applies,  and  the  blessing  of 
God's  Holy  Spirit  rests  on  us  only  as  we  faithfully  preach  His  word 
and  convey  to  perishing  sinners  the  knowledge  of  the  love  of  God  in 
Chriat  Jesus  our  Lord. 

And  finally,  the  duty  of  the  Church  at  all  times,  and  more  especial- 
ly B0W|  is  that  of  prayer;  prayer  to  Almighty  God  for  His  grace  and 
tte  oatpouring  of  His  spirit  upon  us  and  all  His  people ;  prayer  to  Him, 
without  whom  nothing  is  strong,  nothing  is  holy,  for  grace  to  enable  us 
to  Hve  in  accordance  with  His  will ;  our  rulers  to  be  His  stewards,  our 
inny  to  be  the  soldiers  of  Christy  our  people  to  serve  God  and  work 
lil^teousness. 

Tes,  if  ever  in  our  lives,  this  is  the  time  to  show  ourselves  men, 
druriaii  men,  preaching  the  everlasting  Gospel  of  Christ's  love  in  our 
sermons  and  our  lives ;  showing  the  power  of  God's  Holy  Spirit  and 
As  constraining  love  of  Christ  in  our  every  thought  and  word  and 
deed ;  and  giving  all  we  have,  our  hearts,  souls  and  spirits,  our  bodies, 
steengthy  wealth  and  time  to  Him  who  bought  us  with  His  most  pre- 
1  bloodj  and  consecrating  ourselves  to  Him  in  all  the  relative  duties 
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of  this  life.  TheD^  that  '^Yoioe  of  free  grace"  which  has  rallied  m  'u 
oar  closing  anthem  so  often  around  the  chancel  when  we  met  on  thi 
last  eyening  of  oar  Conyention;  shall  ring  again  k  oar  heartSi  and  riai 
again  from  oar  lips  to  the  God  who  loved  and  redeemed  ns,  in  the  meet 
ings  of  oar  CouncUt,  the  first  of  which  we  have  inaogurated  in  tiu 
prayers  and  services  of  this  season.  May  Grod  g^ve  as  His  blearing  anJ 
speed  our  holy  work  for  Christ's  sake.    Amen.

T  have,  however,  held 
service  and  preached  thereon  alternate  Sundays  during  the  winter  r.nd 

The  congregation  of  soldiers  liavc  been  so  hv^o  that  few  of 
BJ  people  have  been  able  to  attend.  On  the  other  alternato  Sundays

The  undersigned  was  driven  from  his  residence  and  duties  at  the  E 
ooesan  High  School,  in  May  1861,  when  the  enemy  marched  overftw 
Washington  and  took  possession  of  Alexandria.  Since  th^n,  beiq 
homeless,  he  has  been  a  sojourner  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  wber 
he  could  find  a  refuge  for  himself  and  family.  For  more  than  a  yen 
he  has  been  in  Richmond  and  the  neighborhood.  To  this  plaet  h 
came  for  the  purpose  of  seeking  employment  in  one  of  the  paUio  d 
fices,  a  step  which  he  found  necessary,  to  procure  the  means  of  sappot 
until  the  church  may  have  something  more  appropriate  for  him  to  do 
which  of  course,  he  would  greatly  prefer,  if  the  Lord  and  master  of  il 
should  so  ordain. 

From  October  last  he  has  been  engaged  in  preaching  regularly  i 
Ashland,  where  there  is  a  very  interesting  congregation,  formed  clufll 
of  refugees  from  Fredericksburg  and  other  parts  of  the  State.  F( 
some  time  we  had  the  use  of  the  church  building  three  Sundays  in  d 
month,  but  now  can  occupy  it  not  more  than  two,  a  deficiency  in  d 
service  which  can  only  be  supplied  by  some  extra  night  appointme 
during  the  week.  Besides  the  public  services,  a  Sunday-School  is 
successsul  operation,  composed  of  about  fifty  pupils,  and  an  ample  so 
ply  of  teachers,  all  doing  their  work  with  apparent  seal,  and  an  enooi 
aging  promise  of  good. 

Some  short  time  previous  to  the  war,  an  effort  was  made  to  raiaefiio 
for  erecting  a  church  here,  and  it  la  thought  this  very  deiixftbla  obj< 
may  yet  be  aooompliahad. 
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Our  work  thiu  far  has  been  of  the  most  pleasant  and  encouraging 
ehiracter.  The  minds  of  the  people  seem  to  be  prepared  for  the  word 
pmchcd,  by  the  trying  circdmstances  of  the  times ;  and  it  is  believed 
tbt  in  due  season  much  fruit  will  be  gathered  to  the  glory  of  God's 
gnee.

Having  been  prevented  by  sickness,  from  attending  the  last  annual 
aaeting  of  the  Council,  or  of  making  my  report  to  you,  I  would  here 
itite  that  in  the  Fall  of  1861, 1  resigned  the  Norfolk  Female  Institute 
utothe  hands  of  my  brother,  the  Rev.  L.  L.  Smith,  tfnd  went  to  Nash- 
^,  Tenn.,  to  take  charge  of  Christ  Church,  in  that  city.  The  un- 
kppy  fall  of  that  city  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy,  near  the  close  of 
Fdiruary  1862,  made  it  expedient  for  me  to  return  to  Virginia. 

In  the  month  of  July  last,  I  accepted  tlie  appointment  of  chaplain 
of  the  11th  Regiment  N.C.T.,  which  I  had  previously  declined, 
ttnngh  fear  that  my  health  would  suffer  from  the  exposure  incident  to 
nmp  life,  r  am  happy  to  say,  however,  that  I  have  never  enjoyed  bet- 
ter health  than  during  the  past^ten  months. 

While  stationed  at  Wilmington  during  the  past  summer  and  fall,  I 
Ud  serrices  in  camp  regularly  every  Sunday  morning,  and  every  eve- 
Bbg  during  the  week.  These  services  were  well  attended  by  the  sol- 
dien,  and  I  trust,  were  not  without  profit.  During  the  winter,  the  evo- 
liog  services  were  necessarily  suspended.  Since  the  return  of  warm 
Teather,  they  have  been  resumed. 

I  have  distributed  many  thousands  of  pages  of  tracts  among  the 
■oldierB,  which  are  always  gratefully  received  by  them.     And  I  would 
Mj  that  I  have  distributed  no  tracts  which  are  more  popular  among  the 
MddierSi  than  those  issued  by  our  own  society  in  Richmond.

ter, 12th  to  17th  verses  inclusive. 

After  divine  service  the  Council  met  in  the  Lecture  Room, 
*nd  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishpp,  Rt.Re7.  John  Johns,  D.  D.

The  Bishop  then  read  his  annual  report  as  follows : 

BISHOP  JOUN'S  REPORT. 

Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity, — In  complying  wilh  the  OADon  which 
directs  that  **  at  every  annual  Diocesiin  Council  the  Biahop  shall  deliver 
an  nd<Jre&8,  statini;  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese  since  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Council,"  I  cannot  refrain  from  prefacing;  the  report  with  a  grateful  ac- 
knowledgment of  the  goodness  of  God  extended  to  us  daring  the  past  year. 
Not  only  has  He,  in  many  instances,  signally  interposed  to  preserve  us 
from  the  persisting  violence  of  our  enemies,  uut  He  has  compaseed  us  about 
ii>'ith  manifold  and  great  mercief« — sustaining  us  in  the  discharge  of  oar 
several  duties,  and  accompanying  their  performance  with  his  grace  and 
benetliction.  Though  He  has  n«)t  yet  caused  war  to  cease,  He  has  PO 
htren;;thened  us  for  the  otherwise  unequal  conflict  and  crowned  as  with 
«uch  .-u:ce8s  as  to  inspire  us  with  ^^ood  hope  that  He  designs  our  ohoatlBe- 
meats  to  prepare  us  to  appreoiate  and  improve  the  blessing  wb&oh  He  pur- 


poses  to  bestow  in  the  establifibment  of  our  complete  and  lasting  oationul 
independence. 

"With  this  due  recognition  of  the  Divine  favcr,  I  proceed  to  the  state- 
ments speciallj  contemplated  by  the  canon. 

May  21. — At  an  early  service  in  St.  Paul's,  Richmond,  I  addressed  the 
oongregation  and  confirmed  14. 

May  22. — In  St.  James',  llichmond,  I  admitted  the  Rev.  Jnmes  G ram- 
mer and  the  Rev.  Chnrles  P.  Rodifer  to  priests*  orders.  Address  by  the 
Rev.  C.  Walker,  D.  D.  The  candidates  were  i.rescnted  by  the  Rev.  T.  G. 
Dashiell. 

May  24. — I  preached  in  St.  John's,  Richmond,  and  confirmod  12. 

May  31. — i  preached  in  Immanuel,  Henrico,  and  confirmed  S. 

June  3. — \  visited  the  army  on  the  Rappahannock  to  make  such  arrange- 
ments as  might  be  found  expedient  to  enable  ray  brethron  (»f  the  clergy  to 
render  most  effectively  puch  Missionary  services,  as  were  c  >nieniplatrd  by 
the  resolution  of  the  last  Council.  When  I  arrived  the  several  di\i?<ion8 
Had  received  marching  orders,  and  before  many  hvjurs  ba-l  claused,  all,  with 
^He  exception  of  those  brought  up  in  front  of  Fredericksburg,  to  resist  a 
demonstration  of  the  enemy  nt  that  point,  had  moveJ  for  active  service 
elsewhere. 

My  own  observation,  and  con  Terence  with  those  most  cumpetout  to  furnish 
information  satisfied  me,  that  even  when  the  army  is  cttationary,  it  would 
Dot  be  wise  to  mako  formal  appointments  in  advance  for  those  who  ton- 
^ered'their  services  under  the  resolution  of  the  last  Council— ntr  is  this 
S&ecessary.  Ample  opportunity  for  ufHciating  on  any  day,  as  often  as  one's 
physical  strength  would  permit,  is  readily  afforded  by  tho^c  in  authority, 
^nd  at  any  time  when  not  on  duty,  the  officers  and  soldiers  are  pleased  to 
assemble  at  the  church  call  and  either  in  some  chapel,  or  under  some  ex- 
tensive arbor,  or  in  some  grove  selected  fk>r  the  purpose,  form  a  congrega- 
tioOy  which  in  number,  attention  and  reverence,  cannot  fail  to  stir  up  all 
that  is  within  a  minister,  to  gr^^ater  effort  for  their  spiritual  benefit  and  the 
Master's  glory.  So  I  have  communicated  with  my  brethren,  assuring  them 
ef  my  readiness  to  facilitate  their  entrance  upon  this  inviting  field  of  use- 
Talness,  and  thas  have  endeavored  to  discharge  the  responsibility  devolved 
upon  me  by  the  action  of  the  Council. 

For  the  information  of  the  Diocese,  and  for  in^ruction  and  encourage- 
ment in  reference  to  continued  and  increasing  efforts  ijn  behalf  of  tho^c 
devoted  men,  who  are  nobly  enduring  hardship,  and  periling  life  itself  in 
our  protection,  I  have  requested  those  of  the  clergy  who  have  had  it  in 
ifceir  power  to  participate  in  these  Missionary  services,  to  state  it  in  con- 
aeotion  with  their  parochial  reports.  For  one  and  all,  who  were  thus  privi- 
l^sd,  I  hssard  notfiing  in  testifying,  that  their  only  regret  was,  that  they 
^^eonld  not  labor  longer  where  their  ministrations  were  so  gratefully  re- 
Mived,  and  in  many  instances  manifestly  owned  and  blessed  of  God. 

Jane  3, — On  my  arrival  at  Hamilton's  Crossing  I  was  met  by  the  Rev, 
J'McGin,  Chaplain  in  the  52d  Yirginia  Regiment,  who  informed  me  that  in 
the  Rockbridge  Artillery  company,  then  encamped  in  the  vicinity,  but 
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ander  orders  to  march  in  a  few  hoars,  there  were  several  persons  anxious 
to  receive  confirmation.  The  neces»arj  arrangements  were  soon  made,  and 
at  5  P.  M..  in  front  of  the  residence  of  Mr.  Marye,  I  preached  to  the  mem- 
bers  of  that  brave  band,  baptized  one,  and  confirmed  six  of  their  number. 
Before  the  next  dawn  their  tents  had  di^oppeared,  and  they  were  moying  to 
share  in  the  terrible  ronfiict^  of  the  campaign. 

During  the  interval  between  mj  arrival  and  this  service,  I  passed  acme 
time  tit  Headquarters  in  communication  with  the  honored  and  beloved 
Commander  of  the  Army  of  Northern  Virginia,  in  reference  to  its  religi- 
ous improvement,  to  wliich  his  example  and  counsel  happily  contribate. 
If,  in  the  lire  and  iisfiuenoo  of  this  Christian  General,  and  other  eminent 
uflScer^,  his  worthy  osiu^ciates  in  our  eventful  straggle  for  civil  and  religi- 
ous liberty,  we  do  not  gratefully  recognize  a  most  significant  encoarage- 
ment  to  hope  f  >r  a  successful  issue,  we  would  be  justly  liable  to  the  charge 
of  slowne}«s  to  perceive  the  tokens  for  good  which  have  been  vouchsafed  to 
us,  and  eriminiilly  delinquent  in  the  gratitude  which  they  should  awaken. 

June  4. — In  company  with  Gen.  Pendleton,  I  rode  ont  to  the  Headquarters 
of  Gen.  Ewell,  recently  appointed  U)  the  command  vacated  by  the  death  of 
the  lamented  Gen.  Jackson.  The  interview  assured  me  the  more,  that  the 
good  Providence  and  grace  of  God  had  prepared  tho  way  most  invitingly 
for  the  extension  of  the  Gospel  in  tlie  army.  On  the  same  day,  at  5  P.  31., 
I  preached  to  tho  52d  Virginia  Kegiment,  under  an  arbor,  which,  though 
very  extensive,  did  not  cover  the  congregati<»n.  The  Rev.  Mr.  McGill,  the 
Chaplain  of  this  Regiment,  reported  a  goodly  number  of  the  men  fis  earn- 
estly enquiring  "  what  they  must  do  to  be  saved."  Whilst  we  were  en- 
gaged in  the  services,  a  courier  arrived  with  orders  to  march  at  midnight. 

June  5.— At  5  P.  M.  I  preached  Ticar  Grace  church,  Caroline  county,  to 
the  division  under  command  of  Gen.  Ileth.    As  our  own  church  was  too 
small,  the  appcintmcnt  for  our  service  was  made  iu  a  large  Baptist  church 
near  by,  but  on  arriving,  it  was  found  to  be  full,  and  more  out  than  in^de. 
It  was  deemed  best  to  utllciato  in  the  open  air.    Taking  my  stand  at  the 
rear  of  the  building,  with  the  men  seated  on  the  grass,  and  many  on  the 
limbs  of  the  surrounding  trees,  I  ministered  to  as  attentive  and  serious 
congregation  as  I  ever  addres8ed.     The  chaplain  informed  me  that  here 
aleo,  many  were  deeply  interested  on  the  siuhject  of  religion.    I  had  to* 
nounced  another  appointment  to  preach  fur  them  at  5  P.  M.  the  next  day, 
but  again  whilst  I  was  preaching  a  courier  came  with  the  intelligence  that 
the  enemy  had  opened  upon  our  troops  at  Fredericksburg,  and  were  orow 
ing  in  force  below  the  town.     Gen.  IIcth*s  command  was  ordered  vp- 
They  marched  during  the  night  and  the  next  day,  when  the  hour  for  my  a'p- 
pomtment  arrived  there  was  not  even  a  &tra<rg1er  to  be  found  in  the  viciift^* 
ty.    It  was  an  anxious  day.    The  occasional  booming  of  the  guns  from  tk»^^ 
heights  beyond  the  Rappahannock,  the  discharge  of  musketry  between  tl:9^ 
skirmishers  on  this  side,  and  the  roll  of  their  drums,  authorised  the  aati^^ 
pation  of  early  attack.    The  next  morning,  accompanied  by  the  Rey. ) 
Friend,  I  rode  up  to  Hamilton's  Crossing,  to  see  if  there  would  be  an  ojf 
portunity  for  a  puUio  service,  and  if  not,  to  be  at  hand  to  oOoiato  amon  - 
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the  wounded,  should  a  battle  ensue.  We  found  the  troops  which  had  heen 
brought  up,  in  battle  array,  not  knowing  at  what  moment  the  enemy  might 
attempt  to  advance.  All  hope  of  public  service  was  abandoned — very 
won,  however,  we  were  called  on  by  Cul.  Leaventhorpe,  who  commanded  a 
North  Carolina  regiment,  and  who  came  tQ  ^tkj  that  he  understood  I  was 
willing  to  officiate,  nnd  that,  though  his  ofiicers  and  men  had  been  on  tho 
march  during  the  night,  they  would  be  thankful  if  we  would  conduct  ser- 
^ce  for  them.  I  left  him  to  arrango  time  and  place,  and  in  half  an  hour 
he  returned  to  accompany  us  to  an  orchard  in  the  rear  of  the  trencher, 
where  his  regiment  were  assembled  to  unite  in  prayer  and  praise  and  hear 
the  word  of  God.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Friend  read  the  morning  service,  and  I 
addre.ssed  the  congregation.  Our  appropriate  Pctalins  and  hymns  were  ac- 
eompanied^by  the  music  of  a  part  oif  the  regimental  band,  which  had  bee^ 
accustomed  to  render  such  assistance  by  the  Rev.  Aristidos  Smith,  their 
chaplain,  who  was  detained  in  Petersburg  by  sickness.  We  had  scarcely 
closed  the  solemn  exercises  when  a  deputation  come  to  ask  for  a  service  in 
the  afternoon.  Neither  the  fatiguing;  march  of  the  preceding  night,  nor 
Lhe  vicinity  of  a  formidable  foe,  abated  their  interest  in  the  divinely  ap- 
pointed means  of  grace,  nor  detained  them  from  their  administration.  We 
oiay  learn  and  profit  by  this  wholesome  example.  That  same  regiment  was 
in  the  hottest  of  the  fight  at  Gettysburg,  and  proved  as  fearless  in  the  ser- 
vice of  their  country — as  they  were  ready  and  respectful  in  the  worship  cf 
God. 

June  14. — I  preached  in  the  morning  in  Grace  church,  Kichmond,  a^i 
confirmed  five.  At  night  I  preached  at  Sc  James*,  Ilichuiond,  and  con-, 
firmed  nine.

This  is  but 
one  of  several  Pimilnr  houses  of  worship  erectci  by  tho  proprietors  oflargc 
estates  on  the  line  of  James  river,  for  t!io  religious  improvement  of  their 
terrants,  and  where  on  my  vinitations  1  have  bad  the  privilege  of  miuistur- 
iitg  to  them  in  the  Gospel.  It  is  sad  t)  have  to  record  that  at  Lower  Bm- 
don,  where  their  temporal  comforts  and  spiritual  interests  were  cared  for 
with  generous  Christian  solicitude,  a  recent  raiding  party  of  the  enemy 
•pared  neither  their  little  property  nor  their  persons.  Those  who  could  net 
uve  themselves  by  flight  or  concealment,  were  hurried  off  to  find  by  bitter 
f  xperience  that  the  tender  mercies  of  their  professed  libvatora  are  cruel,  and 
that*  the  promised  freedom  is  but  squalid  poverty,  loathseme  diaeaee,  and 
premature  death.    Tho  unpretending  chapel  is  left  desolate,  without  a  wor* 
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shipper.     Those  with  whose  prAiso  to  God  it  has  offcen  resounded,  musb.,  / 
fenr.  rcficrve  their  next  faymn^f  joj  for  the  "house  not  made  with  haod^ 
eternal  in  tlie  heaven:'/'

who  roided  in  Grcenbvilie,  Teoric^'>eo,  but  officiated  also  at  Goodson  and 
Abin;;don,  was,  as  is  reported,  obliged  to  leave  "  because  he  would  not  pray 
for  the  President  of  the  United  States."  Where  he  is,  and  the  circumstan- 
ces c<«nnected  with  his  removal,;!  am  unable  to  Ftate.  I  am  however  happy 
to  say,  tliat  by  the  aid  if  our  Missionary  Society,  I  have  sent  the  Rev.  3Ir.

I  will  only  state  that  every 
facility  of  access  and  ministration  was  afforded  by  our  authorities,  and  that, 
f  all  prisons  had  been  as  humanely  managed,  neither  government  would 
lave  just  cause  of  complaint.

Tho  whule  congregation  was  melted  in  grateful  sympathy,  and 
Dsany  hearts  united  fervently  in  the  prayer— *' defend  Lord,  these  on r  brare 
dafenders,  with  thy  heavenly  grace,  that  they  may.continne  Thine  forever, 
and  daily  increase  in  Thy  Iloly  Spirit  more  and  more,  until  they  come  unto 
Thine  everlasting  Kingdom.    Amen." 

On  the  next  evening,  (March  15,)  at  Ilanovcr  Junction,  in  the  epaoiovs 
ehapely  which  the  soldiers  of  the  Maryland  Regiment  had  boilt  and  orna- 
mented with  their  own  hands,  a  scene  of  similar  interest  occarred.  Al- 
ttoagh  the  night  was  very  inclement,  the  house  was  completely  filled.  By 
the  aid  of  the  camp  and  navy  Prayer  Book,  recently  published  by  the  Ezc* 
entive  Committee  of  our  Diocesan  Missionary  Society,  the  entire  evening 
service  was  conducted,  with  good  responses,  and  the  anthems  chanted  by 
thttr  own  choir.  The  words  were  rendered  vocal  by  their  manly  voices, 
imI  the  camp  resounded  not  with  profane  song,  bnt  with  hymns  of  praise 
la  tlM  Great  Captain  of  our  Salvation.  I  preaohed  there  to  Bona,  to  whoae 
^arenta  I  had  ministered  in  former  years  in  another  Diocese,  and  confirmed 
d;  aome  of  then  of  families  conneoted  with  the  two  only  congregations 
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with  which  I  hare  been  paroohiallj  usodated,  end  the  memory  of  whom  ie 
dear  to  me,  and  will  be  till  death.

Other  tHuishes  on-  the  borders  of  the  Diocese  I  had  made 
to  visit,  but  have  been  dissuaded  by  communications  from  jndidoos 
dents,  who  were  decidedly  of  the  opinion  that  under  existing  ciroumstaaoes 
Ibe  attempt  would  be  inexpedient  It  may  be  proper  in  this  eonneetion  to 
introdnoe  a  letter  received  by  flag  of  trace  a  few  weeks  sinoe  from  a  der- 
fyman  officiating  in  one  of  our  congregations  within  the  line  of  the  enemy. 
It  will  explain  itself,  and  my  reply  contains  the  only  answer  which  I  felt 
at  liberty  to  retom.

JUv.  and  Dear  Brother—YovLT  letter  by  flag  of  trace  has  just  reached  mt, 
«Bd  I  hasten  to  assure  you  that  I  fully  reciprocate  the  kindness  which  It 
eipresses,  and  that  I  retain  an  unabated  interest  for  the  good  people  of  yoar 
eharge.  It  is  truly  gratifying  to  know  that  the  unhappy  disturbances  of 
the  times  have  left  unimpairecl  our  higher  relations  and  the  Christian  feeling 
which  they  Involve.  It  is  now  nearly  three  years  since  I  visited  Wheeling. 
It  may  be  long  before  the  country  will  be  sufficiently  settled  to  enable  rae 
to  officiate  there  again.  Whilst  I  trust  I  shall  ever  be  unwilling  to  obtrude 
■lysalf  where  I  have  no  right  to  appear,  or  where  my  services  are  not  de- 
nrad,  I  am  ready  to  discharge  my  duty  as  far  as  possible  to  the  whole  DIo- 
«ese.  If  therefore  those  who  have  the  power  with  you,  will,  on  my  parole 
of  honor,  furnish  me  a  safe  conduct,  you  will  soon  receive  such  official  ser- 
▼ices  as  you  may  require.  I  say  this  on  the  presumption,  that  those  in  a«- 
tiwrlty  here  will  not  object  to  the  arrangement,  and  with  the  distinct  under- 
standing, that  whilst  its  conditions  will  be  sacredly  observed  by  me,  they 
an  not  to  conflict  with  my  obligations  to  the  government  under  which  I  live. 

I  make  this  overture  in  good  faith,  and  leave  the  result  to  Ilis  disposali 
who  orders  all  things  well.  If  it  is  regarded  favorably,  you  will,  of  course* 
apprise  me.  If  otherwise,  I  shall  at  least  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing 
that  it  is  from  no  remissness  on  my  part  that  a  portion  of  my  cure  is  de- 
prived of  Episcopal  services.

I  know  that  the  answer  reached  its  destination,  and  was  well  received 
hf  aiy  correspondent  and  others.  It  has,  however^  so  far  as  I  am  informed, 
lad  to  no  further  action  on  their  part  We  must  wait  patiently  and  hopo- 
ftillj  till  the  good  Providence  of  God  opens  the  way  for  the  renewal  of  aof- 
vlees,  which  I  am  ready  to  render. 

During  the  past  year  one  of  our  clerical  brethren  has  been  removed  by 
death.  The  Rev.  M.  H.  Galusha,  of  Meherrin  parish,  Greenville,  finished  hia 
brief  ministry  on  earth,  and  has  entered  into  his  rest  We  knew  him  flnt 
M  a  teacher  at  th^  High  School,  where  he  endeared  himself  to  bis  ool- 
leagnea,  and  secured  the  respect  and  affection  of  his  pupils,  over  whom  be 
eierted  a  happy,  religious  influence.  As  a  parish  minister  he  was  seriooiy 
frmioetnnd  diligent— exhibiting  daring  hia  short  course,  capabilidea  whieh 
fivd  i^miae  of  valuable  service.    He  wi^s,  however^  aoon  embarraMed  i» 
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his  work  by  the  development  of  the  disease  which  proved  fittal,  yet  not 
before  souIh  were  giveu  him  as  seald  of  his  ministry,  and  the  hearts  of  h'm 
people  turned  to  him  in  confidence  and  love. 

To  two  of  our  cler;;y,  the  Rev.  U.  A.  Cattleman  and  the  Rct.  Edmund 
WitherH,  I  gave  letters  dismiHsory  to  the  Diocene  of  North  Carolina,  and 
have  received  notificiition  of  their  accoptanoe.  To  the  Rev.  James  R  Ilub- 
ard,  Deacon,  I  gave  a  letter  di^misi'ory  without  address,  and  one  of  the 
same  character  to  Juliau  Ingle,  a  candidate  for  orders. 

The  accesiiions  to  the  clor^ry  have  lieen,  by  ordination,  the  Rev.  J<ihn  M. 
Burke,  who  is  assisting  the  Rev.  John  T.  Clark  in  ilaiifax,  and  the  Rwr, 
Edward  II.  Ingle,  Missionary  at  Abingdon  and  G«iudson* 

The  Rev.  James  A.  Mitchell  officiating  at  Charlotte  C.  11.  The  R«r. 
Randolph  II.  McKim  and  the  Rev.  Wm.  II.  Gardiner;  both  about  to  be  eoi- 
ployed  as  chaplains  in  the  army. 

By  letter  dismissory,  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Averett,  from  the  Diooese  of 
Alabama. 

On  their  written  statement  of  the  caunes  preventing  them  from  obtbining 
letters  dinmissory,  the  Rev.  Horace  Stringfellow,  jr.,  officiating  in  Peiera* 
hnrg,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Earnest  officiating  at  Big  Lick,  have  been  received 
into  canonical  connection  with  this  Diooebo. 

The  following  Deacons  have  notified  me  of  their  intention  to  proceed  to 
Priests'  orders  :  The  Rev.  J.  C.  Averctt,  Rev.  S.  M.  Bird,  Rev.  Wm.  H. 
Meade,  Rev.  Philip  D.  Thompson,  Rev.  R.  M.  Baker.  The  candidates  for 
Deacon's  orders  are,  J.  B.  Da  vies,  jr.,  N.  II.  Lewis,  G.  W.  Petcrkin,  Horace 
E.  llayden,  Jas.  £.  llummoud, —  Steptue,  Giles  P.  Cooke,  and  Geo.  Small,  jr. 

I  have  reccivc'l  from  the  vestry  of  St.  John's,  Richmond,  the  canonical 
notice  of  the  election  of  Rev.  Wm.  Norwood,  D.  D.,  as  Rector,  and  aUo 
from  the  vestry  of  St.  Andrew's  parish,  Brunswick,  of  the  election  of  Rot* 
James  U.  Morrison,  D.  D.,  as  their  Rector,  to  which  parish  he  has  removed 
from  Cumherland  parish,  Lunenburg,  which  latter  parish  has  been  sap- 
plied  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  J.  Ilansborough.  From  the  vencry  of 
Grace  church,  Lexington,  of  the  election  of  the  Rev.  C.  H.  Norton  as  die 
Rector.  The  Rev.  L.  B.  Wharton  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  Roanoke 
church,  Charlotte  county,  and  accepted  a  chaplaincy  in  the  Confederate 
service.  The  Rev.  S.  M.  Bird  has  removed  from  the  parish  in  Dinwiddie» 
and  is  offioiating  in  the  churches  in  Greensville.  The  Rev.  T.  P.  Maarj 
has  been  elected  Rector  of  the  church  in  Winchester.  The  Rev.  T.  Dan- 
can  it  officiating  as  Missionary  to  the  Army  in  connection  with  the  Maty- 
land  line. 

Other  changes  may  have  occurred,  which,  not  having  been  dnly  eomma- 
nicated,  cannot  properly  be  included  in  this  report.  Some  of  the  ntoal 
forms  of  religious  activity  and  usefulness,  have,  as  you  are  aware,  been  em- 
barrassed by  the  disturbances  of  the  country.  The  closing  of  the  porta  of 
the  Confederate  States  deprive  us  of  the  privilege  of  participating  in  the 
sopport  of  those  Foreign  Missions,  in  the  establishment  of  which  our  gfiodi 
people  gladly  aided,  both  by  furnishing  laboren,  and  by  ooDtribatin|g  the 
meana  for  their  maintenance.    For  the  present  we  oan  only  gire  onrsebres 
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to  more  earneBt  prayer,  "  that  we  ln^e  not  tho<o  things  which  we  have 
wrought,"  and  that  a  great  and  rflectual  door  niny  he  early  opcDod  to  us, 
jEbr  reoewing  our  efforts  iu  tho  holy  enterpriiie  of  preaching  the  GoFpel  to 
erery  creature.  We  may  tlm«  pr«Herve  and  invi»r.,ruie  tho  true  spirit  of 
erangelizatioD,  and  be  the  better  prepared  for  productive  service,  when  it  is 
the  will  of  the  Great  Head  of  i\w  Church  that  we  be  again  thus  eniployed, 
tTbanka  be  to  God,  the  dome.'^tio  field  is  upon  tu  us,  and  within  our  own 
Diocesan  limitH,  affords  aniplo  si^ipe  for  all  our  Christian  cner^^ios,  and 
Bost  worthy  occasion  for  every  rxpcnditurc  which  our  means  will  allow. 
By  position  and  by  the  appoiiitmont  f)f  ProvidiMice,  the  breast-work  cjf  tho 
Confederacy  is  on  the  soil  of  Virginia.  Here  the  ^reat  army  for  our  de- 
loDoe  is  stationed — its  varii>us  cncumpmentH  are  thronged  by  the  patriot 
AOns  of  sister  Stales  cheerfulh  ft. during  the  liaidhlilps,  inseparable  from 
their  service,  and  ready  fur  any  farther  sacrifice  which  their  country  needf. 
Ood  has  favored  them  with  eni'ouraiging  successi— blessed  them  with  an  ex* 
iraordinary  desire  for. the  knowledge  and  ministrations  of  the  Gospel,  be- 
jond  what  the  chaplains  in  comuiirision  can  supply.  This  extensive  field 
MX  our  very  doors,  is  white  for  the  harveiit,  and  the  laborers  comparatively 
how  few.  Every  pious  heart  I  urn  persuaded  must  swell  with  soHcitu'lo  to 
ahare  in  the  honor  of  gatliering  in  itH  yield  into  the  garners  of  the  L>rd. 
The  resolution  of  the  preceding  Council  strongly  expressed  this  desiio.  and 
the  parochial  reports  will,  I  truht.  show  that  your  wish  has  in  some  mpasare 
been  gratified,  and  give  promite  (f  continuance  and  increase  in  those  labors 
of  love. 

I  take  pleasure  in  attending  t;>  tlie  good  service  rendered  by  tho  Mis. 
tionary  Society  of  tho  Diocese,  not  only  through  the  agency  of  Fuch  mis. 
•ionaries  to  the  camps  and  h>^i  italsi  us  its  funds  would  allow,  but  aNo  by 
ihe  circulation  of  its  book.?  and  tracts,  nnd  more  especially  by  preparing 
•nd  publishing  a  verv  large  edition  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Prayer  D.»ok, 
ill  form  and  size  suited  to  the  use  of  those  for  whom  it  is  specially  de>igued, 
•■paUe  of  being  carried  in  the  side  pocket  of  the  soldier  without  encum* 
hraoee,  and  constituting  his  valuable  vade  tnectim  on  every  march.  Bat 
inr  the  particulars  of  this,  and  other  encouraging  action  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  I  refer  you  to  their  report,  which  will  be  presented  to  the 
<9Da&eil.  I  must,  however,  again  roramend  this  society  to  your  liberal  pa- 
tronage and  prayers — not  only  for  the  good  it  is  now  aeoomplishing,  bat 
alio  beoause  it  promises  an  expansion  and  efficiency  which  would  render  it 
an  tminent  blessing  to  the  Diocese  and  to  the  Church  in  the  Confederate 
SUtes. 

Oa?  esteemed  Professor  of  Theology  has  not  intermitted  his  important 
aarrioes.  Residing  in  Staunt^>n,  he  has  gathered  around  him  the  few  sta- 
dants  not  embraced  by  the  con«cription  act,  and  instructed  them,  not  only  in 
ihe  branches  pertaining  to  his  own  department,  but  in  those  also  which  be- 
long to  the  vacant  chair,  and  to  the  other,  the  worthy  incumbent  of  whioU 
has  been  providentially  detaine  1  from  his  duties.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Sparrow 
ia  thus  performing  the  work  of  three  Professors,  and  is  entitled  to  oar 
giatefal  reeogaition  of  these  Toluntary  and  laborioaa  services. 
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Our  Education  Society,  though  limited  in  the  number  of  its  bcncfloift' 
ries,  has  had  large  demands  on  its  funds,  occasioned  by  the  extracirdinuy 
Expenses  of  boarding.    I  hope  this  will  not  be  OTerlookod  in  the  distribB'^ 
iion  of  our  Diocesan  resources. 

In  closing  this  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese,  since  the  meeting  of 
the  last  Council,  it  behooves  me  to  remark,  what  the  report  itself  disclose— 
that  though  wo  arc  under  discipline,  our  God  has  not  forsaken  ns.  Bm 
chastisements  have  been  mingled  with  many  mercies,  both  temporal  and 
spiritual.  Whilst  he  has  marvellously  restrained  the  raging  violence  of  our 
enemies,  who  proclaim  their  purpose  of  exterminating  our  people,  and  po8- 
eessing  themselves  of  our  country,  lie  has  graciously  visited  our  parishes 
with  Ilis  salvation,  and  our  camps  with  the  regenerating  influences  of  His 
Gospel,  "  and  I  therein  do  rejoice,  yea  and  will  rejoice."  But  let  us  not  so 
be  engrossed  by  the  occompanying  mercies,  as  to  fail  to  "  hoar  the  rod  and 
who  hath  appointed  it.''  And  let  not  the  injustice  and  inhumanity  of  our 
foes  lead  us  to  indulge  the  malevolence  and  execration  and  revenue  to 
which  such  deeds  so  powerfully  excite.  Rather  let  us  remember  how  it  is 
written  "  vengeance  is  mine — I  will  repay  saith  the  Lord."  Let  us  not  be 
overcome  of  evil,  but  overcome  evil  with  good,  and  Qod  will  invigorate  and 
guide  us  in  the  conflict,  and  give  us  victory  with  Ilis  blessing.

The  number  of  confirmations  as  compared  with  those  of  last  year, 
showing  a  large  increase,  aff  rds  reat^on  for  gratitude  to  God  that  hi^  grace 
liaa  abounded  in  the  midst  of  the  sore  trials  with  which  our  people  have 
been  afflicted.

STATE   OF  THE   CHURCH. 


It  18  simply  imposuble,  at  this  crisis,  to  furniah  aa'aocarate  atatemeDt  ol 
the  condidon  of  the  church  in  Virginia. 

So  large  a  part  of  the  Diocese  is  over-rnn  by  the  enemy,  tiiat  moit  ol 
our  parishes  have  sent  in  no  reports  ;  and  many  of  oar  beloved  brethren, 
who  were  accustomed  to  meet  with  ns,  are  necessarily  absent — some  of 
them,  we  fear,  detained  by  force.  Still  we  are  encouraged  by  all  the  i» 
formation  we  can  obtain. 

Our  trayelling  facilities  being  just  now  greatly  interrupted,  the  larger 
part  of  the  contiDp:ent  fund  has  not  yet  been  sent  in ;  though,  we  doabt 
not,  it  will  reach  the  Treasurer's  hands  in  due  time. 

On  tho  other  hand,  the  receipts  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society  have 
been  larger  than  during;  any  preceding  year  of  its  existence.  This  circom- 
stance,  we  hail  with  gratification,  as  indicating  a  growing  liberality  in  a 
season  of  great  trial. 

Though  the  Bishop's  yisitations  have  been  much  restricted  by  the  impoe- 
sibility  of  reaching  many  portions  of  the  Diocese,  we  thankfully  notice  ea 
increase  in  the  number  of  confirmations.  The  number  of  communieanis  we 
cannot  state,  as  only  twenty-seven  parishes  have,  thus  far,  sent  in  their 
annual  reports. 

Even  had  we  reports  from  all  our  parishes,  a  view  of  the  state  of  the 
churoh,  at  this  time,  would  necessarily  involve  some  distinct  reference  to 
the  condition  of  our  army.  In  that  army  many  members  of  our  oommunioa 
hold  distinguished  positions,  and  show,  by  the  open  profession  of  their 
faith,  that  they  are  not  ashamed  of  Christ.  When  we  contemplate  the  re 
ligious  influence  so  widely  prevalent  among  our  troops,  we  thank  Qod  and 
take  courage.  While  wo  know  that  much  evil  has  been  developed  by  ths 
exibting  war,  yet  so  many  of  our  soldiers  and  chief  officers  are  consistent 
Christians,  that,  on  the  whole,  we  believe  the  name  of  Christ  is  now  more 
widely  honored  than  in  oar  former  times  of  peace.    The  triale  of  war  have 
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to  feel  their  dependence  on  Divine  aid,  and  the  tented  field  has 
srally  become  a  house  of  prayer.

In  addition  to  the  oommunioantfl  reported  aboTO,  it  it  proper  to  remark, 
that  a  number  of  colored  commanicante  are  connected  with  the  parish,  for 
irhom,  until  recently,  no  services  had  been  held  for  a  long  period ;  the 
commanity  having  deemed  snch  services  inexpedient  daring  the  present 
■itaation  of  affairs.  The  rector  has  ventured,  however,  to  resume  them  at 
intervals,  and  has  once  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  after  a  very 
long  intermission  of  this  privilege.  Under  these  circumstances  he  cannot 
undertake  to  give  the  present  number  of  colored  communicants. 

In  other  si^eres  of  labor  the  rector  has  found  great  good,  as  he  thinks,  to 
result  from  oatechetical  instruction  of  the  children  "  openly  in  the  church,'' 
aocording  to  the  requirement  of  the  Prayer  Book.  In  a  country  parish  he 
finds  it  dilBcnlt  to  (Utrry  out  this  wholesome  regulation  of  the  church,  piurtly 
oiring  to  the  difljculty  of  parents  getting  their  children  to  church,  and 
partly,  it  is  feared,  from  their  not  setting  a  proper  estimate  on  this  benefi- 
cial arrangement  for  seasoning  the  minds  of  the  young  with  the  principles 
of  piety.  The  great  reliance  of  the  church  under  God,  is,  by  thorough  re- 
ligious training,  to  impress  the  great  truths  and  principles  of  religion  on 
the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  young ;  and  in  this  training,  it  is  deemed  a 
matter  of  the  last  importance  that  they  who  are  appointed  to  watch  for 
souls  as  those  who  must  give  an  account,  should  lead  the  way  in  perform- 
ing their  part  of  the  great  work,  and  in  this  manner  strive  to  impress  on 
parents  and  others  who  have  charge  of  the  young,  the  weighty  responsi- 
inlity  that  rests  upon  them.  By  taking  a  small  portion  of  the  catechism  at 
%  time,  and  commenting  on  it  and  enforcing  it,  it  will  soon  be  seen  to  be 
instinct  with  the  very  life  and  spirit  of  the  Gospel,  instead  of  being  a  petri- 
faction of  theoretical  Christianity,  as  some  suppose.  The  rector,  therefore, 
Slakes  it  his  aim,  whenever  he  thinks  the  children  can  be  got  together,  to 
4evote  a  short  time  before  service  to  the  important  duty  of  their  instracUon 
irom  successive  portions  of  the  Church  Catechism.

;iy6  in  many  respects — the  records  of  the  church  having  been  carried  off 
t>j  the  Yankee  spoilers. 

He  reports  that  since  the  last  Convention  he  has  officiated  among  soldiers 
irfaenever  failing  health  has  permitted  him  to  do  so.  During  the  winter  he 
las  preached  to  portion  of  the  troops  belonging  to  Gen.  Hampton's  divi- 
lion,  which  were  quartered  in  his  parish,  and  he  (rusts,  that  his  minis- 
mtions  have  deepened  the  religions  feeling  which  has  been  so  marked  in 
sur  army  during  the  winter — many  of  bis  hearers  have  fallen  on  the  battle- 
field, and  he  has  reason  to  thank  God  for  the  privilege  of  preaching  to  them 
the  things  belonging  to  Him  before  they  were  suddenly  called  into  eternity.

In  compliance  with  your  suggestion,  I  append  to  my  parochial  report  a 
brief   summary  of  missionary  seryice  rendered  in  the  army  of  Northern 
Virginia  since  last  Council.    More  pressing  claims  than  usual  for  ministe- 
rial labors  at  home,  in  these  eyeotful  times,  have  made  it  difficult  to  fiod 
opportunity  for  beiog  so  long  absent  with  our  good  brethren  and  friends  in 
^e  army ;  but  I  most  giiidly  improved  the  occasion  of  two  brief  visits  last 
^1*    Being  liberally  furnished  at  our  Episcopal  Depository  in  Richmond 
with  Testaments,  camp  Liturgies,  &c.,  I  went  to  Gordonsville  in  September 
wt    and  spent  nearly  a  week  in  preaching,  visiting  and  distributing  reli- 
irioiia  matter  among  the  troops  of  Cuok's  N.  C  Brigade,  Cabell's  Artillery 
Aftttalion,  and  the  inmates  of  the  Post  Hospitals.    Every  token  of  earnest 
An<l  ^r^taful  interest  among  our  beloved  soldiers  cheered  my  heart  in  thaeo 
^'^^'v*    Night  and  day  in  the  chorohea,  in  the  camps,  in  wooda  and 
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I  foand  solemn  and  crowded  auditories.  The  wbulesome  and  comforttble 
oondition  of  the  large  hotpitals  here,  the  gentle  toothing  Chriatian  infla* 
ence  resulting  from  the  presence  of  Godly  chaplains  and  officials,  wai  a 
enbject  of  the  liyeliest  gratification  to  every  visitor.  Going  thence,  on  the 
28th  September,  to  the  first  lines  of  defence  on  the  Rapidan,  I  found  orges^ 
and  most  inviting  calls  for  the  exercise  of  my  saered  office  and  ministrj  on 
every  hand. 

In  company  with  Rev.  Mr.  Dasbicll,  I  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  preach- 
ing in  the  brigade  of  Gen.  Walker,  Ileth's  division,  where  a  mostsolean 
and  delightful  spirit  of  religious  interest  bad  been  awakened  fur  serenl 
weeks.  Mr.  Dashiell  and  myself,  at  night,  held  service  in  Gen'l  MahoM^i 
brigade,  Anderson's  Division.  In  this  brigade  I  continued  for  nearlj  tvo 
weeks,  preaching,  night  and  day,  as  opportunity  offered,  miting  tmoDg 
those  who  desired  to  ask  instructions  in  private.  It  was  a  aeason  of  pesee 
for  which  I  bless  and  praise  God,  which  I  humbly  hope  may  prove  to  htvi 
been  a  seed  time  for  much  fruit  untojetemal  life. 

I  held  services  occasionally  in  the  1st  Regiment  of  Artilery,  where,  stin 
every  ease,  I  found  a  readiness  and  desire  to  have  the  preaching  of  tin 
gospel  such  as  we  seldom  see  at  home. 

The  sudden,  rapid  advance  of  Hill's  corps  in  the  flanking  movement  made 
towards  Bristow  station,  made  impracticable  any  further  eervieee  at  tbii 
time. 

In  November  last  I  went  to  visit  again  the  brigade  of  Qen'l  Mahonei 
encamped  almost  in  the  same  spot  whence  they  had  advanced  two  monthi 
before.    An  unsettled  feeling  among  the  troops,  who  were  constantly  es.- 
pectiog  marching  orders  in  the  direction  of  Mine  Run  against  Gen,  Meadet 
precluded  many  favorable  opportunities  for  religious  exercises.    But  I  had- 
the  privilege  of  occasionally  preaching  and  of  much  pleasant  intercourse 
with  brethren  beloved  in  the  Lord.    Much,  I  am  persuaded,  can  be  don^ 
to  refresh  the  souls  of  those  beloved  and  devoted  men,  and  also  to  have  ou^ 
own  hearts  quickened  and  our  souls  enlarged  by  thus  going  occasionally 
from  the  routine  of  duty  at  home  and  helping  to  bear  the  Ark  of  God  V^ 
fore  the  hosts  of  those  who  battle  in  our  benalf  for  truth  and  righteonir 
ness.    The  Lord  be  praised  for  what  He  has  wrought  in  our  behalf  thu  ^ 
far,  giving  us  deliverance  from  our  foe ;  and  above  all,  for  vindicating  th  * 
majesty  of  his  name  by  blessing  that  people  who  revere  and  acknowledge 
Him  as  the  Lord  their  God.

For  Parochial  Report, 

After  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  cloned,  the  undersigned  continic^'^'"^ 
to  preach  at  Ashland,  as  then  reported,  until  October,  when  he  removed  ^  ^^ 
Richmond.  In  the  month  of  July  he  was  appointed  a  chaplain  in  theCu^*  "^^^ 
federate  army,  and  since  has  been  engaged  in  the  disohai^  of  duties  ^^  *^ 
propriate  to  his  office  in  hospitals  within  the  city.  The  nature  and  imp^  ^  ^^ 
tanoe  of  this  work  need  not  be  stated.  There  h  such  constant  opportnv  ^^^^' 
ty  to  preach  Christ  to  the  sick  and  wounded,  to  those  who  may  be  einkir  ^  ^^^ 
to  the  grave,  or  by  the  blessing  of  God  reeovering  their  health,  that 
finds  it  hardly  possible  to  estimate  the  work  too  highly.  The  time  app^  ^^^ 
priated  has  been  fully  occupied  in  preaching  from  ward  to  ward  on  Sondi^^  ^^ 
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uid  other  days,  oonTenation  and  prayers  with  the  conTalescent,  or  at  the 
Dedside  of  the  sick  and  dying,  the  distribution  of  the  Iloly  Scriptures  and 
>tber  books,  tracts  and  papers,  all  of  which  are,  with  rare  exceptions,  read- 
ily recuved  and  promptly  read.  What  fruit  may  be  gathered  from  this 
ield  of  labor,  the  Lord  only  knows,  but  there  are  many  reasons  for  hoping 
Imi  it  must  produce  good  to  men  and  glory  to  God. 

It  may  not  be  amiss  to  remark  here,  that  to  supply  the  army  with  the 
Soly  Scriptures  is  one  of  the  most  important  duties  now  pressing  upon  the 
thorch.  There  is  a  constantly  recurring  deficiency:  those  supplied  one 
lay,  are  Tery  often  destitute  the  neit  After  every  general  battle  the  wants 
»f  the  troops  in  this  particular  are  at  once  manifested,  as  very  many  of 
iiem  Gome  to  the  hospitals  without  any  port  of  the  scriptures.  In  a  mft- 
ority  of  cases  this  is  unavoidable,  as,  in  the  confusion  of  the  conflict,  in 
lurried  advances  or  retreats,  very  frequently  everything  is  lost,  books  and 
ill  else.  Thus  the  demand  is  constantly  pressing,  and  difficult,  indeed,  is 
t  to  meet  the  demand.  The  Bible  is  not  to  be  had  to  any  extent,  even  the 
K'ew  Testament  alone  is  scarce.  The  call  to  the  church  in  the  South  is 
ihen  loud  and  earnest,  to  save  us  from  a  famine  of  the  word  of  God.

RULES  OF  ORDER. 


1st.  The  Council  shall  be  opened  every  day  with  prayer. 

2d.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  con- 
tinue standing,  nor  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address  the 
Chair. 

3d.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfoUj 
address  himself  to  the  President,  and  shall  confine  himself  to  the 
question  under  debate,  and  avoid  personality. 

4th.  If  any  member  in  speaking,  or  otherwise,  transgress  the 
rules  of  the  Council,  the  President  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call 
him  to  order ;  in  which  case,  the  member  so  called  to  order  shaU 
immediately  take  his  seat,  unless  permitted  to  explain,  and  the 
Council  shall,  if  appealed  to,  decide  on  the  case,  but  without  de- 
bate; and,  if  there  be  no  appeal,  the  decision  of  the  Chair  shall  be 
submitted  to.  If  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the  member  called  to 
order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed ;  if  otherwise,  and  the  case 
require  it,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  censure  of  the  Council. 

6th.  When  two  or  more  members  happen  to  rise  at  once,  the 
President  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

6th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  ques- 
tion without  leave  of  the  Council,  nor  more  than  once,  until  every 
member  choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

7th.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  or  addressing 
the  Council,  none  shall  walk  out  of  or  across  the  house;  nor  in  such 
case,  nor  when  a  member  is  speaking,  shall  entertain  private  dis- 
course ;  nor  whilst  a  member  is  speaking  shall  pass  between  him 
and  the  Chair. 

8th.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of  which 
he  is  immediately  and  particularly  interested,  nor  in  any  case 
where  he  was  not  present  when  the  question  was  put. 
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9th.  Upon  a  divisioiuand  count  of  the  Council  on  any  question, 
no  member  without  the  limits  allotted  as  seats  of  the  members 
shall  be  counted. 

10th.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  house  when  the  ques- 
tion is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  Council,  for  special  rea- 
sons, shall  excuse  him. 

11th.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by 
the  President,  or,  being  in  writing,  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  Chair» 
and  read  aloud  by  the  Secretary  before  debate. 

12th,  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  if  the  President 
or  any  member  shall  require  it. 

13th.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  President,  or  read  by  the 
Secretary,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  Council,  but 
may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  decision  or  amendment. 

14th.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the  previous  ques- 
tion, to  postpone  indefinitely  or  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit  to  a 
Committee,  or  to  amend ;  which  several  motions  shall  have  prece- 
dence in  the  order^hey  stand  arranged. 

15th.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be 
decided  without  debate. 

16th.  The  previous  question  shall  be  in  this  form :  "  Shall  the 
main  question  be  now  put?"  It  shall  be  admitted  only  when  de- 
manded by  a  majority  of  the  members  present;  and,  until  it  is  de- 
cided, shall  preclude  all  amendments  and  farther  debate  on  the 
main  question. 

17th.  On  the  previous  question  there  shall  be  no  debate. 

18th.  When  a  question  is  decided  by  the  Council,  or  is  postponed 
indefinitely,  the  same  shall  not  be  acted  upon  again  during  the  ses- 
sion without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

19th.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  question, 
where  the  sense  will  admit  of  it,  but  a  question  to  strike  out  and 
insert  shall  be  deemed  indivisible. 

20th.  No  new  motion  or  proposition  shall  be  admitted,  under 
color  of  amendment,  as  a  substitute  for  the  motion  or  proposition 
under  debate. 

21st.  When  a  motion  has  been  once  made  and  carried,  in  the  af- 
firmative or  negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the 
majority  to  move  a  reconsideration  thereof  on  the  same  ornext day. 
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22d.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  £rom  the  service  of  the 
Council  unless  he  has  leave,  or  be  sick,  and  unable  to  attends 

23d.  The  President  shall,  at  his  discretion,  select  suitable  seats 
without  the  limits  of  those  pews  allotted  for  the  use  of  members, 
which  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  exclusive  acoommodation  of 
visiting  clergymen,  and  candidates  for  orders,  who  may  be  invited 
by  the  Rector  or  Wardens  of.  the  Church  in  which  the  meetings  of 
the  Council  are  held,  under  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the 
Council;  it  being  expected  that  those  to  whom  such  seats  axe  ap- 
propriated will  confine  themselves  to  the  same. 

24th.  No  spectator  shall,  during  the  daily  sessions  of  theComi'' 
cil,  be  admitted  above  or  within  the  pews  allotted  to  the  membeis 
of  the  Council;  and  it  is  expected  and  hoped  that  not  only  th^ 
spectators  will  attend  to  this  regulation,  but  that  the  Rector  ani 
Wardens  of  the  Church  in  which  the  sessions  of  the  Council  are 
held  will  see  that  this  rule  of  order  is  not  violated. 

25th.  There  shall,  not  later  than  the  second  day  of  the  Council, 
be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the 
Council,  the  following  Standing  Committees,  to  consist  of  an  equal 
number  of  each  order: 

A  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  to  whom  shall  be  re- 
ferred the  Address  of  the  Bishop  on  the  opening  of  the  Council. 

A  Committee  on  the  Fund  for  the  Support  of  Widows  and  Or- 
phans of  Deceased  Clergymen. 

A  Committee  on  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

A  Committee  on  the  Accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Mission- 
ary Society. 

A  Committee  on  Parochial  Reports. 

A  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 

A  Committee  of  Elections. 

A  Committee  of  Finance,  consisting  of  laymen. 

26th.  The  credentials  of  the  Lay  Delegates  shall  be  handed  in 
to  the  Secretary ,  and  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  one  clerical  and 
two  lay  members,  which  shall  report  who  are  entitled  to  seats  in 
the  Council ;  and  if  there  is  any  doubt  as  to  the  right  of  any  dele- 
gate to  his  seat,  the  same  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of 
Elections,  to  be  by  the  said  Committee  forthwith  .examined  into  and 
reported  upon  to  the  Council. 
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YIHl  When  three  members  require  it,  the  vote  on  all  questions 
ill  be  by  ayes  and  noes. 

2Sth.  None  of  the  Bules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended  without 
>  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 
29th.  The  business  first  in  order,  after  the  organization  of  the 
oncil,  shall  be  the  appointment  of  a  Treasurer  ^o^em.,  when  the 
easarer  is  not  a  member  of  the  Council ;  reading  the  Pastoral 
Idresses ;  the  Proceedings  of  the  Standing  Committees,  and  the 
option  of  the  Parochial  Reports  by  the  Bishop  from  the  clergy, 
10  shall  be  called  upon  in  alphabetical  order  for  their  reports,  and 
required)  the  reading  of  the  Parochial  Reports,  or  such  parts  of 
3m  as  the  Bishop  may  think  fit.

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AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

At  5  o'clock  P.  M,  the  Council  met  in  the  Lecture  Room  of  8U 
Paul's  Church.  The  Bishop  delivered  his  annual  address  to  tie 
Council : 

BISHOP  JOHNS'  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Laity: 

The  canon  prescribing  "  the  mode  of  securing  an  accurate  view 
of  the  Church"  directs  that  at  every  Annual  Diocesan  Council, 
"  the  Bishop  shall  deliver  an  address,  stating  the  affairs  of  the 
Diocese  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council ;  the  names  of  tlie 
churches  he  has  visited;  the  number  of  persons  confirmed;  the 
names  of  those  who  have  been  ordained,  suspended  or  degraded, 
the  changes  by  death,  removal  or  otherwise,  which  have  taken 
place  among  the  clergy,  and  in  general,  all  matters  tending  to 
throw  light  on  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese.** 

In  compliance  with  this  canon  I  proceed  to  state  that — during 
the  past  year  my  visitations  were  frequently  interfered  with  by  in- 
terruptions of  the  lines  of  travel  and  other  causes  connected  with 
the  war.  All  my  appointments  for  May,  1864,  were  thus  frustrated, 
and  my  services  were  necessarily  confined  to  the  servants  of  the 
plantation  on  which  I  resided,  and  others  in  the  vicinity. 

July  2. — I  preached  in  ftie  Church  in  Danville  in  the  moniing, 
and  in  one  of  the  hospitals  in  the  afternoon. 

July  10. — I  preached  in  St.  John's,  Halifax  C.  H.,  confirmed  18. 

July  17. — I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Halifax,  and  confirmed 
two.     • 

July  24. — I  preached  in  St.  Paul's,  Richmond,  in  the  morning, 
and  in  the  evening  in  Grace  Church,  and  confirmed  seven. 

July  26,  27. — My  appointments  were  at  Chaffin*8  Blufli  to 
preach  and  administer  the  rite  of  confirmation ;  but  the  mihtaiy 
movements  in  anticipation  of  an  immediate  engagement  prevented 
the  Services. 

Understanding  that  the  lower  part  of  the  valley  was  now  acces- 
sible, I  immediately  proceeded  by  way  of  Staunton  to  Winchester, 
where  on  the  31st  of  July  I  preached  .and  confirmed  three  persons. 
The  twp  following  days  were  occupied  in  visiting  the  famihesof 
the  congregation. 
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August  8. — ^I  preached  in  the  Church  at  Millwood  and  confirmed 
five. 

AngTut  4. — I  preached  at  White  Poat. 

Auguat  5. — I  preached  in  Grace  Church,  Berryville,  and  confirmed 
12,  three  of  whom  were  from  Wichliffe  Parish. 

August  6. — The  Rev.  Mr.  Perkins,  who  travelled  with  me,  and  ren- 
dered me  most  acceptable  service,  being  disabled  by  sickness,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Jones  accompanied  me  for  a  few  days.  It  was  our  intention  to 
visitCharlestown ;  but  as  we  approached,  we  learned  that  the  Fe- 
deral forces  were  then  entering  the  town.  We  therefore  left  it  to  our 
right  and  passed  on  to  Middletown.  Here  we  were  kindly  re- 
ceived by  Dr.  Nelson,  at  whose  residence  I  had,  in  the  evening,  the 
privil^e  of  uniting  in  social  worship  with  some  of  the  congrega- 
tion, who  assembled  there  on  hearing  of  our  arrival.  This  parish 
had,  for  more  than  a  year,  been  without  a  minister,  and  as  the 
good  people  there  were  desirous  of  an  opportunity  to  unite  in  the 
services  of  the  Church,  I  readily  consented  to  officiate  for  them  on 
my  return. 

The  next  morning  (Sunday)  we  made  an  early  start,  and  pro* 
oeeded  through  a  desolated  and  apparently  deserted  country  to 
Shepherdstown,  into  which,  as  we  could  obtain  no  information  by 
the  way,  we  entered  with  some  anxiety,  uncertain  by  which  army 
it  was  occupied.  We  found  it  in  the  possession  of  a  few  Confed- 
erates, but  as  the  Union  troops  in  large  number  were  known  to 
be  only  a  few  miles  distant,  and  their  advance  expected,  it  was 
suggested  that  we  might  be  interrupted  in  our  proposed  services,  and 
subjected  to  inconvenient  detention.  We  concluded,  however,  to 
venture  upon  the  experiment.  The  bell  was  rung,  and  the  congre- 
gation assembled.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Jones  read  prayers.  Whilst  I 
was  preaching,  a  note  was  handed  to  the  Rector  informing  him  that 
the  Federal  forces  were  approaching  the  town.  I  was  not  willing 
to  leave  the  Church  without  confirming  those  who  were  desirous  to 
ratify  their  baptismal  vow.  Descending  to  the  chancel  and  calling 
them  around  me,  I  administered  the  apostolic  rite  to  ten  persons. 
The  service  was  of  peculiar  interest,  and  I  am  sure  will  not  sooii 
be  forgotten  by  those  whom  it  specially  concerned,  or  by  those  by 
whom  it  was  witnessed. 

To  return  by  Smithfield,  as  we  intended,  was  now 'deemed  im- 
practicable.   My  appointment  there  was  necessarily,  though  very 
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reluctantly,  abandoned,  and  we  made  our  way  round  by  Bunker's 
Hill  to  Winchester,  where  we  arrived  at  10  o'clo'ck,  P.  M.,  and  so 
ended  the  labors  of  a  day  of  much  excitement  and  fatigue,  but  of 
very  deep  iuterest. 

As  we  drove  out  of  Shepherdstown  we  were  accosted  by  a  gen- 
tleman on  horseback,  who  introduced  himself  as  one  of  those  just 
confirmed.  He  kindly  invited  us  to  accompany  him  to  his  house, 
where  we  were  abundantly  refreshed  by  the  generous  hospitality 
of  his  excellent  wife  and  self,  and  then  conducted  to  a  road  and 
furnished  with  directions,  which  enabled  us  to  accomplish  the  rest 
of  our  journey  without  deviation. 

In  passing  through  Bunker  Hill,  I  was  pained  to  see  that  the 
neat  little  Church  in  which,  on  former  visitations,  I  had  officiated, 
had,  like  many  others,  been  much  damaged  by  occupancy  for  mili- 
tary purposes.  I  trust  that  those  accustomed  to  worship  there  will 
be  encouraged  and  aided  in  making  the  proper  repairs,  and  tluit 
the  clergy,  to  whom  it  is  accessible,  will  favor  them  with  occa- 
sional services,  till  they  can  be  supplied  with  stated  ministratioM. 

August  8. — We  returned  to  Millwood,  where  I  found  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Perkins  still  too  much  indisposed  to  travel. 

August  10. — A  funeral  service  at  the  Stone  Chapel  brought  to- 
gether a  number  of  the  parishioners,  and  at  the  request  of  the  Rec- 
tor I  preached  to  the  congregation  in  that  venerable  building,  con- 
secrated by  the  faithful  and  successful  services  of  my  loved  and 
lamented  predecessor.  Hero  he  commenced  his  ministry,  labored 
steadily  for  many  years,  and  to  the  close  of  his  life,  though  it  had 
been  left  by  the  congregation.for  a  building  of  larger  size  and  bet- 
ter location,  he  continued  to  visit  it  annually  to  preach  to  a  new 
generation  the  precious  gospel,  which,  in  his  youth,  he  had  pro- 
claimed so  acceptably  to  their  parents. 

That  afternoon  the  Federal  forces  advanced  toward  White  Post, 
and  we  unexpectedly  found  ourselves  \vithin  their  lines.  About 
sundown  a  squad  of  cavalry  rode  up  to  the  parsonage  near  Mill- 
wood, and  carried  off  the  horse,  which,  a  fortnight  before,  I  had 
purchased  in  Winchester,  to  enable  me  to  reach  the  differentpariahei 
which  I  proposed  to  visit.  Happily  when  the  seizure  occurred  I 
had  completed  my  tour,  and  the  gratification  which  it  afforded, 
fully  compensated  for  the  loss  at  its  close.    To  this  I  should  not  ad-

vert,  but  that  I  may  record  mj  gratitude  for  the  prompt  and  gene- 
roua  relief  rendered  by  Mr.  George  Burwell  of  Carter  Hall,  who, 
as  soon  as  he  heard  of  our  loss,  placed  at  our  disposal  a  valuable 
horse,  with  which  I  performed,  without  any  detention,  the  journey 
to  my  distant  home  in  Halifax  county. 

August  13. — We  forded  the  Shenandoah  and  crossed  the  Blue 
Ridge,  without  hindrance,  to  Paris.  I  was  very  desirous  to  visit 
Upperville  and  Middleburg,  and  pass  around  by  the  Plains  to 
Warrenton,  but  being  advised  that,  in  the  disturbed  state  of  the 
country,  this  route  might  not  be  safe,  we  kept  along  the  foot  of  the 
mountain  to  Markham  Station,  and  made  our  way  to  Major  Thomas 
Ambler's.  The  next  day  was  Sunday.  The  church  in  the  vicinity 
having  been  too  much  damaged  to  be  used  for  worship,  notice  was 
circulated  throughout  the  neighborhood  that  divine  service  would 
oe  conducted  at  Major  Ambler's  residence,  and  at  the  usual  hour, 
a  congregation  assembled. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Perkins  read  prayers,  and  I  preached. 

August  15. — In  Rappahannock  county,  at  the  residence  of 
Mr.  John  Lane,  I  administered  the  Lord's  Supper  to  his  venerable 
mother,  confined  to  her  home  by  loss  of  sight,  and  other  infirmities 
of  age,  but  abiding  in  the  light  of  truth,  and  sustained  by  precious 
faith  in  an  all-suflScient  Saviour. 

August^lS. — I  passed  at  Oulpeper  0.  H.  with  the  Rev.  Mr-  Cole 
who  has  labored  diligently  and  endured  much  during  the  disturb- 
ances to  which  that  ^tion  of  the  Diocese  has  been  peculiarly 
exposed.  A  constant  and  heavy  rain  prevented  our  having  ser- 
Tice  in  the  church,  and  even  deprived  us  of  the  satisfaction  of 
visiting  from  house  to  house ;  but  left  us  far  more  leisure  for  pro- 
fitable counsel  concerning  the  great  interests  of  our  sacred  mission. 

Aug.  24. — ^I  preached  in  Columbia,  and  (Jonfirmed  five. 

Aug.  27. — I  preached  to  the  sick  and  wounded  soldiers  in  a  hos- 
pital in  Richmond. 

Sept.  4. — I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Halifax,  and  the  same 
evening  reachedkhome,  after  an  absence  of  more  than  six  weeks. 

Sept.  11. — In  Christ  Church,  Halifax,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Minnigerode,  I  addressed  the  congregation,  and  in  the  after- 
noon preached  to  the  servants  at  my  own  residence. 

Sept.  18r.— I  again  preached  to  the  servants. 
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Oct.  2. — I  preached  in  Emmannel  Ohorch,  Heiiioo,  and  confirmed 
two.  At  night  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's,  Richmond,  and  confimidd 
five.  ' 

Oct.  8. — ^In  the  morning  I  preached  in  St.  Paol's,  Petendnug, 
and  confirmed  fifteen.  At  night  in  Grace  Church,  and  oonfimMd 
twenty-three. 

Oct.  4. — On  the  lines  near  Chester,  I  preached  in  the  woods  to* 
part  of  Kemper's  Brigade. 

Oct.  6. — ^I  preached  at  Manalrin  Town,  and  confirmed  two. 

Oct.  6. — I  preached  in  St.  Luke's,  Powhatan,  and  oonfiimed 
four. 

Oct.  7. — ^I  preached  in  Emmanuel,  Powhatan,  and  oonfiimed 
eight.  , 

Oct.  8. — I  preached  in  the  Church  at  Genito,  and  confirmed  two. 

Oct.  9. — ^I  preached  in  the  Church  at  Grub  Hill,  and  confiimed 
seyen. 

Oct.  11. — I  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Chesterfield,  and  ooa- 
firmed  five. 

Oct.  16. — ^I  preached  in  the  Church  at  Charlotte  Courthouse,  and 
confirmed  fiye,  and  administered  the  Lord's  Supper. 

Oct.  23. — ^In  Christ  Church,  HalifEkx,  I  preached,  and  baptized 
Alice  Wales,  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Meade. 

Oct.  80. — I  preached  in  the  Church  at  Catawba. 

Nov.  10. — ^I  preached  in  the  Church  at  Clarksville,  and  con- 
firmed five.  At  night  in  the  Church  at  Boydton,  and  confirmed 
ten. 

Not.  14, — ^I  preached  in  St.  Andrew's,  Mecklenburg,  and  oca* 
firmed  one. 

Nov.  16. — ^In  the  Church  at  Warrenton,  North  Carolina,  I  ad- 
dressed the  congregation  after  a  sermon  by  the  Sector. 

Nov.  27. — In  Christ  Church,  Halifax,  I  admitted  to  priests  or 
ders,  the  Rev.  William  H.  Meade  and  the  Rev.  P.  Doddridge 
Thompson.  Prayers  were  read  by  the  Rev.  Geo.  Woodbridge,  D. 
D.  Sermon  by  tiiie  Rev.  Joshua  Peterkin.  The  candidates  were 
presented  by  the  Rev.  John  Clark,  who  all  united  in  the  imposi* 
tion  of  hands. 
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Nov.  27. — In  the  same  Ghorcli  I  addressed  the  congregation, 
after  a  sermon  by  the  Bector. 

Dec.  11. — ^I  preached  in  the  Chapel  of  Gten.  Stnart's  Brigade,  and 
confirmed  four.  In  the  afternoon  I  preached  in  a  spacious  bam 
near  Port  Walthall  Junction,  and  confirmed  thirteen.  The  next 
daj  I  preached  in  the  Chapel  of  Gen.  Corse's  Brigade,  and  con- 
firmed sixteen. 

For  three  months  from  this  date  I  was  confined  to  my  chamber 
by  a  painful  affection,  which  disabled  me  for  all  official  duty. 

March  19. — I  resumed  my  public  services  by  officiating  for  the 
servants  on  the  plantation  of  Mr.  John  Clark,  at  Wilna. 

March  19. — ^I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Halifax,  and  confirmed 
ten. 

April  16. — I  preached  in  St.  John's,  and  on  the  ^3^  in  Christ 
Ohorch,  Halifax.  As  soon  as  I  received  reliable  intelligence  of 
the  entire  failure  of  the  painful  and  protracted  struggle  for  tiie 
independence  of  the  Confederate  States,  and  the  re-establishment 
of  the  Federal  authority,  I  felt  it  incumbent  upon  me  to  pre- 
pare a  brief  circular,  addressed  to  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the 
Diocese  of  Virginia,  recognizing  the  duty  of  prompt  and  honest 
obedience  to  the  existing  government,  and  the  obligation  to  pray 
for  "those  in  authority."  For  this  purpose,  I  had  no  hesitation  in 
recommending  the  use  of  that  form  to  which  we  had  long  been  ac- 
customed, and  from  which  any  deviation  now  might  be  liable  to 
the  suspicion  of  unbecoming  subterfuge. 

Further  reflection  has  but  strengthened  my  conviction  of  the 
propriety  of  the  course  indicated,  and  of  the  insufficiency  of  the 
considerations  which  have  been  urged  in  support  of  a  policy  some- 
what different. 

Whatever  may  be  the  character  and  relation  of  the  military 
agencies  appointed  in  certain  localities,  there  can  be  no  doubt  in 
reference  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  and  other  civil 
officers  of  the  (General  Government.  They  are  unquestionably  "in 
anthoriiy,"  To  them  the  prayer  is  strictly  applicable,  and  for 
ihem  it  should  be  offered,  even  by  those  who  scruple  to  use  it  on 
behalf  of  others. 

It  has  been  gravely  asserted,  that  the  order  prohibiting  the  omiuh 
sum  of  that  prayer  in  our  pubUe  worship  is  an  invasion  of  our  re- 
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ligious  liberty,  and  as  guch  should  not  be  regarded.  I  am  h^py 
to  say  that  my  own  action,  though  delayed  in  its  transmiaBionto 
many  of  tho  parishes,  by  the  interruption  of  all  mail  coirnnnnioa- 
tion,  antedated  any  extra  ecclesiastical  order  concerning  the  prayer. 
I  was,  therefore,  at  the  time  under  no  apprehension  of  even  seem- 
ing to  surrender  religious  liberty  to  what  has  been  pronouncod 
unlawful  dictation.  Truth  and  justice,  however,  require  me  now 
to  say,  that  whether  that  requisition  was  advisable  or  not,  I  can- 
not see  that  it  is  justly  liable  to  any  such  odious  charge.  The 
prayer,  which  includes  nothing  to  which  an  enlightened  conscience 
need  take  exception,  is  not  a  new  form  prepared  and  enjoined  upon 
us  by  "the  powers  that  be,"  but  our  own  adopted  form,  which  has 
been  used  by  the  Church  for  three  quarters  of  a  century.  Its  du- 
continuance  at  this  particular  juncture  would  inevitably  be  regard- 
ed as  a  public  reflection  on  the  civil  authority:  That  it  should  in- 
sist, as  it  nas  done,  that  no  such  offensive  change  in  the  service  (d 
the  Church  shall  now  be  made,  but  that  those  services  shall  inthie 
respect  and  for  this  reason  be  conducted  as  heretofore,  avoiding  u 
omission  which  would  be  considered  a  formal  slight  and  indignity 
offered  to  the  government,  appears  to  me  rather  an  act  of  self-pro- 
tection than  officious  and  unlawful  dictation. 

Even  if  the  requisition  were  an  improper  interference,  I  see  not 
how  this  could  absolve  us  from  that  which  is  in  itself,  and  inde- 
pendently of  any  action  of  others,  a  clear  duty  expressly  enjoined 
in  Script^ure.  It  may  be  humiliating  and  painful  in  practice,  but 
not  more  so  than  other  mortifications  of  flesh  and  spirit,  which  are 
not,  therefore,  less  obligatory — less  salutary  or  less  acceptable  in 
the  sight  of  God.  I  trust,  then,  we  will  not  be  disturbed  by  other 
opinions,  which,  however  plausibly  present^,  I  must  disapproved 
fallacious,  or  sufier  ourselves  to  be  deterred  from  a  clear  duty  by 
the  imputation  of  surrendering  to  military  authority  our  precious 
heritage  of  religious  liberty. 

For  sometime  after  the  war  had  ceased,  I  was,  as  I  have  stated, 
isolated  from  other  parts  of  the  Diocese  by  the  entire  interruption 
of  public  travel  and  of  all  communication  by  mail.  I  availed  my- 
self, however,  of  the  earliest  opportunity  to  make  my  way  to  Pe- 
tersburg and  Richmond,  and  had  no  difficulty  in  extending  my 
journey  to  Alexandria.  It  was  gratifying  to  find  the  congrega- 
tions of  St.  Paurs  and  Qraoe  Ohorch  in  possession  of  their  1ioqm0 


of  worship,  and  ministered  to  by  their  respective  Rectors.  The 
buildings  of  the  Theological  Seminary  and  High  School,  and  the 
residences  of  the  Professors,  were  still  held  by  the  government  for 
hospital  purposes,  but  it  was  understood  that  they  would  be  vaca- 
ted and  returned  to  us  in  time  to  prepare  for  resuming  the  exer- 
cises of  the  Seminary  at  about  the  usual  period. 

June  1. — I  assisted  in  the  service  in  Christ  Church,  Norfolk,  and 
addressed  the  congregation. 

June  18. — In  Chnst  Church,  Halifax,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Rec- 
tor, I  addressed  the  congregation. 

My  official  duties  now  called  so  constantly  fdr  my  presence  in 
other  parts  of  the  Diocese,  that  I  was  constrained  to  relinquish  the 
house  which  had  been  generously  loaned  to  me  during  the  past 
year,  and  to  part  with  the  kind  friends  who  had  in  various  ways 
assisted  in  abating  the  inconveniences  of  our  refugee  life.  We 
went  forth,  "  not  knowing  whither  we  went,"  and  are  still  waiting 
the  indications  of  Providence,  to  perceive  where  we  may  again  so- 
journ. 

June  25. — ^In  the  afternoon  I  preached  in  the  Monumental 
Church,  Richmond,  and  confirmed  15.  At  night  in  St.  Paul's,  and 
confirmed  14. 

July  2. — I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Norfolk,  and  confirmed  27. 

July  9. — In  the  morning  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's,  Petersburg, 
and  confirmed  23.  In  the  afternoon  in  Grace  Church,  and  con- 
firmed 16. 

The  interests  of  the  Seminary  called  me  again  to  Alexandria, 
where  I  had  the  benefit  of  the  counsel  and  co-operation  of  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Sparrow  and  Cassius  F.  Lee,  Esq.,  and  by  instructions 
firom  the  department,  a  formal  application  for  the  restoration  of 
the  property  was  prepared  and  presented  by  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

July  23. — In  St.  James'  Church,  Leesburg,  I  preached  both 
morning  and  night.  In  the  morning  I  confirmed  27,  and  in  the 
afternoon  an  invalid  at  his  own  residence. 

.    July  25. — In  the  Church  at  Middleburg  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed 7. 
July  27. — In  Trinity  Church,  Shepherdstown,  after  a  sermon  by 
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the  Bey.  Mr.  Dillon,  of  Maryland,  I  addreased  the  congregMiiOD, 
and  on  29th  I  preached  in  the  same  Church,  and  confirmed  7. 

Jnly  30th. — In  Martinsbnrg,  I  preached  both  morning  and  even- 
ing, and  confirmed  13. 

August  2. — ^I  was  engaged  in  Richmond  with  the  Board  of  Viot* 
ors  of  William  and  Mary  College,  which  is  to  be  re-opened  at 
Williamsburg  in  October  next,  with  excellent  arrangements  for  con- 
ducting the  preparatory  department,  and  also  for  affording  in- 
struction in  the  different  branches  of  the  regular  ooUegiate  ooone. 

August  6. — ^I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Norfolk. 

August  13. — ^I  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Portsmouth,  and 
confirmed  7. 

Understanding  that  our  application  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  for 
the  restoration  of  the  property  in  charge  of  the  Board  of  Tnuteei 
of  the  Theological  Seminary  and  High  School,  had  been  suoceaB- 
ful,  I  returned  to  Alexandria,  to  participate  in  arrangements  for 
the  purpose  of  resuming  the  exercises  of  the  Seminary  at  the  com- 
mencement of  next  session.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  Frofeeaon 
Sparrow  and  Packard  are  again  occupying  their  houses,  and  tbat 
the  several  halls  will  be  ready  for  the  reception  of  students  as 
advertised,  in  October  next.  Funds  for  the  salaries  of  our  Pro- 
fessors have  been  most  providentially  obtained,  but  we  shall  mncli 
need  aid  in  maintaining  our  beneficiaries,  for  which  we  appeal 
earnestly  to  those  who  appreciate  the  importance  of  this  Instita- 
tion  to  the  Church. 

August  27. — I  preached  in  Grace  Church,  Alexandria,  and 
thankfully  report,  that  both  this  and  St.  Paul's  Church  have  been 
repaired  by  their  respective  congregations,  with  some  aid  from  the 
Government. 

The  High  School  buildings,  though  restored  to  us,  have  been  so 
seriously  damaged  as  to  forbid  any  hope  of  being  able  to  use  them 
at  present.  The  Bector  has  opened  a  Female  Academy  at  Tappa- 
hannock,  Essex  county;  which,  with  the  Institute  at  Staunton, 
under  the  care  of  the  Eev.  Mr.  Phillips,  its  well  and  extensively 
known  Principal,  promise  to  render  essential  service  in  educating^ 
the  daughters  of  Virginia. 

September  17. — In  the  morning  I  preached  in  St.  John's  Church, 
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Bichmond,  and  confirmed'  thirteen.    In  the  afternoon  I  confirmed 
seven  in  Grace  Church. 

There  are  at  present  ten  candidates  for  deacons  orders.  Two- 
John  B.  Dayies,  Jr.,  and  T.  C.  Hutchison  have  been  removed  by 
death.  The  first  who  was  in  the  signal  corps  of  the  Confederate 
Army,  is  reported  as  having  been  captured,  and  afterwards  killed, 
at  his  post,  on  the  lower  part  of  the  James  River.  He  was  a  noble 
youth,  who,  whilst  he  did  not  desire  to  elude  any  service  to  which 
he  was  bound,  had  repeatedly  and  earnestly  sought  to  be  exempted 
from  the  operation  of  the  conscription  law,  that  he  might  give 
himself  wholly  to  the  studies  of  the  profession  which  he  had 
chosen,  and  to  the  more  advantageous  cultivation  of  those  chris- 
tian  graces  which  are  essential  to  the  comfort  and  efficiency  of  the 
ministry.  Mr.  Hutchison,  who  came  to  us  from  Canada,  not  being 
liable  to  military  service,  was  diligently  engaged  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Sparrow,  in  Staunton,  when  a  violent  form  of 
typhoid  pneumonia,  in  a  few  days  terminated  his  exemplary  and 
promising  life  upon  earth,  for  other  ministries  in  a  better  world. 
Affecting  testimony  to  his  worth  was  furnished  at  the  time  by  his 
attached  professor. 

The  number  of  candidates  for  Priests  Orders  is  nine. 

I  have  received  by  letters  dimissory,  from  the  Bishop  of  GJeorgia, 
the  Rev.  Jaqueline  M.  Meredith,  of  whose  election  as  minister  of 
Overwharton  Parish,  Stafibrd  county,  I  have  been  canonically  noti- 
fied. The  Rev.  C.  R.  Hains  and  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Wingfield,  jr.,  the 
Rev.  H.  R.  Scott  and  the  Rev.  T.  Duncan,  have  received  letters 
dimissory  to  Maryland. 

During  the  last  year,  two  of  our  clergy  have  departed  this  life. 
The  Rev.  F.  H.  McGuire  who,  after  several  years  of  diligent  ser- 
vice, was  long  disabled  by  ill-health  for  the  active  duties  of  the 
ministry,  died  in  Mecklenburg  in  the  month  of  April. 

The  Rev.  J.  H.  Griffin,  who  lost  his  health  whilst  officiating  as 
chaplain,  returned  in  August  of  last  year  to  his  father's  residence  in 
Roanoke  county,  where,  full  of  faith  and  hope,  he  fell  asleep  in  Jesus. 

The  Rev.  W.  F.  M.  Jacobs  has  been  elected  Rector  of  the  Church 
in  Charleston,  Kanawha. 

Not  having  been  duly  informed  of  other  changes,  said  to  have 
taken  place,  I  may  not  venture  to  include  them  in  this  report. 
4 
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Some  cases  of  oxaission,  and  some  ini^tances  of  depaxtuze  from 
ecclesiastical  order,  which,  in  the  disturbances  which  have  pre- 
vailed, seemed  inevitable,  and  to  which  no  censure  is  to  be  attached, 
will  now,  it  is  to  be  expected,  be  remedied  hj  confonoing  to  the 
requirements  of  the  canons. 

I  have  usually  availed  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  notice  the 
operations  of  our  Diocesan  Missionary  Society,  and  I  may  here 
state  in  general,  that  it  continued  to  receive  a  very  liberal  'sup- 
port, and  was  conducted  with  judgment  and  efficiency,  until  the 
currency  became  valueless,  and  the  failure  of  their  funds  con- 
strained the  committee  to  suspend  operations.  I  trust  it  will  not 
be  long  before  they  will  be  resumed. 

I  have  received  letters  of  Christian  sympathy  from  brethren  in 
the  North,  none  more  full  of  fraternal  affection  than  a  communica- 
tion from  the  Bishop  of  New  York,  very  delicately  alluding  to  the 
devastating  effects  of  the  war  on  this  Diocese,  and  tendering  ae- 
sistance  to  our  parishes  from  the  treasury  of  the  Missionary  So- 
ciety of  his  Diocese.  I  need  not  say  to  you  that  I  very  cordially 
reciprocated  the  kind  feeling  expressed,  and  gratefully  acknow- 
ledged the  generous  offer  so  delicately  made,  but  believing  that 
our  clergy  had  learned  to  endure  hardness  as  good  soldiers  of 
Ohirst,  and  knowing  that  whatever  of  their  substance  was  left  to 
our  parishioners,  they  were  prepared  to  share  with  their  pastors  fcr 
their  support ;  and  believing  the  bonds  so  formed  would  be  better 
for  us,  in  many  ways,  than  the  measure  of  relief  which  might  re- 
sult from  the  benevolent  contribution  proposed,  I  did  not  hesitate 
respectfully  and  gratefully  to  decline  it. 

From  the  Rev.  J.  Dixon  Garden,  Secretary  of  the  Domestic 
Committee  of  the  General  Missionary  Society,  I  received  a  circular 
communicating  the  action  of  the  committee  in  reference  to  assisting 
the  Southern  Dioceses  in  conducting  the  work  of  missions  jrithin 
their  several  limits.  I  read  his  letter  and  my  reply  that  it  may  be 
referred  to  a  committee  to  consider,  and  report  to  this  coundL 

It  is  proper  that  I  should  remind  you  of  the  fact,  that  by  th« 
action  of  the  Federal  Gbvemment,  several  millions  of  slaves  have 
been  suddenly  set  free,  are  left  amongst  us  a  potent  power  for  good 
or  evil,  in  connection  with  the  destinies  of  this  country,  and  fur- 
ther, that  the  chari^ter  of  their  influence  must  be  determined  bf 
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sir  own  character*  which,  under  God,  depends  on  their  moral 
d  religions  education,  for  which  a  large  measure  of  responsibility 
ist  rest  upon  us.  To  meet  and  manage  this  successfully  will  re* 
ire  no  little  wisdom  and  tact.  As  an  indispensable  basis,  their 
iance  on  the  purity  of  our  purpose  must  be  gained,  and  that  over 
I  prejudices  which  their  former  relations  may  have  generated,  and 
lich  some  would  be  glad  to  strengthen  and  perpetuate.  Forbear- 
ce  in  reference  to  the  errors  occasioned  by  extravagant  notions  of 
erty — generosity  in  our  business  arrangements  with  them — kind 
isideration  for  their  peculiarities  in  the  ordinary  concerns  of 
) — humane  attention  to  their  necessities  in  poverty  and  sickness, 
>  expedients  to  which  no  one  can  object,  which,  perseveringly 
1  consistently  plied,  few  will  fail  to  feel  in  conciliating  confidence 
i  good  will.  Duty  and  interest  require  this  effort.  If  we  of 
i  South,  who  best  understand  these  people,  and  who  ought  to 
•ect  and  control  this  work,  neglect  it,  other  and  mischievous 
nds  will  take  it  up  to  our  great  annoyance,  and  the  serious  per- 
rsion  and  ruin  of  many  whom  they  assume  to  enlighten.  How 
r  obligation  may  be  best  discharged  is  a  subject  for  your  grave 
i  prayerful  consideration,  that  we  may  discern  what  we  ought 
do,  and  have  grace  and  power  faithfully  to  fulfill  the  same. 

I  now  proceed  to  notice  a  subject ^which  I  approach  with  great 
fidence,  because  it  involves  so  much,  both  of  difficulty  and  of 
Licacy.  Though  its  issues  are  sufficiently  momentous  to  com- 
jid  the  greatest  care  and  candor  in  deliberation,  and  the  most 
;id  honesty  in  decision,  yet  its  short  history  is  crowded  with 
ants  and  associations  which  appeal  with  peculiar  power  to  some 
the  finest  feelings  of  our  nature,  to  the  pleadings  of  which  we 
ly  love  to  listen,  even  against  the  verdict  of  sound  and  sober 
Igment.  I  allude  to  our  ecclesiastical  relations,  and  the  policy 
deh,  under  existing  circumstances,  Christian  ]f>rinciple  requires. 

Ihe  separation  of  the  Southern  dioceses  from  the  organization 
th  which  they  were  happily  connected,  was  occasioned,  as  you 
ow,  not  by  any  disagreement  in  doctrine  or  discipline,  or  manner 
worship,  but  by  political  changes,  which  rendered  the  continu- 
ee  of  that  connection  impracticable.  The  preservation  of  the 
ler  and  purity  of  the  Church,  in  this  section  of  the  country,  called 
'  a  separate  organization,  which  was  accordingly  effected  with  a 
mtal  avoidance  of  any  alteration  which  could  impair  that  unity 
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of  spirit  which  onr  holy  religion  enjoinB.    The  ^'exigenej  of  ne- 
cessity*' furnished  the  divine  commission  nnder  which  tiuB  asso- 
ciation was  formed,  and  constitutes  a  divine  sanction  for  its  ooa. 
tinuance,  unless  good  and  sufficient  reasons  to  the  contrary  am 
manifest.    The  mere  cessation  of  the  causes  in  which  it  originated,, 
does  not,  as  a  matter  of  course,  dissolve  it,  and  restore  the  rela- 
tions which  previously  existed.    There  may  be  other  conaideratioiu^ 
which,  though  they  might  not  alone  have  warranted  a  separationi 
may,  when  once  it  has  been  established,  be  sufficient  o&m^  to  au- 
thorize its  maintenance.    Under  these  circumstances,  it  could  not, 
on  any  principle  of  reason  or  revelation,  be  regarded  as  justlj 
liable  to  the  imputation  of  schism,  which  is  "a  causeless  separation 
from  the  external  communion  of  any  Church.*'    Our  organization 
was  no  breach  of  communion,  and  for  the  external  separation 
which  it  formed,  there  was  obvious  and  ample  cause.    Such  I  be- 
lieve to  be  an  exact  representation  of  the  case  of  the  Soukhern 
dioceses. 

If  the  question  of  an  external  union  of  all  the  dioceses  of  tke 
United  States  under  one  and  the  same  ecclesiastical  government 
were  now  first  proposed — ^if  there  had  never  been  such  a  connec- 
tion, many  weighty  considerations  might  be  urged  against  its 
adoption.  The  General  Conyention  has  itself  been  for  some  yean 
maturing  a  provincial  system,  designed  to  divide  the  present  ex- 
tensive isolated  province  (for  such  the  organization  which  it  re- 
presents really  is)  into  several  smaller  associations  of  neighboring 
dioceses — each  association  to  possess  within  its  prescribed  limitathe 
powers  and  authority  now  exercised  jointly  by  all  the  dioceeee 
through  a  General  Convention;  and  all  ^e  provinces  so  formed, to 
be  subject,  in  certain  respects,  to  a  general  council,  meeting  at  longer 
intervals  than  three  years,  or  when  specially  summoned.  Thif 
proposed  system  will,  it  is  understood,  be  earnestly  pressed  in  the 
General  Convention  soon  to  assemble  in  Philadelphia.  Whether 
adopted  or  not,  the  attention  and  support  already  given  to  it  are 
very  interesting  and  instructive  in  reference  to  our  general  policy. 

But  the  question  of  union  is  not  to  us  a  new  and  original  qaes- 
tion.  Such  union  existed  long  and  happily,  and  its  interruption 
resulted,  as  we  have  observed,  from  no  disagreement  as  church- 
men, but  from  civil  dissension.  Yet,  as  the  public  mind  may  not 
thus  discriminate,  and  as  the  continuance  of  eccleedaatioal  septit- 
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tion  wonld  be  r^arded  as  a  memorial  of  those  civil  dissensions 
wikich  made  it  necessarj,  and  so  having  an  offensive  political  sig- 
nificance, wonld  be  the  occasion  of  perpetuating  feeling  unfriendly 
to  Christian  fellowship  and  injurious  to  personal  piety,  it  is  incum- 
bent upon  us  to  inquire  whether  it  does  not  become  us  to  dissolve  our 
separate  organization,  and,  from  considerations  of  high  expediency, 
resume  the  conventional  relation  sustained  previous  to  the  war. 

The  following  statement  may  help  us  to  deliberate  understand- 
ingly,  and  to  determine  wisely  on  a  subject,  which,  decide  it  as  we 
may,  must  have  an  important  influence  on  the  peace  and  prosperity 
of  the  Church  in  Virginia  for  years  to  come : 

1.  On  the  2d  of  August  I  received  a  circular  letter,  dated  July 
12th,  signed  "John  Henry  Hopkins,  Presiding  Bishop.**  A  simi- 
lar letter  was  sent  to  each  of  the  Southern  Bishops.  It  testifies  to 
those  to  whom  it  is  addressed  "  the  affectionate  attachment"  of  the 
writer,  and  assures  them  of  the  ''cordial  welcome'*  which  awaits 
them  at  the  approaching  (General  Convention.  It  states  that  he 
was  "authorized**  to  say  that  his  Episcopal  brethren  "generally 
qonpathized  with  him  in  the  desire  to  see  the  fullest  representation 
of  the  churches  from  the  South,  and  to  greet  their  brethren  in  the 
Episcopate  with  the  kindliest  feeling,**  and  adds:  "I  trust,  there- 
fore, that  I  shall  enjoy  the  precious  gratification  of  seeing  you  and 
your  delegates  in  proper  place  at  the  regular  triennial  meeting,*' 
&c.  In  acknowledging  this  letter,  I  reciprocated  the  kind  feeling 
expressed,  assured  the^esteemed  writer  of  my  readiness  to  co-operate 
in  any  measures  calculated  to  promote  peace  and  good  will. 

2.  I  have  also  received  communications  of  like  purport  and 
spirit  from  other  Bishops,  and  from  prominent  clergymen  and  lay- 
.men  of  the  Northern  dioceses,  and  responded  cordially  to  their 
fraternal  greetings. 

8.  The  published  proceedings  of  the  Council  of  Texas  showsthat 
that  Diocese  has  resolved  to  resmne  its  former  ecclesiastical  rela- 
tions, and  appointed  delegates  to  the  General  Convention. 

4.  A  joint  letter  from  the  Bishops  of  North  Carolina  and  Arkan- 
sas has  been  addressed  to  Bishop  Elliott  as  presiding  Bishop,  ex- 
pressing it  as  their  "decided  opinion**  that  "considerations  of 
principle,  and  of  expediency  as  well,  require  us  to  restore  the  eo- 
clssiastical  relations  which  ezistsd  before  the  war.*' 
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5.  The  Bishop  of  Georgia,  in  his  reply  to  the  joint  letter  fromtiie 
Bishops  of  North  Carolina  and  Arkansas,  expresses  himself  thus: 
''  I  do  not  see  how  we  can  avoid  returning  into  connection  with  ths 
Church  of  the  Union." 

6.  The  Diocese  of  G-eorgia  has  adopted  the  following  resolutions: 

"Hesolved,  That  the  Diocese  of  Georgia  is  prepared  to  resume 
her  position  as  a  Diocese  in  connection  with  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  United  States  whenever,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Bishop,  it  shall  be  consistent  with  the  good  ^ith  which  she 
owes  to  the  Bishops  and  Dioceses  with  which  she  has  been  in  union 
for  the  last  four  years. 

^'Beaolvedt  That  deputies  be  elected  firom  this  Diocese  to  repre- 
sent Georgia  in  the  Council  appointed  to  be  held  at  Mobile  in  No- 
vember next,  with  the  understanding  that  if  any  oontingenqr 
should  arise,  whereby  it  should  become  expedient  that  this  Diocese 
should  be  represented  in  the  General  Convention  to  be  assembled 
in  October  next,  the  same  deputies  shall  be  deputies  to  that  Con- 
vention, with  power  to  fiU  any  vacancies  in  their  own  body." 

The  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  has  adopted  similar  reeolutiona 

"Bev.  B.  S.  Mason,  for  the  Special  Committee,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

'*The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of  theBishop'e 
Address  which  relates  to  the  reunion  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Car- 
lina  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States, 
having  considered  the  subject  laid  before  them,  beg  leave  to  report 
that,  being  anxious  to  maintain  the  unity  of  the  Church  witliin 
the  borders  of  the  United  States,  and  remembering  with  satis£Eiction 
the  entire  harmony  which  formerly  exisited  among  the  Dioceeee, 
they  have  heard  with  gratification  the  sentiments  expressed  by  Ae 
Bishop  of  this  Diocese  in  regard  to  reunion,  and  have  received 
with  equal  pleasure  the  cordicJ  invitation  which  has  been  extended 
by  the  presiding  Bishop  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States  to  die 
Bishops  and  Dioceses  of  the  South,  to  return  to  their  places  in  tbe 
General  Convention ;  therefore, 

"Besoivedf  That  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  is  pr^ared  to 
resume  her  position  as  a  Diocese  in  connection  with  the  P^rotestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  whenever,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Bishop,  after  consultation  wildi  the  Bishqw  of  the  other 
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Soaihern  Diooesoi  (which  consnltation  he  is  hereby  requested  to 
hold),  it  shall  be  consistent  with  the  good  faith  which  she  owes  to 
the  Dioceses  with  which  she  has  been  in  union  during  the  past  four 
years. 

**JRe9ohed,  That  with  a  view  to  such  contingency,  there  be  four 
clerical  and  four  lay  deputies  elected  to  represent  this  Diocese  in 
the  ensuing  General  Covention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  United  States."       ' 

7.  The  Bishops  of  Mississippi  and  Alabama  are  understood  to 
prefer  continuing,  at  least  for  a  season,  the  organization  formed  by 
the  Southern  Dioceses. 

The  opinions  of  the  Bishops  and  Councils  of  South  Carolina  and 
Florida  have  not  been  declared  or  have  not  reached  us. 

From  this  statement  it  appears  that  the  prevailing  voice  of  the 
Church  in  the  South  is  in  favor  of  a  return  to  our  former  ecclesi- 
astical relations ;  and  that  as  far  as  their  action  is  concerned,  the 
reeult  seems  inevitable.  What  influence  this  should  have  on  our 
cause  it  is  for  this  Council  to  determine.  If  the  Council  concludes, 
•8  it  has  the  right  to  do,  that  the  interests  of  the  Church  require 
the  maintenance  of  our  organization,  then  it  will  be  for  you  so  to 
instruct  your  delegates  to  the  Grei^eral  Council,  with  special  direc- 
tions to  advocate  proper  measures  for  recognizing  and  promoting 
fraternal  communion  between  the  two  branches  of  the  Church  in 
the  United  States.  .If,  however,  this  Council  shall  judge  that,  all 
things  considered,  the  peace  and  prosperity  of  the  Church  require 
that  our  separate  organization  should  cease,  and  former  relations 
be  resumed,  then  the  mode  and  the  time  for  effecting  this  will  de- 
mand your  careful  deliberation.  In  conducting  this  there  are  cer- 
tiun  pertinent  questions  which  we  may  very  properly  propose  to 
ourselves. 

If ,  as  a  people,  we  are  solicitous  for  a  speedy  civil  reunion,  why 
should  we  not,  as  a  Church,  be  equally  desirous  of  a  speedy  re-es- 
tablishment of  our  ecclesiastical  relations? 

,  Are  there  any  sensibilities  which  may  be  disregarded  in  the  one 
adjustment,  but  w£ch  require  to  be  consulted  and  indulged  in  the 
other?  : 

May  we  be  more  implacable  as  churchmen  than  as  citizens? 

If  time  is  necessary  to  compose  our  feelings,  how  much  must  be 
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taken  ?    Whose  experience  is  to  determine  the  meMore  ?    Ib  then 
any  other  scriptural  limit  than  the  "going  down  of  the  san?" 

Are  not  such  feelings  better  disciplined  by  immediate,  resoliiie 
mortification  than  by  indulgent  allowance  ? 

Does  not  the  policy  of  formally  postponing  reconciliation  in- 
volve a  grave  question  of  Christian  moralB,not  to  be  overlooked  in 
seeking  to  ascertain  our  duty  ? 

Again,  whilst  it  would  be  very  agreeable  to  receive  from  those 
from  whom  we  have  been  separated  certain  satisfactory  aasorances, 
in  reference  both  to  the  past  and  the  future,  and  whilst  the  volun- 
tary tender  of  such  assurances  on  their  part  would  be  conciliating 
and  grateful,  would  not  such  a  requisition  by  us  be  regarded  ai 
dictation  and  indicate  a  very  offensive  want  of  confidence  in  their 
rectitude  of  purpose  ? 

Would  it  not  be  more  becoming  in  us  to  assume  that  thofe  with 
whom  we  are  willing  to  be  reunited  will  do  what  is  right  without  ^ 
being  held  to  it  by  a  pledge,  especially  as  the  doing  what  we  de- 
sire would  be  compatible  with  their  principles ;  but  a  pledge  to 
that  effect  would  involve  a  recognition  irreconcilable  with  their 
known  convictions  of  ecclesiastical  order,  and  which,  therefore,  ai 
they  cannot  consistently  give,  we  ought  not  to  propose? 

If  such  a  proposal  would,  as  it  certainly  will,  prevent  that  which 
without  any  pledge  may  be  readily  conceded,  shall  we  forego  the 
benefit  of  the  action  rather  than  waive  the  j^ledge  as  a  pre- 
requisite ? 

If,  indeed,  the  waiver  were  to  be  ui\derstood  as  a  surrender  of 
the  principles  which  have  governed  us  in  our  organization  and 
subsequent  proceedings,  and  an  adoption  of  those  known  to  be 
maintained  by  many  with  whom  reunion  is  now  proposed,  it  would 
be  both  dishonorable  and  dishonest,  and  could  not  for  a  moment 
admit  of  a  question. 

But  if  no  such  change  is  professed  or  supposed — ^if  it  is  unde^ 
stood  that,  without  reference  to  theories  or  antecedent  actions  on 
either  part,  former  relations  are  to  be  resumed  in  good  faith  and 
with  fraternal  purposes,  may  not  such  an  arrangement  be  mutu- 
ally acceptable? 

Is  not  resumption  of  former  relations,  without  concessionB  or 
promisee,  the  only  way  in  which  reunion  is  practicable,  and  would 
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it  not  furnish  snrer  hope  of  a  peaceful  and  profitable  future  than 
any  formal  concordat  attained  by  diplomatic  negotiation  ? 

Ultimate  and  authoritative  action  on  this  subject  pertains  prop- 
erly to  our  General  Council.  Immediately,  therefore,  on  receiving 
the  circular  of  Bishop  Hopkins,  I  wrote  to  our  presiding  Bishop, 
proposing  that  he  should  call  a  special  meeting,  or  if  this  were  im- 
practicable, then  suggesting  a  conference  of  the  Southern  Bishops. 
As  the  interruption  of  the  mails  and  the  lines  of  travel  rendered 
it  impossible  to  convene  the  Council  before  the  meeting  of  the 
General  Convention,  the  Bishops  of  the  South  have  been  invited  to 
assemble  at  Augusta  on  the  27th  of  this  month.  With  this  call  I 
am  prevented  from  complying  by  my  duties  in  this  Council,  which 
cannot  adjourn  in  time  for  me  to  reach  Augusta  on  the  day  ap- 
pointed. This,  however,  is  less  to  be  regretted,  because  as  the  con- 
clusions of  the  Bishops  could  only  be  advisory,  and  their  advice 
now  can  be  of  little  practical  importance,  as  the  policy  to  be  pur- 
sue is  already  indicated  by  the  opinion  ezp]:e8sed  by  Bishops  in- 
dividually, and  by  the  separate  action  of  several  Dioceses.  From 
that  policy  it  is  not  probable  the  Greneral  Council  would  dissent. 
'  Be  this  as  it  may,  we  cannot  afford  to  suspend  all  action  till  the 
determination  is  so  reached.  This  would  bo  for  us  to  lose  a  fit 
opportunity  for  responding  to  the  fraternal  overtures  which  have 
been  noticed,  by  permitting  the  General  Convention  to  adjourn, 
under  the  impression  that  the  Diocese  of  Virginia  is  unfavorable 
or  indifferent  to  ecclesiastical  re-union.  If  we  desire  to  prevent 
such  impression,  and  avoid  any  embarrassing  consequences,  it  will 
be  for  this  Council  to  determine  how  this  may  be  best  effected — 
whether  simply  by  resolutions,  which  will  be  a  virhud  acceptance 
of  re-union,  or,  further,  by  commissioning  those  who  shall  be  chosen 
as  delegates  to  the  Gcfieral  Council,  which  is  to  meet  at  Mobile  in 
November,  to  represent  this  Diocese  in  the  General  Convention, 
which  is  to  meet  in  Philadelphia  in  October,  with  instructions  to 
appear  there  personally,  and  take  their  seats,  when,  in  their  judg- 
ment, the  interests  of  the  Church  will  thereby  be  promoted. 

The  adoption  of  one  or  both  of  these  expedients  will  prevent 
even  the  appearance  of  unbecoming  reluctance  in  reference  to  a 
result  which  we  regard  as  certain — ^will  place  us  in  favorable  posi- 
tion for  availing  ourselves  of  the  most  propitious  juncture  for  its  ac^- 
complifihment,  and  evince  the  respect  which  we  have  for  our  obU- 
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gatdons  to  our  Bister  Diooeees  of  the  ^outh,  by  recognising  the  or« 
ganization  wliich  we  formed  under  the  preesore  of  neceeaiiy,  and 
concur  in  dissolving  when  required  by  considerations  of  Christian 
expediency. 

If  the  endeavor  to  present  a  correct  view  of  our  poation  and  of 
the  policy  which  it  suggests,  reveals  the  inclination  it  has  given  to 
my  own  judgment,  it  has  but  done  what  I  have  no  desire  to  avoid. 
I  trust  it  has  been  effected  without  even  the  appearance  of  pre- 
sumption, or  a  word  that  would  produce  any  other  excitement  than 
such  as  is  inseparable  from  a  subject  of  paramount  interest.    In 
its  treatment  little  skill  or  power  would  be  needed  to  reanimate 
and  inflame  those  violent  passions  which  have  been  aroused  by  the 
occurrences  of  the  past  four  years.    The  tempest  might  readily  be 
reproduced  by  a  simple  recital  of  wrong  and  suffering  which  have 
been  endured.    These,  indeed,  may  not  soon  or  easily  be  forgotten, 
nor  is  this  required,  but  they  may  and  must  be  forgiven.    To  per- 
petuate their  disturbing  force,  by  vividly  picturing  to  ourselves  and 
others  their  severity,  may  serve  the  purpose  of  selfish  wreckers, 
who  find  their  profit  in  despoiling  the  corpses  and  seizing  the  frag- 
ments of  rich  freight  with  which  the  storm  may  strew  the  shore. 
Christians  are  to  be  peacemakers.    Their  heaven-descended  motto 
is,  "  On  earth  peace,  good  will  toward  men."    In  "  following  after 
the  things  which  make  for  peace,**  as  they  are  commanded,  they 
care  not  to  calculate  how  long  wounded  sensibilities  may  be  ex- 
pected to  weep,  cpr  memory  be  allowed  to  eliminate  their  wrongs. 
The  proffered  hand  may  be  accepted  before  the  lacerations  it  has 
inflicted  are  healed,  or  often  it  would  be  impossible  to  do  so  at  all, 
for  there  are  lacerations  which  the  heart  cannot  cease  to  feel  till  it 
peases  to  beat.    We  are  to  be  imitators  of  him  who,  "  whibi  we 
^»ere  sinners"  died  for  us;   who,  when  pureed    in  every  limb, 
prayed  for  the  forgiveness  of  his  persecutors  whilst  they  were 
rending  him  in  their  rage.    "  Even  as  Christ  forgave  you,  so  do  ye," 
is  the  rule  and  measure  for  his  followers.    And  with  this  pattern 
of  prompt  and  unsolicited  forgiveness  of  complicated  violence  asd 
wrong,  infinitely  surpassing  all  that  man  can  experience  from  bis 
fellow-man,  it  would  ill  become  those  who  profess  and  call  theift- 
selves  Christians  to  nourish  resentments  by  dwelling  on  injoiies, 
or  to  plead  sorrow,  which  it  is  proper  to  feel,  in  delay  of  recon- 
ciliation, which  it  would  be  wrong  to  defer — a  plea  which»  if  it  is 
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allowed,  may  be  in  force  for  life,  and  adjourn  re-union  for  the  con* 
aideration  of  a  generation  unborn. 

This  statement,  which  I  deemed  it  mj  duty  to  make,  is  presented 
witlr  the  fervent  prayer  that  in  this  and  all  other  matters  which 
daim  the  attention  of  this  Council,  we  may  have  grace  to  perceive 
and  pursue  that  course  which  will  be  most  acceptable  to  Him,  who 
is  "tibe  author  of  peace  and  the  lover  of  concord." 

Mr.  William  H.  Macfarland  offered  a  resolution  that  a  com- 
mittee of  thirteen  be  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  that 
portion  of  the  address  which  related  to  the  reunion  of  the  North- 
em  and  Southern  Episcopal  Churches. 

Fending  the  discussion  of  this  resolution,  the  Council  adjourned 
until  to-morrow  at  9  o'clock  A.  M.

"Besolved,  That  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  report  as  refers  to  the  religious  in- 
terest of  the  Freedmen  of  Virginia  be  referred  to  a  Committee  to  bo  appointed 
by  the  Chair." 

Mr.  William  H.  Macfarland  asked  the  Oooncil  to  take  np  and 
consider  his  resolution  of  the  previous  day,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"Eesolved,  That  so  much  of  the  report  of  the  President  of  the  Council  m 
refers  to  relations  hereafter  to  be  maintained  by  the  Church  South  and  North, 
be  referred  to  a  Special  Committee  of  Thirteen,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Chair, 
with  instructions  to  report  thereon."

rhe  Committee  is  not  able  to  give  a  statement  as  to  contributions,  as 
3  nature  of  the  currency  and  other  matters  make  it  impossible  to

But  it  wiU  be  gratifying  to  know  that,  notwithstanding  our  losses,  and 
Q  universal  want  of  money,  the  contributions  to  the  contingent  fund, 
lis  far  received,  amoimt  to  $2,000.  Such  an  evidence  of  zeal  and 
votion  to  the  Church  at  the  price  of  much  self-denial  and  sacrifice

Mr.  Perkins,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  to  which  was  referred 
BO  much  of  the  President's  report  as  refers  to  the  religious  instruc- 
tion of  negroes,  made  the  following  report: 

^Beoognizing  the  change  in  the  social  conditiop  of  the  colored  race, 
the  Church  of  Virginia  desires  to  express  her  continued  interest  in  the 
wel&re — ^both  spiritual  and  ten^poral— -of  the  frepdmen  scattered 
tfaxooghout  the  Diocese:  therefore, 

1.  *'  JResolved,  That  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia  pledge  themselyes 
to  renewed  efforts  in  the  work  of  their  religions  instmction  by  preaching, 
Bonday  School  efforts,  and  every  other  available  means  that  may  contribute 
to  their  moral  and  religions  well-being. 

2.  *'  Betolved,  That  the  Laity  of  the  Diocese  will  co-operate  with  their  Pas- 
tors, and,  as  far  as  practicable,  both  ix(  the  Snnday  School  and  at  home,  give 
partkolar  attention  to  their  mental  as  well  as  religions  instmction. 
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3.  '*  lUiolved,  That,  as  one  of  the  means  for  the  aceompIiBhmeatof  theabore 
purpose,  the  establishment  of  parochial  echools  be  recommended.** 

The  report  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Norton  it  was  resolved,  that  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Council  take  place  in  St.  PauFs  Church,  Alexandria. 

Eev.  Dr.  Andrews  read  the  report  of  the  "  Committee  on  the 
state  of  the  Church:" 

JReport  of  the  Committee  on  the  Slate  of  the  ChurcK, 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  respectfully  report- 
That  under  the  order  of  proceedings  which  obtain  in  the  Ooimcil, 
it  is,  and  always  has  been  in  their  judgment,  impracticable  for  said 
Committee  to  subserve  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  constitated, 
which  is  sufficiently  obvious  from  the  fact,  that  no  such  report,  in 
times  past,  has  given  an  adequate  view  of  the  state  of  the  Ohnrch 
in  the  Diocese.  In  few  instances  has  it  even  been  attempted. 
Such  view  can  only  be  obtained  from  the  Parochial  Reports,  or 
from  the  facts  presented  by  the  Bishop  in  his  annual 'address,  which 
will  be  already  in  possession  of  the  Council,  and  which  will  appear 
in  the  printed  journal. 

It  is  'not  usually  possible  for  the  Committee  on  Parochial  Reporia 
to  report  before  the  last  day  of  the  session,  affi^rding  no  opportunity 
for  the  preparation  of  statistics,  and  such  practical  recommenda- 
tions as  they  may  suggest.  As  a  necessary  consequence,  the  reports 
of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  in  past  years  have 
been  a  series  of  papers,  mostly  in  the  homilitical  style,  many  of 
them  of  much  ability,  and  all  upon  various  grounds,  calculated  to 
be  useful,  but  none  subserving  the  purpose  intended. 

Your  Committee  would  suggest  the  following  as  the  only  practi- 
cable method  which  has  occurred  to  them  for  securing  the  object 
desired,  viz :  That  it  be  introduced  as  a  standing  rule,  that  imme- 
diately after  the  announcement  of  the  Standing  Committees,  of 
which  that  on  the  State  of  the  Church  will  be  one,  the  Council 
resolve  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole,  the  Bishop  in  the 
Chair,  when  each  member  of  the  Council  shall  have  opportunity  to 
present  such  facts  and  suggestions  as  may  bear  upon  the  subject  •

xmunitted  to  the  Oommittee  on  the  State  of  the  Oharch^  and  which 
ire  to  form  the  basis  of  their  report. 

Had  the  nsnal  coarse  been  porsned  at  the  present  session,  the 
Committee  had  it  in  mind  to  submit  some  thoughts  upon  the  spe- 
cial hindrances  to  the  revival  of  religion  in  Virginia,  with  some 
suggestions  respecting  the  most  practical  means  for  their  removal, 
but  for  this  there  is  no  time  sufficient.  It  may,  however,  be  deem- 
ed advisable  to  retain  the  benefits  derivable  from  the  reports  of  this 
[rommittee,  as  heretofore  conducted,  and  in  addition  to  such  mea- 
mres  as  may  be  proposed  by  the  Bishop  for  promoting  the  interests 
>f  the  Ohurch,  have  also  suggestions  emanating  from  the  Clergy  and 
[jaity  in  Oouncil. 

Should  this  be  the  case,  it  is  simply  suggested  at  present,  for  con- 
dderation,  that  another  Committee  be  constituted,  and  annually 
appointed  a  year  in  advance,  in  ordef  to  give  time  for  maturing 
irhat  might  be  of  great  practical  usefulness  on  the  conduct  of  so 
^eat  a  work. 

With  respect  to  the  first  point,  the  Committee  submit  the  follow- 
ing resolution,  and  ask  that  it  be  laid  over  for  action  at  the  next 
session  of  the  Council.

Muon,  immediately  after  the  annoancement  of  the  Standing  Committees,  the

mittee  on  Finance: 

JReport  of  Finance  Cbrmmttee. 

The  Finance  Ck)nnnittee  wonld  report,  that  on  examining  tlieflo- 
count  of  the  late  Treasurer,  it  appears  that  there  is  due  to  hinii 
a  balance  in  Confederate  money,  the  stun  of  $2117  48,  (twentj-one 
hundred  and  seventeen  dollars  and  forty-three  cents.) 

It  also  appears,  from  his  account,  that  only  seven  thousand  ddl^ 
lars  ($7,000)  of  the  Bishop's  salary  has  been  paid  for  the  pastyear, 
and  thus  there  is  due  him  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000|)  toge- 
ther with  what  he  has  paid  for  traveling  expenses,  the  above  being 
in  Confederate  money. 

There  has  been  received  during  the  present  session  of  the  Ooon- 
cil  by  the  Treasmrer,  Mr,  Mitchell,  about  thiriy-one  hundred  dol- 
lars ($3100)  for  the  use  of  the  Diocese.  This  amount  will,  do 
doubt,  be  largely  increased  by  parishes  not  represented  at  the  pre- 
sent Council.

On  motion,  the  salary  of  Bishop  Johns  was  fixed  at  two  thou- 
sand five  hundred  dollars  for  the  year  commencing  on  the  let  of 
May  last,  and  it  was  also  resolved  to  return  to  him  his  traveling 
expenses,  paid  by  himself. 

Bev.  Mr.  Latane,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  new  Farifihes, 
presented  an  application  from  a  portion  of  St.  Martin's  Faiish, 
Hanover.    Laid  upon  the  table. 

Bev.  Mr.  Sprigg  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted:

Dr.  Minnigerode,  from  the  Ezecutive  Committee  to  whom 
was  referred  so  much  of  the  President's  report  as  related  to  his 
correspondence  with  the  Domestic  Committee  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  North,  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted:

£9el  at  Uberty  to  accept  their  ofifer  (tender  of  fonds),  we  acknowledge  it  with

To  him  the  Pari^  has  been  indebted  for  occa- 
raonal  services  in  the  meantime;  and  I  am  justified  in  saying, 
each  one  of  his  old  parishioners  would  bear  willing  testimony  to 
his  2eal  and  efficiency  as  a  minister.    The  parieii  has  had  tb^  acl« 
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vantage  of  services  from  the  Rev.  George  Norton,  aa  well  as  thA 
Rev.  Messrs.  Charles  E.  and  Thomas  M.  Ambler. 

During  the  war  our  Church  building  and  rectory  have  been  in- 
jured, though  both  may  be  put  in  a  condition  to  be  used  with 
slight  repairs. 

Our  Parish  register  has  been  lost  during  the  war,  and  no  record 
has  been  kept  of  baptisms,  marriages  or  funerals ;  and  I  can  only 
report  that  the  sum  of  $  21  has  been  put  in  the  hands  of  the  Laj 
Delegate  for  the  Bishop's  fund  by  the  communicants.  We  are 
endeavoring  to  raise  a  fund  ta  secure  the  services  of  a  minister 
at  the  earliest  possible  time.

Pemarka. — ^Piedmont  Parish  has  been  without  a  minister  for  a 
long  period.  Rev.  Chas.  Shield  went  to  Maryland  in  the  winter 
of  1860-61.  The  Rev.  Robert  M.  Baker  took  charge  in  February, 
1862,  and  left  in  October,  1862.  Since  then  divine  service  has  been 
held  not  more  than  three  or  four  times,  until  1  took  charge  of  these 
Churches,  informally,  on  the  17th  day  of  April,  1865,  that  being 
Easter  Monday.  I  have  since  received  a  call  from  the  vestry  of 
the  Parish.  This  parish  has  suffered  heavily  during  the  war. 
Farms  have  been  laid  waste,  barns,  &c.  burned,  dwellings  pillaged^ 
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and  more,  many  valuable  lives  have  been  lost.  Among  the  de- 
parted it  is  proper  to  mention  Col.  Jno.  A.  Washington,  and  Col. 
Thos.  Marshall,  both  vestrymen  of  this  Parish,  both  gallant  men 
and  sincere  Christians,  slain  in  bc^ttle. 

The  members  of  the  Parish  are  much  reduced  in  means ;  and  the 
Church  buildings  were  much  injured  by  the  Union  troops.  All 
three  Churches  were  sadly  defaced^  and  two  of  them  now  stand 
mere  naked  walls  roofed  over.  But  the  prospect  in  the  Parisli  is 
encouraging,  and  we  hope  soon  to  have  all  three  buildings  in 
good  order. 

I  also  report  that  on  May  28th,  1864, 1  was  appointed  a  chaplain 
in  the  Confederate  Army,  for  the  24th  regiment,  Virginia  infantry, 
Pickett's  division.  We  erected  a  conmiodious  and  substantial  log 
chapel  for  our  use  during  the  winter.  The  moral  and  religious 
tone  of  Kemper's  brigade  was  good,  and  it  promised  better  things 
then.  During  the  year  I  baptized  fifteen — two  infants  and  thir- 
teen adults,  three  of  the  latter  were  men  condemned  to  death,  and 
the  nte  was  performed  in  the  division»guard  house.  On  December 
11th  I  had  the  privilege  of  presenting  to  the  Bishop  for  Confirma- 
tion, eleven  candidates  from  Kemper's  brigade  and  Cabell's  artil- 
lery battalion.  The  end  of  the  war  necessarily  put  an  end  to  my 
labors  in  the  army,  but  I  cannot  close  without  saying  that  I  be- 
lieve much  good  was  done  to  the  cause  of  Christ,  by  bringing  the 
thousands  of  the  army  into  a  condition  where  they  had  frequent 
opportunities  of  hearing  the  pure  gospel,  under  circumstances  cal- 
culated to  make  them  attend  to  its  teachings ;  and  without  remark- 
ing that  in  the  vast  region  from  which  my  regiment  was  drawn, 
comprising  the  |ounties  of  Henry,  Patrick,  Pulaski,  Montgomery, 
Giles,  Floyd,  Carroll,  Mercer  and  Franklin,  there  is  but  one  small 
Episcopal  congregation.  It  is  an  excellent  field  for  missionary  en- 
terprise for  our  Church.

Bui 
thanks  to  a  kind  Providence,  the  Rector  has  been  able  to  continue 
at  his  post,  and  the  services  of  the  Church  have  never  been  inter- 
rupted. Peace  restored,  we  hope  for  new  life.  The  Rector  has 
frequently  preached  through  the  neighborhood,  making  a  feeble  at- 
tempt to  keep  alive  some  of  the  old  and  destitute  Parishes.  Theie 
has  been  no  Episcopal  visitation  of  this  Parish  since  1861 ;  henoe, 
no  confirmations  are  recorded,  but  the  additions  to  the  communion 
have  been  numerous.

JSemar/^.— During  the  bombardment  of  the  town  in  1862,  the 
Church  building  was  very  much  injured,  and  the  congregation  al- 
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most  entirely  scattered,  and  those  who  remained  being  unable  to 
support  a  minister,  for  nearly  two  years  no  services  were  held,  ex- 
cept such  as  were  occasionally  supplied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kepler, 
of  Richmond,  and  other  visiting  Ministers. 

The  present  Rector's  connection  with  the  Parish  dates  back  only 
to  December  last.. 

During  the  winter  months,  our  services  were  held  in  the  base- 
ment lecture  room,  it  being  impossible  to  make  the  upper  part  of 
the  C&urch  comfortable,  owing  to  the  injuries  it  had  received  from 
shot  and  shell.  As  soon  as  the  war  ended,  and  communicatiqn 
with  the  North  was  re-opened,  the  Rector  was  req^uest^d  by  the 
vestry  to  proceed  North,  for  the  purpose  of  soliciting  the  funds  ne- 
cessary to  repair  our  dismantled  sanctuary ;  and  his  mission  was 
partially  successful. 

The  Bishop  of  New  York  kindly  volunteered  to  give  him  a 
most  cordial  letter  of  commendation  to  the  clergy  and  laity  of  that 
Diocese,  and  they  most  liberally  responded  to  the  appeal  thus 
made  to  them.  With  the  funds  already  raised,  together  with 
others  which  have  been  promised  ns,  we  hope  to  entirely  repair  the 
breaches  of  war  before  the  winter  sets  in. 

The  records  of  the  Parish  having  been  lost  or  destroyed  during 
the  military  occupation  of  the  town,  this  report  is  necessarily  in- 
complete.

Mr.  Tazewell  Taylor  presented  the  following  paper  from  the 
ew-holders  of  Christ  Church,  Norfolk,  which,  upon  motion,  was 
rdered  to  be  spread  upon  the  journal : 

At  a  called  meeting  of  the  pew-holders  and  pew-renters  of 
hrist  Churich,  Norfolk,  on  the  4th  day  of  May,  1866,  the  follow- 
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ing  preamble  and  reflolations  were  adopted  by  a  yoie  of  56  ayes 
to  14  nays: 

Whebeas,  th«  Constitatioa  of  ChriBt  Church,  m  amended  in  the  yetr  18S4, 
provides,  that  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  pew-holders,  one*third  <^  the  pew- 
holders  and  pew-renters  of  the  Church  shall  conititate  a  quorum  for  buiineiB 
purposes,  and  that  at  such  meetings  a  rector,  organist,  sexton,  and  fiye  trm- 
tees,  shall  be  elected  by  a  nAjority  of  the  meeting  fbr  one  year,  6r  untfl  timr 
successors  be  appointed,  under  which  provision  the  present  rector,  tratoeSi  sad 
other  officers  of  the  Church,  hold  their  offices  in  virtue  of  an  election  held  si 
the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  pew-holders  in  November,  ldd5 ;  andwhemi, 
it  appears  from  a  paper  laid  before  this  meeting  by  the  tniatees,  that  aitt- 
jorify  of  the  pew-holden  of  this  Church  desire  that  the  Constitution  ihosUbe 
so  amended,  as  that  hereafter  a  vestry  shall  be  chosen  by  the  pew-holden  of 
this  Church  according  to  the  regulations  prescribed  by  the  9th  canon  of  Ike 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diooese  of  VirgToda.  and  hare  signified 
their  assent  to  said  change. 

Be  it  therefore  reiolved,  in  gener<U  meeting  ef  tke  j^ew-hMen  of  OkriatChmnk, 
now  oitembled.  That  the  Cooetitation  of  this  Church  be  to  amended  as  to  be 
made  to  conform  to  the  9th  oanon  aforesaid,  as  modified  by  the  10th  of  M«i 
canons,  which  limits  the  ehoioe  of  the  vestry  to  the  pew-holden ;  and  thsi 
the  care  and  management  of  this  Gburch  be  hereafter  oonfided  to  a  VQskqr  sf 
the  Church,  so  to  be  ohoeen ;  and  that  this  Church  shall  hereafter  be  gofsris^ 
as  all  other  churches  of  the  Diocese,  similarly  situaM  according  to  tiie 
canons  and  laws  of  theChurch :  provided  that  noising  herein  contained  sbsll 
alter  or  abridge  the  rights  oif  the  pew-owners  to  their  respective  pews  m  now 
held  by  them.  •••••««♦ 

Besolved,  That  notice  of  this  alteration  of  the  Constitution  be  commnni- 
cated  to  the  next  Council  of  this  Diocese,  so  that  it  may  amend  the  10th  caaon 
of  the  Church  by  striking  therefrom  the  last  excepting  clause  therein,  relating 
exclusively  to  this  Church,  and  that  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  be  also  offi- 
ciaUy  notified  thereof.  *  *  *  *       .   *  *  *

Mr.  Taylor,  the  lay  delegate  from  Christ  Church,  Norfolk,  in 
pursuance  of  the  notice  given  on  yesterday  on  presenting  the  reso- 
lutions adopted  by  the  pew-holders  of  said  Church,  proposed  the 
following, alteration  of  the  10th  canon,  viz: 

To  strike  out  the  last  clause  thereof,  which  is  in  these  words: 
*'  Excepting  in  the  case^of  Christ  Church,  in  the  city  of  Norfolk,

which  being  ander  peculiar  circumstances  in  relation  to  the  num- 
ber of  trustees,  the  time  and  manner  of  electing  them  and  the  rec- 
tor, the  pew-holders  are  permitted  to  conform  to  their  own  regula- 
tions in  these  particulars;"  which,  on  his  motion,  was  referred  to  a 
committee  of  two  clergymen  and  two  la3rmen  for  consideration  and 
report. 

The  Comnlittee  appointed  were  Rev.  Mr.  Norton,  Rev.  Mr. 
'  Clark,  Dr.  John  R.  Purdy  and  Mr.  Blair. 

The  Bishop  then  delivered  his  annyal  report : 

BISHOP  JOANS'  ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  of  the  Loaiy  : 

In  my  address  to  the  Council,  which  jnet  in  Richmond  on  Wed- 
nesday, the  20th  of  September,  I  reported  my  official  services  to 
that  date.  On  the  Friday  following  I  held  an  ordination  in  St. 
James*  Church,  Richmond,  aid  admitted  the  Revs.  J.  M.  Mere- 
dith, R.  M.  Baker,  W.  F.  Gardner  and  S.  M.  Bird  to  Priest's  or- 
ders. At  the  same  time  I  admitted  T.  E.  HammonH  to  the  Dia- 
conate. 

September  24.  In  St.  Philip's  Church,  Richmond,  after  a  sermon 
by  Rev.  W.  F.  (Jardiner,  I  confirmed  five. 

October  1.   I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Alexandria. 

October  8.  After  a  sermon  by  the  Rector,  I  addressed  the  con- 
gregation of  Grace  Church,  Alexandria. 

October  15.  In  St.  Pauls  Church,  Lynchburg,  Lpreached  morn- 
ing and  night,  and  confirmed  fourteen. 

October  16.  I  preached  in  St.  Stephen's  Churcfi,  Bedford,  and 
confirmed  six. 

October  17.    I  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Bedford. 

October  22.   I  preached  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Seminary. 

October  29.   I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Norfolk. 

From  Norfolk  I  proceeded  to  Richmond,  and  thence  to  Augusta, 
Georgia,  to  attend  the  General  Council,  which  met  in  that  city  on 
the  8th  of  November.     The  proceedings  of  that  body  were  pub- 
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liehed  at  the  time  in  variouB  secular  and  religious  papers,  and  sub- 
sequently in  pamphlet  form.  They  involved  nothing  of  special 
interest  to  us  at  present,  except  the  recognition  of  the  right  of  each 
of  the  Southern  Dioceses  to  determine  its  ecclesiastical  relationSy  as 
its  7>wn  Council  might  elect.  Under  this  recognition  eyerj  other 
Diocese  of  our  late  confederation  has  returned  to  its  former  con- 
nection with  the  Church  in  the  United  States,  of  which  formal  no- 
tice has  been  communicated  to  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  this 
Diocese.  It  remains  for  us  to  avail  ourselves  of  this  annual  meet- 
ing of  our  Council  to  take  such  action  as  our  christian  duty,  the 
interest  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  unity  and  fellowship  of  the  gene- 
ral Church  may  require.  My  own  views  on  this  subject  were 
frankly  and  fully  expressed  in  my  address  to  our  last  Council.  I 
have  since  seen  no  reason  to  change,  but  much  to  lead  me  to  re- 
affirm them  with  more  decided  emphasis. 

By  the  withdrawal  of  the  other  Diocese,  which,  with  our  own, 
formed  the  ecclesiastical  organization  in  the  Southern  States,  that 
organization  has  ceased  to  exist,  and  now,  certainly,  we  are  free  to 
act  as  we  may  think  proper,  without  being  embarrassed  by  the  fear 
of  appearing  to  be  discourteous  to  our  late  respected  associates. 
And  as  all  apprehension  as  to  the  mind  and  bearing  of  our  North- 
ern brethren  toward  us  has  been  happily  removed  by  the  christian 
spirit  which  characterized  the  last  General  Conveiition,  and  the 
conciliatory  measures  by  which  it  expressed  itself,  the  way  is  fairly 
open  for  a  becoming  re-union,  and  I  cordially  recommend,  what  I 
trust  you  will  unanimously  approve,  (the  adoption  of  a  resolution 
that  the  Diocese  of  Virginia  now  resume  her  former  connection 
with  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  United  States.) 

November  19.  I  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Portsmouth,  in  the 
morning,  and  at  night  in  Christ  Church,  Norfolk. 

I  had  communicated  to  the  brethren  in  the  Western  portion  of 
the  Diocese  my  intention  to  be  with  them  immediately  after  the 
adjournment  of  the  General  Council,  and  now,  though  late  in  the 
season,  and  with  necessarily  short  notice  of  my  appointments,  I 
crossed  the  mountains  to  visit  the  churches.  I  reached  Parkers- 
burg  on  Saturday  morning,  November  25th,  and  at  night,  after  a  ser- 
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mon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Tompkins,  of  Kentucky,  I  addressed  the 
congregation  in  Trinity  Church. 

November  26.  In  the  morning  I  preached  in  Trinity  Ohurch, 
Parkersburg,  and,  at  the  request  of  the  Rector,  baptized  nine  in- 
fants. At  night  I  preached  in  the  same  Church,  and  confirmed  five. 

November  28.  At  Ravenswood  I  preached  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  kindly  loaned  to  us,  as  our  own  had  been  rendered  unfit 
for  use  by  military  occupation: 

November  29  and  30.  Were  passed  in  reaching  Weston.  At 
night,  after  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hyland,  I  addressed  the  con- 
gregation in  St.  Paul's  Church. 

December  1.  In  the  same  Church  I  preached  in  the  morning, 
and  baptized  two  adults  and  three  infants.  At  night  I  preached 
again,  and  confirmed  twelve. 

December  2.  Returned  to  Clarksburg,  and  the  next  morning 
preached  in  Christ  Church,  confirming  seven. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  my  great  gratification  at  the 
very  cordial  reception  uniformly  extended-  to  me  throughout  this 
partial  visitation,  and  my  regret  that  it  could  not  then  include  all 
the  churches  in  that  section  of  the  Diocese.  The  omission  will  now 
soon  be  supplied,  as  I  have  made  arrangements  for  that  purpose, 
which  I  hope  to  have  the  pleasure  of  efi'ecting  at  an  early  day 
after  our  adjournment. 

December  7.  On  my  return  through  Cumberland,  at  the  request 
of  the  Bishop  of  Maryland,  I  preached  at  Emmanuel  Church,  and 
confirmed  seventeen. 

December  10.  I  preached  morning  and  night  in  Mount  Zion 
Church,  Hedgesville,  and  confirmed  nine. 

December  17.  In  the  Prayer  Hall  of  the  Theological  Seminary 
I  admitted  to  Priest's  orders  the  Rev.  Josiah  Curtis,  of  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Weston. 

February  11.    I  preached  in  the  Seminary  Chapel. 

March  7.    I  again  officiated  in  the  Chapel. 

March  11.  I  preached  in  Falls'  Church,  Fairfax  county.  This 
venerable  building,  which  had  been  so  appropriately  fitted  up  be- 
fore the  war,  was  so  damaged  by  military  use,  and  the  congregations 
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80  dispersed,  that  all  hopes  of  renewing  services  there,  at  least  for 
some  years,  was  abandoned. 

In  February  last,  an  officer  connected  with  the  quartermaster 
department,  called  at  my  residence  to  say  that  he  had  superin- 
tended the  expenditure  of  an  appropriation  by  government  for  re- 
pairing the  Church,  which  was  now  in  a  condition  to  be  occupied, 
and  to  request  that  some  arrangement  might  be  made  to  open  it 
statedly  for  religious  services.  This  was  promptly  done  by  the 
professors  and  students  of  the  seminary.  Though  the  building  has 
lost  much  of  its  former  church-like  appearance,  it  has  been  judi- 
ciously repaired,  according  to  the  means  appropriated,  and  thepeo- 
ple  of  the  Parish  are  again  in  possession  of  a  comfortable  house  of 
worship,  for  which  they  are  indebted  to  the  disinterested  and  per- 
severing zeal  of  Mr.  Jacob  G.  De  Futson,  of  whose  efficient  good 
will  I  take  pleasure  in  making  this  honorable  record. 

March  15.   I  lectured  in  St.  Paul's  (Jhurch,  Norfolk. 

March  17.   I  lectured  in  St.  Pauls  Church,  Norlolk. 

March  18.   I  preached  in  St.  John's  Church,  Portsmouth. 

March  24.  I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Winchester,  and  con- 
firmed thirty-two. 

March  25.  In  the  same  Church  in  the  morning  I  admitted  to 
Deacon's  orders  Mr.  Isaac  Gibson  and  Mr.  T.  M.  Carson.  At  night 
I  preached  in  the  same  Church. 

March  27.  In  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Charlestown,  I  preached, 
and  confirmed  thirty-two. 

March  28.  At  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  Maryland,  who  was 
confined  by  sickness,  I  officiated  in  the  following  churches  iu  the 
city  of  Baltimore. 

In  the  morning  I  preached  in  the  Memorial  Church,  and  con- 
firmed thirty-four. 

In  the  afternoon  in  Ascension  Church,  and  confirmed  twenty-* 
two. 

At  night  in  Emmanuel  Church,  and  confirmed  ninety -two; 
when  I  was  greatly  gratified  by  the  presence  and  assistance  of  our 
honored  and  beloved  brother,  the  Bishop  of  Vermont,  who  has 
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promised  Aat  during  the  next  winter  he  will  visit  us  in  Virginia. 
I  congratulate  you  on  welcoming  to  your  churches  and  to  your 
homes  one  whom  you  so  highly  esteem  and  venerate,  and  in  whose 
fellowship  and  ministrations  you  cannot  fail  to  find  both  pleasure 
and  profit. 

April  1.  In  St.  Paul's  Church,  Alexandria,  I  preached  in  the 
morning  and  confirmed  forty.  At  night  in  Grace  Church,  and  con- 
firmed fifteen. 

April  3.  I  preached  in  Aquia  Church,  Stafford  county. 

April  2.  I  preached  in  St.  George's  Church,  Fredericksburg, 
and  confirmed  thirty-eight. 

April  4.  I  preached  in  St.  Margaret's  Church,  Caroline  county, 
and  confirmed  six. 

April  5.  After  a  sermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Peterkin,  at  Ashland, 
I  confirmed  five.  The  prospect  for  establishing  a  Church  in  this 
pleasant  village  is  encouraging. 

April  8.  In  the  morning  I  preached  in  the  Monumental  Church, 
Richmond,  and  confirmed  twenty-five.  In  the  afternoon,  after  a 
sermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Peterkin,  I  confirmed  six  in  St.  Philip's 
CJhurch.  At  night  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  and  confirmed 
twenty-one. 

April  9.  In  St.  John's  Church,  Richmond,  after  a  sermon  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Minnigerode,  I  confirmed  fourteen. 

April  10.  In  St.  James'  Church,  Richmond,  I  admitted  to  priest's 
orders  the  Rev.  John  A.  Mitchell,  and  the  Rev.  John  McGill.  At 
night,  in  the  same  Church,  I  preached  and  confirmed  thirty-three. 

April  11.  In  the  afternoon  I  preached  in  Grace  Church,  Peters- 
burg, and  confirmed  forty-three. 

At  night  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's,  and  confirmed  twenty-nine. 

April  12.  I  preached  in  Sussex  county,  where  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Murdaugh  officiates  occasionally,  and 'confirmed  four. 

April  14.  I  preached  in  Cabin  Point  Church,  and  confirmed  six. 
April  15.  I  preached  in  Brandon  Church,  and  confirmed  one. 

Both  of  these  Churches — Cabin  Point  and  Brandon — which  were 
handsomely  built  and  furnished  but  a  few  years  since,  have  been 
14 
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80  stripped  and  broken  during  the  war.  as  to  te  unfit  for  use  when 
the  weather  is  at  all  inclement. 

April  18.     I  cropsed  the  Bay  to  visit  the  Churches  on  the  East- 
ern Shore. 

April  19.  I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Eastville,  and  confirmed 


April  20.  I  preached  in  Hungar's  Church,  and  confirmed  six. 

April  21.  My  appointment  was  at  St.  (Jeorge's,  Pongaieagoe, 
but  the  fine  old  cruciform  brick  church,  which,  when  I  last  visited 
it,  was  in  good  repair,  I  now  found  in  ruins — nothing  left  but  roof 
and  walls,  without  a  window  or  door-frame,  and  not  the  vestige  of 
a  floor.  The  building  had  been  shamefully  desecrated  by  being 
used  by  a  cavalry  regiment  to  stable  their  horses! 

I  passed  on  to  Onancock,  and  preached  in  a  Baptist  Church  kindly 
loaned  for  our  services. 

April  22.  I  preached  in  St.  James'  Church,  Drummondtown, 
and  confirmed  seven.  The  Church  being  without  a  Rector,  I  ad- 
niinistered  the  Lord's  Supper,  ^n  these  services  I  was  assisted  by 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Col  ton,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Crosdale,  of  Maryland,  and  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Atkinson. 

April  23.  At  Temperanceville,  I  consecrated  by  the  name  Im- 
manuel  a  small  but  neat  and  appropriate  church  edifice,  one  of  the 
material  fruits  of  the  occasional  labors  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Crosdale, 
of  the  Dio(5ese  of  Maryland,  who,  in  addition  to  his  services  in  his 
own  Parish  proper,  has  for  some  years,  on  one  Sunday  afternoon 
in  each  month,  ridden  fifteen  miles  to  officiate  in  this  destitute 
vicinity,  and  who  has  been  privileged  to  see  an  interesting  congre- 
gation forming — a  suitable  house  of  worship  erected  and  dedicated 
to  the  service  of  Almighty  God,  and  now  to  present  nine  candi- 
dates for  confirmation,  on  whom,  on  this  occasion,  I  was  permitted 
to  lay  hands,  with  prayer^  for  spiritual  grace  and  benediction. 
The  Apostolic  rite  was  followed  by  the  administration  of  the 
Lord's  Supper.  The  day  would  have  been  one  of  unmingled  joy, 
but  for  the  information  that  the  next  services  of  their  minister 
would  be  his  last  in  that  relation ;  the  increasing  demands  of  hi?? 
Parijrh  in  Maryland,  rendering  it  imperative  that  he  should  give 
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all  his  time  and  labor  to  that  field.     May  a  faithful  fiuccessor  be 
found  to  carry  on  the  good  work  so  happily  begun. 

April  29.  In  the  morning  I  preached  in  St,  Paul's  Church,  Nor- 
folk, and  confirmed  eight.  At  night  I  preached  in  Christ  Church, 
and  confirmed  thirty-one — two  of  -^hom  were  from  St.  Paul's 

May  2.  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Suffolk,  and  confirmed 
twelve. 

May  3.  I  preached  in  Emmanuel  Church,  Kempsville,  and  con- 
firmed 6LZ. 

May  4.  I  preached  in  the  Chapel,  Princess  Ann,  and  confirmed 
four. 

May  6.  I  preached  morning  and  night  in  Christ  Church,  Smith- 
field,  and  confirmed  twenty-three. 

May  9.  On  my  return  through  Baltimore  I  was  able  to  comply 
with  a  conditional  engagement,  made  some  weeks  before  with  the 
Rector  of  Christ  Church,  who  had  been  authorized  by  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  still  disabled  by  sicknees,  to  invite  another  Bishop 
to  oflBciate  for  him.  After  an  interval  of  four  and  twenty  years,  1 
liad  the  satisfaction  of  preaching,  and  confirming  twenty-nine  jper- 
Bons  in  that  Church,  which,  after  fourteen  years  of  most  happy 
ministry  in  that  congregation,  I  resigned  to  become  identified  with 
the  work  of  the  (Jospel  in  this  Diocese. 

In  closing  this  narrative  of  my  oflBcial  services,  I  desire  with 
gratitude  to  record  the  fact  that,  notwithstanding  the  yet  unsettled 
condition  of  the  country,  and  the  consequent  difficulty  of  trans- 
portation, especially  when  off  the  main  lines  of  public  travel,  I 
luive  not,  from  such,  or  any  other  cause,  lost  a  single  appointment 
during  the  year,  and  have  been  able  to  bear  the  unusual  extent  (^ 
journeying  and  amount  of  ministration  required  with  ease  and 
comfdrt.

Church,  Warrenton.  At  my  request,  the  Rev.  T.  B.  Maury  has 
taken  charge  of  the  missionary  stations  on  the  Ohio,  Point  Tlea- 
sant  and  Ravenswood,  and  I  am  happy  to  know  that  he  meets  with 
much  encouragement.  At  Ravenswood  the  repairs  of  the  Church 
are  near  completion.  At  Point  Pleasant  the  good  people  are  very 
properly  exerting  themselves  to  provide  a  parsonage  to  secure  per- 
manent residence  for  their  minister,  and,  as  they  will  need  assist- 
ance, I  commend  the  enterprise  to  the  generous  consideration  of 
our  good  friends  in  Virginia  and  elsewhere,  who  are  specially  in- 
terested in  the  prosperity  of  the  Church  in  that  section  of  the  Dio- 
cese. The  Rev.  Isaac  Gibson  and  the  Rev.  T.  M.  Carson  recently 
admitted  to  the  Diaconate,  are,  with  my  approval,  engaged,  the 
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first  as  an  assistant  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Charlestown,  the  other 
in  missionary  services  at  Smithfield,  Lee  Town,  and  Banker  Hill. 

The  Rev.  B.  H.  McEim,  also  in  Deacon's  orders,  who  has  heen 
officiating  for  six  months  past  as  assistant  in  Immanuel  Church, 
Baltimore,  resumes  his  duties  in  this  Diocese,  and  is  ministering  in 
Stv  John's  Church,  Portsmouth,  to  which  he  has  been  invited  by 
the  vestry,  and  of  which,  I  am  happy  to  add,  he  will  become  the 
Rector,  as  soon  as  I  can  make  the  arrangements  for  his  ordination 
to  the  priesthood. 

Various  other  changes  have  occurred,  but,  as  they  have  not  been 
canonically  communicated  to  me,  I  have  no  authority  for  noticing 
them  in  this  address.

Prom  the  Dioceaan  Missionary  Committee  you  will  hear  by  their 
official  report :  During  the  trying  times  through  which  we  have 
passed,  this  society  was  liberally  sustained  and  judiciously  managed. 
As  far  as  I  knoyr  and  believe,  it  not  only  has  not  been  justly  liable 
to  serious  complaint,  but  by  its  efficient  action  in  the  extended  and 
diversified  sphere  opened  to  it  by  the  condition  of  the  country,  has 
furnished  occasion  for  gratitude  to  God  who  has  honored  it  by  His 
blessing.  If  now  the  wisdom  of  experience  can  suggest  any  im- 
provement by  which  more  may  be  interested  in  its  support,  and 
more  good  may  be  accomplished,  I  am  sure  we  will  hearken  with 
interest  to  the  counsel,  and  be  ready  to  avail  ourselves  of  the  be- 
nefit it  may  promise.  But  it  ought  to  be  only  for  a  substitute  of 
very  clear  and  decided  superiority  that  we  should  break  up  and 
abandon  the  simple  and  unpretending  instrumentality  which  has 
thus  far  wrought  very  well. 

'  It  has  occurred  to  me  in  thinking  of  our  duty  in  reference  to 
that  class  of  the  community  which  now  more  than  ever  needs  our 
sympathy  and  aid,  and  that  not  occasionally  and  irregularly,  but 
continuously  and  systematically,  and  in  every  part  of  this  exten- 
sive Diocese,  that  this  Convention-  should  take  formal  and  decided 
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action  on  this  subject,  and  not  resting  with  the  general  resolution 
of  our  last  Oouncil,  approving  of  the  policy  of  promotiiig  their  edu- 
cation, address  ourself  in  earnest  to  the  work  itself,  and  appeal  to 
our  people  to  co-operate  by  their  means  and  their  personal  in- 
fluence in  a  mission  more  obligatory  on  us  than  any  foreign  opera- 
tion, and  indifference  to  which  would  reflect  suspiciooaly  upon  any 
appearance  of  concern  for  distant  destitutions.  On  this  subject  I 
do  not  know  of  any  real  diversity  of  sentiment  amongst  Ohnieh 
people.  The  zeal  which  has  sought  the  native  African  in  the 
bush,  and  deemed  it  ^h>  that  even  life  should  be  risked  in  preadi- 
ing  the  goflpdto  them  under  the  scorching  heat,  and  exposed  to  the 
fatal  feven  of  their  unfirieadly  cUmate*  cannot  neglect  the  reli- 
gious cultivation  of  those  whom  Providence  has  mysteriously  do- 
mesticated amongst  us.  The  interest  for  their  religious  wel&re, 
which  has  almost  been  hereditary  among  Christians  at  the  Soutk, 
'  will  allow  no  decline  under  the  changed  relations  which  have  oc- 
curred, but  rise  with  the  occasion,  and  prove  itself  intellectually 
and  piously  adequate  to  the  emergency. 

May  it  not  be  well  for  us  to  give  this  x>ause  with  solemn  empha- 
sisinto  the  hands  of  the  Committee  of  our  Diocesan  Missionaiy  So- 
ciety,  with  instructions  to  make  it  a  distinct  branch  of  their  ope- 
rations, and  to  originate  and  promote  such  measure  as  in  tiMir 
judgment  may  appear  best  calculated  to^ promote  the  important  ob- 
ject; or  perhaps  better  still,  to  appoint  a  separate  Standing  Com- 
mittee, with  authority  to  act  for  the  Council,  after  its  adjournment, 
as  in  their  sound  discretion  they  may  deem  advisable.  The  way  is 
opening  to  us.  It  is  our  s  to  advance  with  wise  decision,  carefully, 
but  steadily  and  perse veringly.  I  desire  to  see  some  judicious  pro- 
vision on  this  subject,  a  permanent  institution  of  this  Diocese,  and 
I  believe  it  will  not  only  be  a  blessing  to  those  whom  it  is  specially 
designed  to  benefit,  but  signally  so  to  the  Church  in  Virginia. 

Our  Theological  Seminary  buildings  we  found  seriously  dam- 
aged. The  small  amount  of  $900  was  allowed  for  repairs.  But 
this  was  not  sufficient  even  to  restore  the  enclosures  which  had 
been  destroyed ;  and  not  a  dollar  could  be  had  from  the  invest- 
ments, A  kind  Providence  enabled  us  to  fence  in  the  grounds, 
and  make  such  repairs  in  the  different  halls,  professor  s  houses, 
and  library^as  were  ilecessary  to  protect  them  from  being  injured 
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by  the  weather,  and  to  render  them  available  for  the  purposes  for 
which  they  were  erected,  and  are  now  in  use — and,  also  to  provide 
for  the  salaries  of  the  Professors  for  the  current  and  part  of  the 
coming  year.  A  balance  of  the  legacy  of  the  late  John  Johns,  of 
Baltimore  county,  Maryland,  which  was  due,  was  paid  in  full  last 
October,  with  interest  to  that  date.  This  fund,  happily  preserved  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Seminary,  authorized  us  in  re-opening  it  at  the 
usual  period  for  commencing  the  session,  and  kind  friends  have 
come  to  our  aid  in  providing  for  other  expenses  connected  with  the 
maintenance  of  the  twelve  students,  who,  during  the  present  year, 
ere  enjoying  the  benefit  of  the  Institution.  It  has  evidently  found 
favor  with  Qod  and  man,  and  therein  "we  do  rejoice,  yea,  and  will 
rejoice." 

The  injury  done  to  the  buildings  of  the  High  School — ^the  loss 
of  the  furniture,  and  also  of  the  philosophical  apparatus,  placed 
it  entirely  out  of  our  >power  *to  re-open  it  for  the  present.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  will,  no  doubt  take  counsel  on  this  subject,  and 
make  such  arrangement  as  the  interests  of  the  Diocese  may  appear 
to  require. 

0 

Though  the  Diocese  has  auflbred  severely  during  the  war — ^though 
many  of  our  Church  edifices  have  been  damaged  and  desecrated, 
beyond  what  I  have  had  occasion  to  recite,  or  can  find  the  heart  to 
record — though  many  x>{  our  congregations  have  been  sadly  im- 
poverished, and  in  some  instances  dispersed— yet,  through  the  ten- 
der mercy  of  God,  His  Church  has  not  only  survived  the  repeated 
shocks,  but  affords  already  encouraging  evidence  of  improvement, 
and  gives  good  hope  of  a  prosperous  future.  In  most  of  the 
parishes  which  I  have  visited,  there  is  an  increase  on  the  average 
number  presented  for  confirmation.  The  religious  interest  in  the 
congregations  appear  to  advance,  and  with  it  their  disposition  to 
co-operate  in  sustaining  and  extending  the  institutions  of  the 
Church.  Of  not  a  few  it  may  be  said,  as  of  the  Christians  in  Ma- 
cedonia, "  In  a  trial  of  great  affliction,  their  poverty  abounded 
unto  the  riches  of  their  liberality."  Nor  need  I  withhold  my  tes- 
timony as  to  the  diligence  and  care  exercised  in  preparing  candi- 
dates for  confirmation,  that,  under  God's  blessing,  they  may  know 
and  believe  these  things  which  are  necessary  to  their  soul's  health 
and  salvation,  and  that  they  may  lead  a  godly  and  christian  life. 
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It  IS  (omfortirig  to  titul   tLjit.  notwithstfinding    the   distuliiHi 
which  have*  |»re vailed,  and  the  dtrarth  which  ie.  in  many  itMfM. 
experienced,  there  Ik  no  withholding  of  the  good  word  of  God,kil 
that    it   in  "truly   preathe<l.   truly  received,  and    truly  foUoMl 
amongst  ut>.       We  may  "thank  God  and  take  courage."    hin 
look  to  it  that  we  los>e  nothing  of  what  has   been  wrought,  w 
adulterate  in  aught  the  precious  privileges  with  which  we  ha?€  hm 
put  in  charge.     Be  it  our  aim.  our  prayer,  and  our  effort  to  mii- 
tain  the  Church  in  this  Diocei^e.  as  it  has  been  transmitted  to«^ 
apostolic  in  its  constitution  and  ministry,  evangelical  in  itsd(K- 
trines.  simple,  dignified,  and  scriptural  in  its  worship,  and  of  good 
report  as  to  its  members.     Let  us  decidedly  adhere  to  the  wiK 
moderation  for  which  the  Mother  Church,  and   our  own,  art  m 
happily  distinguished  in  their  articles  ot*  faith,  and  forma  of  dew- 
tion  :  repudiating  both  Romanism  and  Rationalism,  and  e6cfae«ii| 
those   aesthetic  expedients,  and  ritualistic  puerilities,  by  iM 
some  would  supplement  the  simple  symbolism  of  Christ  and  Si 
Apostles,  and  improve  the  dignified  and  devotional  services  of  At 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Reformation.     With  a  §bh«,- 
sound  i)olicy,  closely  and  couscientiously  maintained,  we  mayooil- 
dently  promise  ourselves  that  God,  even  our  own  God,  will  abot- 
dantly  bless  us.  and  our  increase  be,  not  a  mere  accretion,  wfaicii 
only  burdens  and  deforms,  but  a  growth  by  assimilation  and  de 
velopment,  maturing  into  strength  and  symmetry,  suit-able  for  tie 
mystical  body  of  our  rx»rd. 

I  bog  leave  as  a  loiinal  and  gia-ltiul  acknowledgment  of  monej 
transrmitted  to  me,  to  aid  in  relieving  the  Clergy  of  this  Dioceae, 
to  append  to  this  address  a  statement  of  the  amount  received  and  a 
list  of  the  contiibutorH,  with  the  assurance  that  the  disbursements 
have  been  made  in  aocurdanco  with  the  wishes  of  the  donors.  In 
every  instance  the  contribution  lu;:^  been  spontaneous,  and  accom* 
panied  by  expressions  of  fraioinal  sympathy,  rendered  doubly  ac- 
ceptable the  pecuniary  assistance.  I  trust  that  by  the  blessing  of 
(tO(^  these  manifestations  of  Christian  interest,  will  awaken  and 
perpetuate  in  every  one  who  «an  appreciate  such  delicate  and  gen- 
erous consideration,  a  hearty  response  of  good  will  and  gratitude, 
and  so,  our  difiiculties  be  made  the  occasion  of  "knitting  the  knots 
of  peace  and  love,"  and  binding  our  people  together  by  stronger 
l)and>»  than  any  mere  political  institutions  hiwe  ever  formed,  or 
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can  ever  furnisli.  The  genuine  influence  of  tlie  blessed  Gospel — 
not  an  adulterated,  but  a  pure  Gospel — is  the  only  social  cement 
that  wiU  hold.  The  Church  in  which  it  is  truly  preached,  tnxly 
SMMiyed,  and  truly  followed,  will  do  more  for  the  interests  of  sound 
pptriotifim  and  philanthropy,  than  fanaticiflm  can  fancy,  or  any 
hiaAj  called  religious  zeal  can  approach.  Let  then  the  only  emu- 
lation be,  who  shall  most  effectually  aid  in  diffusing-  this  Divine 
power,  which,  in  proportion  to  its  prevalence  and  purity,  is  with 

aattoDB  as  with  individualB,  "the  power  of  God  unto  salvation."

Whereas,  the  conditions  which  rendered  necessary  the  separate  organiza- 
tion of  the  Southern  Diocese  no  longer  exist,  and  that  organization  has  ceased 
by  the  consent  and  action  of  the  Dioceses  concerned ;  and,  whereas,  the  Diocese 
of  Virginia,  unchanged  a^aro  her  principles,  deem  itmoBt  proper,  under  existing 
circumstances,  to  resume  her  interrupted  relations  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States :  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Diocese  do  accordingly  now  resume  its  connection  with 
the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States* 
and  that  the  Bishop  be  requested  to  send  a  copy  of  this  preamble  and  resolu- 
tion to  the  presiding  Bishop,  and  one  to  the  Secretary  of  the  house  of  cleri- 
cal and  lay  deputies. 

The  vote  was  called  for  by  ayes  and  noes,  and  by  orders,  and  re- 
sulted as  follows:

•The  resolution  was  thereupon  declared  to  be  adopted.  Upon 
motion,  the  Council  took  recess  of  half  an  hour. 

The  Council  re-assembled  after  recess.  Rev.  Philip  Slaughter, 
Ohairman  of  the  Committee  on  new  parishes,  made  a  report,  recom- 
mending the  admission  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  Richmond,  St.  James 
the  Less,  Hanover,  and  Wilmer  Parish,  Prince  Edward  county. 
Report  received  and  adopted. 

Rev.  Dr.  Andrews  read  the  following  report  from  the  Committee 
on  the  state  of  the  Church :

As  several  members  of  the  Committee  were  obliged  to  meet  the 
Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  the  same  hours  that  the 
two  sessions  of  the  Council  on  the  State  of  the  Church  were  held, 
it  is  impracticable  to  include  in  this  report  the  facts  which  trans- 
pired at  those  two  sessions  agreeably  to  the  plan  proposed  last 
year. 

The  Committee  would,  however,  suggest,  that  the  information 
expected  from  those  more  informal  meetings  would  be  more  com- 
prehensive and  satisfactory  if  the  different  convocations  would  con- 
sider the  subject  at  their  leisure,  and  agree  upon  such  matters 
of  general  interest  as  they  may  wush  to  lay  before  the  Council  at 
its  sessions  upon  the  state  of  the  Church. 

The  restoration  of  the  Church  in  tliia  Diocese  to  its  former 
prosperity  is  a  vast  undertaking,  audit  is  gratifying  to  witness  the

sense  of  dependence  upon  God,  'the  hopefulness  and  the  deter- 
mined spirit  with  which,  in  some  parts  of  it,  both  clergy  and  laity 
have  entered  upon  the  work.  Several  subjects,  more  or  less  in- 
timately connected  with  it,  having  been  referred  to  special  com- 
mittees, they  are  here  omitted.  But  there  is  one  subject  upon 
which  the  Committee,  after  a  somewhat  extended  conference  with 
clergy  and  laity  outside  their  own  number,  hold  it  to  be  the  duty 
of  the  Council  to  speak  most  distinctly  and  most  solemnly  at  the 
present  time,  and  that  is  the  state  of  Church  discipline  in  the 
Diocese,  which  is  always  one  of  the  most  important  features  in  the 
"state  of  the  Church." 

The  Committee  cannot,  of  course,  be  informed  of  all  the  facts, 
but  enough  has  come  before  them  to  show  that  there  is  a  heavy 
pressure  against  those  barriers  which  rubrics  and  canons  have  in- 
terposed between  the  Church  and  the  world.  Scandals  are  re- 
ported, and  examples  of  worldly  conformity  incompatible  with  a 
christian  profession,  which,  nevertheless',  the  pastor  is  unable  to 
arrest,  because  doubtful  whether  he  would  be  sustained  by  the 
voice  of  the  Church.  The  ministry,  and  especially  its  younger  por- 
tion, are  entitled  to  this  support,  and  it  is  doubtless  the  ivisdom  as 
weir  as  the  duty  of  the  Church  to  extend  it,  nor  expect  that  the 
wholesome  intent  of  her  discipline  can  be  accomplished  without  new 
appliances  adapted  to  new  developments  of  evil,  and  these  still  fur- 
ther varied  in  their  application  by  the  living  voice. 

The  old  maxim,  that  "prevention  is  better  than  cure,"  was  never 
more  applicable  than  in  the  present  case.  Much  of  the  reproach 
brought  against  the  Church  from  the  evil  living  of  its  members, 
might  be  prevented  by  a  more  protracted  examination  and  trial  of 
candidates  for  confirmation,  and,  in  fact,  by  instructions  which 
Aoxldi precede  the  application  for  admission  to  that  rite,  in  order  that 
all  may  know  beforehand  what  is  expected  of  those  who  apply,  and 
thifl  not  in  general  terms  merely,  but  by  such  specifications  touch- 
ing the  distinctive  marks  of  the  Ijfe  in  Christ  Jesus,  and  what  the 
Scriptures  weaTi  by  being  "  conformed  to  this  world,"  and  what  the 
Church  means  by  "pomps  and  vanities,"  and  what  it  is  that  the 
candidate  understands  himself  to  renounce  in  the  confirmation  vow, 
BO  that  there  may  be  no  defective  instruction  on  the  one  side,  or 
misunderstanding  on  the  other.     When  this  is  attended  to,  appli- 
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cation  will  not  often  be  made  prematurely,  for  when  once  made,  it 
is  either  successful  (as  is  commonly  the  case),  or  embarrassment 
ensues,  which  had  better  have  been  avoided. 

It  appertains  to  the  clergy  not  only  to  reprove,  and  rebuke,  and 
exhort  with  all  long  suffering  and  doctrine,  but  also  to  receive  into 
the  Church  and  to  exclude  from  it.  It  is  they  who  practically 
give  tone  to  all,  and  the  character  of  the  communion  in  time  takes 
its  complexion  from  the  discipline  as  administered  by  them. 

But  when  scandals  have  actually  arisen,  the  mode  of  procedure 
is  provided  by  law.  The  rubric  requires  repulsion  from  the  com- 
munion for  **  notorious  evil  living;"  and  the  nineteenth  canon  ape- 
cifies  in  part  what  shall  be  considered  notorious  evil  living,  for  it 
expressly  says  that  it  shall  not  be  understood  to  include  all  the 
causes  for  which  repulsion  from  the  communion  may  take  place. 
It  specifies  public  balls,  theatrical  amusements,  and  the  habitual 
neglect  of  the  public  worship  of  Grod.  Doubtless,  public  balls  may 
be  held  in  private  houses,  and  all  the  scandals  arise  from  dandng, 
drinking  and  carousal,  which  the  canon  was  intended  to  represB. 
And  what  must  be  thought  of  those  who  will  avail  themselves  of 
some  exception  in  detail  to  live  as  the  world  lives,  keeping  upon 
the  outermost  verge  of  what  the  law  will  allow,  so  as  to  leave  it 
in  doubt,  even  by  the  most  indulgent  judgment,  whether  their 
conduct  does  or  does  not  amount  to  notorious  evil  living. 

Discipline  is  admitted  by  all  authorities  to  be  one  of  the  essential 
notes  of  a  Church  of  Christ;  and  can  that  be  a  Church  of  Christ, 
or  other  than  a  decayed  and  fallen  one,  in  which  nothing  less  shall 
subject  a  member  to  repulsion  from  the  communion  than  that  which 
would  also  subject  him  to  a  civil  prosecution. 

The  real  prosperity  of  the  Church  is  inseparable  from  her  purity, 
and  should  her  time  and  her  strength  in  Council  be  expended  upcm 
rules  for  the  conduct  of  a  growing  externalism,  while  those  in- 
tended to  produce  holy  living  are  neglected,  how  will  her  light 
and  glory  as  a  witness  for  Christ  be  dimmed,  and  the  ruin  of  im- 
mortal souls  be  going  on  apace  within  her  own  bosom. 

A  more  searching  administration  of  the  gospel  is  indeed  indis- 
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pensable,  but  even  this  can  be  but  partially  successful  without  a 
restoration  of  the  spiritual  discipline  and  government  of  the  primi- 
tive Church.  This  discipline  came  from  Him  who  knew  what  was 
in  man  even  as  regenerate,  and  the  best  means  of  reaching  cases 
whicb  He  foresaw  would  always  be  in  the  Church — cases  not  of 
uriUfol  declension,  from  whom  nothing  but  separation  can  be  de- 
sired, but  of  those  who,  in  the  judgment  of  charity,  have  been  the 
subjoots  of  renewing  grace,  yet  have  fallen  into  some  error  in  reli- 
gion or  viciousness  of  life,  injurious  to  the  Church  and  ruinous  to 
themselves,  and  are  yet  willful  and  refractory,  and  to  whom  reason 
and  christian  counsel  are  addressed  in  vain.  It  was  for  such  as 
these  that  the  spiritual  censures  of  the  Church  were  provided,  not 
for  their  destruction  but  for  their  salvation,  and  such  was  their  or- 
dinary result.  Access  to  the  Apostolic  Church  was  easy,  but  a 
continuance  in  it  was  more  difficult.  The  doors  of  the  sanctuary 
stood  open,  but  the  building  was  kept  clean. 

There  were  preliminary  stages  of  discipline  which  commonly 
availed,  but,  upon  the  failure  of  these,  the  final  act  was  the  public 
ezcission  of  the  incorrigible  member.  This  was  the  great  power 
of  the  early  Church,  and  was  only  forfeited  by  the  usurpation  of 
the  Church  itself  at  the  influx  of  the  Roman,  apostacy,  when  tem- 
poral penalties  were  annexed  to  its  sentence.  In  the  confiscation 
of  goods,  imprisonment  and  death,  it  was  degraded  to  a  level  with 
such  punishments  as  man  could  inflict,  and  of  which  man  was  felt 
to  be  the  author,  and  its  spiritual  power  was  gone.  But  acting  in 
its  own  sphere  as  a  purely  q)iritual  measure,  administered  in  obe- 
dience to  the  law  of  Christ,  and  agreeably  thereto,  there  is  nothing 
to  be  compared  in  moral  effect  with  the  sentence  of  excommunica- 
tion. It  is  felt  to  proceed  from  a  kingdom  which  is  not  of  this 
world.  It  is  the  voice  of  the  Almighty  speaking  through  its  legi- 
timate organ.  It  lights  immediately  upon  the  spirit,  and  har- 
monizing these  with  the  dictates  of  conscience,  he  who  has 
trampled  upon  the  vows  plighted  to  Grod  and  his  brethren,  and  is 
stubborn  in  his  disobedience,  feels  himself  thereby  remanded  back 
to  take  his  lot  among  those  who  are  doomed  to  perdition. 

"  The  wound  inflicted  by  no  mortal  hand"  refuses  to  be  healed, 
until  restoration  be  obtained  to  the  communion  of  the  faithful  and 
the  privileges  of  their  fellowship,  for  fellowship  in  such  a  Church 
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will  be  felt  to  be  worth  having.  How  many  connected  with  the 
Church,  in  her  more  faithful  days,  owed  their  salvation  to  this  dis- 
cipline, and  how  many  more  in  this  age  might  be  saved  by  its  re- 
vival. 

But  it  has  practically  ceased.  A  formal  excommunication  is  un- 
known. Yet  scandals  go  unnoticed.  Brethren  live  in  enmity,  and 
not  only  so,  but  sentiments  are  openly  avowed  respecting  retalia- 
tion, which  are  in  direct  and  acknowledged  contravention  of  the 
plainest  precepts  of  Christ,  while  a  profession  of  subjection  to  his 
authority  continues  to  be  made. 

Names  continue  standing  upon  the  rolls  of  the  communion  of 
those  who  have  long  since  ceased  from  its  assemblies,  and  are  only 
silently  dropped  years  after  they  have  gone  out  of  themflelves. 
Backsliders  claim  it  as  their  privilege  to  withdraw,  but  they  have 
nd  such  privilege.  Neither  the  primitive  Church,  nor  the  charter 
under  which  we  still  act,  know  of  any  drawing  back,  but  a  draw- 
ing back  unto  perdition.  The  Church  has  no  power  to  receive 
members  for  a  limited  period,  for  Christ  receives  no  suet  mem- 
bers, nor  would  it  be  possible  for  them  sincerely  to  stipulate  for 
such  conditions.     Their  vow  is,  that 


*'  Long  as  life  shall  last, 

Themselves  to  Christ  thej'  yield. "' 

Apostacy  cannot  therefore  be  among  their  privileges,  and  all  that 
the  Church  can  do,  after  it  has  taken  place,  is  officially  to  pro- 
nounce upon  the  fact.  And  thus  the  faithful  laity,  concurring  as 
they  always  will  in  the  exercise  of  this  discipline,  it  will  be  found 
next  to  the  preaching  of  the  cross  the  most  powerful  antidote  to 
declension. 

Eev.  C.  Walker,  D.  D.,  Rector  of  Christ  Church,  AlexandriA, 
read  the  following  paper,  which  was  ordered  to  be  entered  on  the 
journal : 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Vestry  of  Christ  Church,  Alexandria,  Mar 
18th,  1866,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  wardens  be  instructed  to  make  a  statement  of  the  fact 
and  circumstances  by  which  their  Church  and  congregation  have  been  broogbt 
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into  their  preFent  anomaloQS  condition  ;  said  statement  to  be  communicated  to 
the  Diocesan  Council  now  in  session,  with  the  request  that  it  be  entered  on 
record  upon  the  journal. 

In  pursuance  of  this  resolution,  the  wardens  Avould  state,  that 
during  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  in  the  suvwier  of  1861,  the  loan 
of  the  Church  was  asked  by  General  Montgomery,  then  in  com- 
mand of  the  post,  for  religious  services,  with  the  full  recognition  on 
his  part  of  their  rightful  control  of  the  proj^erty.  Upon  his  re- 
moval he  handed  over  the  keys,  and  was  succeeded  by  General 
^iele,  who  called  on  the  wardens  of  the  Church  and  borrowed  it 
on  the  same  terms  upon  which  it  was  lent  to  General  Montgomery, 
but  being  here  but  a  short  time,  neglected  to  hand  over  the  keys  of 
the  Church  to  the  wardens,  and  they  consequently  fell  into  the 
possession  of  Colonel  Gregory,  who  succeeded  Viele  as  military 
Governor.  He  held  them  for  some  time,  when  he  was  succeeded  by 
General  Slough,  as  commandant  of  the  post. 

The  wardens  were  given  to  understand,  by  General  Slough,  that 
whatever  property  he  found  in  his  possession  he  intended  to  hold, 
aud  that  he  recognized  no  right  either  in  them  or  in  the  vestry  to 
interfere  with  the  Church.  This  was  followed  by  the  appointment 
of  a  vestry  of  his  own  selection.  Subsequently  by  an  election  of 
vestrymen  at  the  Easter  ensuing,  which  vestry  has  been  thus  per- 
petuated, In  the  meantime  Dr.  Packard  was  forcibly  ejected 
from  the  parsonage,  of  which  he  was  in  the  occupancy,  and  a 
chaplain,  and  subsequently  the  clergymen  holding  services  put  in 
possession. 

The  vestry  and  congregation,  thus  forcibly  dispossessed  of  their 
property,  have  endeavored,  but  thus  far  in  vain,  to  obtain  its  resto- 
ration. The  trustees  under  their  instructions  have  entered  suit  for 
its  recovery,  and  it  is  hoped  theii'  effort  will  be  successful.  At  the 
same  time  it  is  deemed  proper  that  these  facts  should  be  placed 
before  the  Council  for  such  action  as  they  may  deem  proper.

The  Committee  appointed  to  examine  the' accounts  of  the  Treasorer 
of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society,  would  report  that  they  have  dis- 
charged the  duty  assigned  them,  and  find  tlie  accounts  correct  and  sus- 
tained by  proper  vouchers.

The  Council  re-assembled  after  service.  Rev.  J.  Peterkin  pe- 
sented  the  following  report  from  the  Executive  Oomnsltee  df  ibe 
Diocesan  Missionary  Society. 
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The  report  of  the  Diocesan  Miesionary  Society  was  presented 
and  read : 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society 
report,  that  for. a  great  part  of  th;  past  year  they  have  done  no- 
thing, as  the  treasury  was  without  a  dollar.  More  recently,  how- 
ever,lhey  have  received  contributions  to  the  amount  of  $1,814  92, 
and  feel  encouraged  by  this  evidence  of  reviving  interest  in  and 
ability  to  aid  their  work.  They  have  accordingly  made  appropri- 
ations, which,  when  fully  paid,  will  amount  to  $1,075  00,  as  stated 
in  the  Treasurer's  report.  This  sum,  together  with  $44  expended 
for  printing,  when  deducted  from  the  whole  amount  received,  will 
leave  in  the  treasury  an  actual  unappropriated  balance  of  $195  92. 

The  Committee  have  reason  to  hope,  that  notwithstanding  the 
increasing  prevalence  of  the  convocational  system  may  divert  many 
contributions  into  other  channels,  they  will  still  be  amply  sus- 
tained in  their  important  work. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted  on  behalf  of  the  Committee.

Rev.  G.  H.  Norton  moved  that  a  Committee  of  two  be  appointed 
to  inquire  into  the  state  of  the  fund  for  disabled  clergymen.  Mo- 
tion carried,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Peterkin  and  Mr.  Cassiua  F.  Lee  ap- 
pointed said  Committee.

Remarhs. — The  attendance  at  St.  Paul's  Church  has  been  good. 
A  number  of  the  members  of  Christ  Church  have  been  worship- 
ping with  us  the  past  year,  not  having  the  use  of  their  own  Church. 
The  congregation  of  St.  Paul's  Church  has  much  to  gain  before  its 
condition,  in  all  respects,  shall  be  as  good  as  before  the  war.  The 
spiritual  condition  of  the  congregation,  so  far  as  the  Rector  can 
judge,  is  as  good  as  in  former  years. 

Chrisi  Churchy  Alexandria. 

Rev.    C.    Walker,  Rector. 

This  Church,  like  the  others  in  Alexandria,  was  closed  early  in 
1861,  through  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  and  in  view  of  difficulties 
connected  with  a  portion  of  the  service.  Rev.  Mr.  Wall  and  Dr. 
Packard  successively  occupied  the  parsonage,  and,  so  far  as  allow- 
ed, ministered  to  the  congregation  in  the  Masonic  Hall  during  por- 
tions of  the  years  1862  and  1863.  The  Church  building  was  bor- 
rowed of  the  vestry  by  General  Montgomery,  commanding  the 
post,  and  used  as  a  military  chapel  during  his  administration.  Sub- 
sequently it  was  taken  possession  of  by  General  Slough,  his  suc- 
cessor, who  put  aside  the  existing  vestry,  and  appointed  one  of  his 
own  selection.  This  vestry,  under  the  protection  of  the  military 
authority,  ejected  Dr.  Packard  from  the  parsonage,  taking  posses- 
sion of  that  also,  and  put  in  it  a  clergyman  of  their  appointment, 
'  and  they,  or  their  successors,  deriving  their  right  from  the  same 
source,  now  hold  possession  of  the  property. 

The  vestry  and  the  trustees,  to  whom  this  property  legally  be- 
longs, have  endeavored,  but  thus  far  in  vain,  to  obtain  its  restora* 
tion.     The   congregation  proper,  in   the  meantime  refusing  to  . 
acquiesce  in  the  existing  condition  of  things,  are  compelled  to  go 


fl 
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elsewhei'e  for  purposes  of  worship.     It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this 
state  of  things  will  not  continue. 

Of  course,  under  these  circumstances,  it  is  impossible  to  give  any 
full  report  of  the  state  of  the  congregation.  A  goodly  portion  of 
it  still  remains,  exceedingly  anxious  to  secure  a  restoration  of  their 
venerable  place  of  worship.  Until,  however,  this  desire  is  grati- 
fied, there  can  be  but  little  hope  of  their  efifective  reorganization.

In  addition  to  the  regular  services  at  St.  Andrew's  and  Trinity 
churches,  occasional  services  have  been  held  at  EmiAanuel  Church, 
in  the  neighborhood  of  which  there  are  a  few  families  very  much 
attached  to  the  Church. 

Services  are  also  now  held  twice  a  month  in  the  afterrfoon  for 
colored  congregations,  who  exhibit  an  increasing  reverence  and  re- 
gard for  the  ministrations  of  the  Church,  in  striking  contrast  with 
the  deportment  of  many  of  them  for  some  time  after  they  had 
acquired  their  freedom.  The  Church  has  a  great  work  to  do 
among  this  poor  ignorant  class  of  people,  to  save  them  from  the 
false  training  to  which  they  will  be  exposed,  by  preoccupying 
their  minds  with  the  wholesome  and  elevating  truths  of  the  gospel. 

The  Parish,  formerly  a  wealthy  one,  is  now  so  utterly  impover- 
ished, that  it  is  almost  useless  to  attempt  to  raise  money  in  it  for 
any  object  whatever.  Apart  from  this,  the  prospects  of  the 
Church  are  decidedly  encouraging.  The  strong  prejudice  which 
in  years  past  retarded  its  growth,  has  wonderfully  subsided,  and 
the  congregations  are  now  large.  An  encouraging  feature  in  the 
congregations  is,  that  they  are  composed  in  an  unusually  large  pro- 
portion of  young  persons  of  both  sexes,  but  especially  of  young 
men,  among  whom  it  is  hoped  that  the  good  seed  of  God's  word 
will  take  root  and  bear  an  abundant  harvest.

EonarJcs, — This  report  includes  only  the  period  between  Sep- 
tember, 1865,  and  the  date  of  this  Convention.  On  Easter  day 
last,  a  new  place  of  worship  was  opened  within  the  limits  of  this 
Parish.  It  is  called  Grace  Church,  and  is  situated  in  a  part  of  the 
city  where  the  want  of  additional  religious  privileges  has  long 
been  felt.  To  meet  this  need,  this  Church  was  begun  and  nearly 
finished  at  the  breaking  out  of  the  war.  Recently  the  work  on  it 
was  resumed,  and  so  far  carried  forward,  that  it  was  at  Easter  fit 
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for  use.  Divine  service  is  held  in  it  each  Sunday  evening  by  the 
Bector  of  the  Parish.  The  attendance  is  large,  and  the  interest 
manifested  very  cheering.  With  God's  blessing,  we  hope  this  pro- 
mising ofbhoot  from  the  parent  Church  of  St.  Paul's,  may  before 
long  develope  into  a  full-grown  Parish  of  its  own,  with  vestry  and 
pastor.  The  field  curound  it  is  wide.  It  needs  only  to  be  faith- 
fully worked  to  yield  an  abundant  harvest.  In  looking  back  over 
the  year  past,  the  Rector  feels  that  he  has  ample  cause  to  "  thank 
Ood  and  take  courage/'

Heniaiks. — Since  the  year  1861  (when  my  last  report  was  made 
to  the  Convention)  cruel  war  has  raged  throughout  this  whole  sec- 
tion of  the  country.  The  minister  of  these  parishes  deemed  it  to 
be  his  duty  not  to  forsake  his  parochial  charge  in  this  condition  of 
things.  He  had  for  many  years  been  with  his  parishioners  in 
their  prosperity,  and  he  could  not  (as  he  considered)  in  faithful- 
ness forsake  them  in  the  time  of  trial  and  calamity,  and,  the  more 
so,  as  for  a  portion  of  the  time  there  was  no  minister  of  the  gospel 
in  this  place  to  visit  and  comfort  the  sick,  bury  the  dead,  and 
preach  the  word  of  life  to  as  many  as  were  ready  to  hear  it,  and 
in  now  looking  back  upon  that  terrible  period,  he  sees  nothing  to 
regret  in  the  course  which  he  then  pursued,  though  pen  cannot 
write,  nor  words  utter  the  trials  of  mind  and  heart  and  the  priva- 
tions which  had  to  be  endured.  It  is  a  record  for  the  great  day, 
and  not  for  a  Convention.  I  record  with  deep  sorrow  (what  else, 
"  it  becomes  you  more  to  think  than  me  to  speak  of,")  the  fact,  that 
all  the  Episcopal  churches  (three)  within  the  lines  of  the  Union 
army  in  this  county  were  utterly  destroyed  by  it,  (as  every  other 
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place  of  worship  was  of  every  denomination),  except  the  Baptist 
and  Episcopal  churches  in  this  place,  during  the  winter  occupa- 
tion of  that  army  in  1863-'4.  The  whole  country  is  a  wide-spread 
desolation,  as  far  as  man  conld  destroy.  Houses  that  were  vacant, 
bams,  stables,  fences,  enclosures  of  grave  yards,  whether  stone 
walls,  brick  or  wood,  with  much  of  the  timber,  were  all  swept  away, 
and  the  country  which  once  rejoiced  and  blossomed  c(s  the  rose 
was  left  a  wild  waste.  Those  of  our  people  that  remained  and 
encountered  the  storm,  were  stripped  of  everything  but  house  and 
land — all  their  horses,  mules,  and  stock  of  every  description,  with 
even  the  poultry  of  the  country,  were  swept  away.  Thus  poor 
and  peeled,  they  are  now  struggling^  for  a  bare  subsistence,  whilst 
those  that  fled  and  are  now  returned,  have  come  to  see  and  par- 
take of  a  like  destitution.  But  poor  as  we  are,  we  hope,  by  the 
blessing  of  God,  to  be  revived  again.  Our  Church  at  this  place, 
(the  courthouse),  through  the  kindness  of  friends  abroad,  is  now 
being  repaired  and  refitted,  and,  though  greatly  despoiled,  will  soon 
be  properly  habitable  for  Divine  worship.  During  the  whole  pe- 
riod of  the  war,  this  Bector  of  these  parishes,  besides  the  duties  of 
his  special  charge,  was  constantly  occupied  in  the  hospitals,  attend- 
ing upon  the  sick  and  dying,  and  burying  the  dead.  The  question 
of  christian  duty  he  regarded  as  paramount  to  all  others,  and  he 
accordingly,  as  opportunity  was  given,  visited  the  sick,  and  wound- 
ed, and  dying,  and  buried  the  dead  of  the  Federal  as  well  as  of 
the  Confederate  armies.  Thousands  upon  thousands  were  thus 
visited,  and  many  he  hopes  were  blessed  and  comforted  by  his 
ministrations. 

During  the  occupation  of  the  Federal  army,  we  were  not  per- 
mitted to  occupy  our  Church,  and  there  was  therefore  a  depriva- 
tion of  public  worship  for  that  period.  We  even  then,  however, 
worshipped  (Jod  as  the  primitive  Christians  did  in  our  own  houses, 
and  found  prayer  and  praise  sweet  and  comforting  in  the  family 
circle,  and  never  were  such  of  the  offices  of  our  Church,  as  could 
be  used,  more  edifying  and  refreshing  than  at  such  seasons.  Our 
people  have  nothing  now  to  give.  We  are  all  poor  alike.  The 
number  of  the  buried,  as  reported,  was,  of  course,  mostly  of  the 
contending  armies.  The  loss  of  property,  the  heart  trials  and  men- 
tal anguish,  we  should  regard  as  nothing,  could  we  see  a  deeper 
tone  of  spiritual  earnestness  awaking. up  more  generally  amongst 
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U8.  There  is,  however,  some  evidence  of  reviviDg  life.  We  hail 
it  with  thankfalness,  and  will  i*ejoice  when  richer  and  more  endur- 
ing bleeeingv  are  poured  upon  us  in  the  place  of  tiioee  that  the 
hand  of  power  has  wrested  from  \i)r. 

It  may  be  well  to  state,  as  a  matter  of  Church  history  in  the 
Diocese,  that  the  churches  referred  to  as  destroyed  were  St.  James', 
St.  Paul's,  aud  the  Church  under  the  pastorship  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Slaughter.  St.  Pauls  it  is  hoped  will  be  re-built ;  St.  James*  pro- 
bably never  will.  In  our  present  poverty,  we  can  but  hope  that 
Goii,  in  his  own  way  and  time,  and  by  such  instruments  as  he  may 
appoint,  will  again  cause  his  wasted  sanctuaries  to  be  reared  up 
amongst  us.

By  the  zeal  and  energy  of  a  lady  of 
great  musical  talent,  cheerfully  aided  in  her  exertions  by  others,  a 
better  choir  has  been  farmed  than  we  ever  hoped  to  have ;  and  the 
chants  and  singing  are  excellent.  The  future  of  these  Parishes 
promises  well;  at  present  the  congregations,  though  holding. mnch 
landed  property,  have  no  income  from  it,  and  the  salary  of  the 
Sector  has  been  almost  a  nominal  thing,  and  must  remain  so  for 
some  time.  For  the  last  year  the  support  of  the  Rector  and  his 
family  has  been  derived  almost  entirely  from  the  funds  placed 
in  the  Bishop's  hands,  and  one  or  two  clerical  friends  out  of  the 
Diocese,  and  one  within  it.  To  the  Bishop  and  these  friends,  he 
feels  most  grateful ;  they  are  entitled  not  only  to  his  thanks,  but 
to  those  of  his  congregations.

Remarks, — I  have  been  laboring  in  this  field  since  May  1865. 
We  are  now  taking  the  necessary  steps  to  organize  a  new  congre- 
gation. Since  my  connection  with  the  congregation  we  have  made 
some  small  improvements  about  the  building,  which  does  not  be- 
long to  us,  purchased  a  surplice  and  gown,  and  one  of  Mason  & 
Hamlin's  five  octave  double  reed  cabinet  organs.  Before  very 
long,  we  hope,  with  the  assistance  of  our  brethren  elsewhere,  to 
erect  a  modest  Church  building. 

Under  the  management  of  the  energetic  young  ladies  of  the  con- 
gregation, a  colored  Sunday  School  has  been  organized,  which  has 
rapidly  swelled  into  proportions,  already  completely  filling  the 
small  building  in  which  we  worship.  I  regard  this  as  a  work  of 
great  importance,  and  regret  that  I  have  not  more  time  to  devote 
to  the  spiritual  wants  of  this  portion  of  the  community. 

I  have  also  been  officiating  since  last  October,  every  fourth  Sun- 
day, at  Louisa  courthouse,  where  there  are  a  few  Church  people, 
most  of  whom  are  awaiting  confirmation.  Though  circumstances 
have  been  unfavorable,  the  congregations,  composed  principally  of 
Methodists,  Baptists  and  Disciples,  have  been  excellent. 

I  have  also  lately  undertaken  to  minister  to  the  congregation  of 
Trinity  Church,  Louisa  county,  on  fiffch  Sundays,  and  find  them 
eager  for  the  services  and  preached  gospel,  of  which  many  of  them* 
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have  been  deprived  for  a  long  time.    Two  persons  belonging  to 
this  congregaticm  are  waiting  confirmation.

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Iieniarks,-^Th\a  Pariat,  like  ms^y  othew,  for  a  abort  tune,  im- 
mediately subsequent  to  the  close  of  the  war,  was  in  a  state  of 
great  .depression,  so  much  so,  that  it  was  not  deemed  expedient  for  ^ 
some  weeks  to  attempt  holding  services.  During  the  latter  part  of 
the  month  of  May,  these  were  r^pumed,  with  a  very  small  congre- 
gation in  attendance;  as,  however,  the  numbers  of  the  military  in 
the  neighborhood  were  diminished  and  grfuiually  withdrawn,  and 
the  people  began  to  feel  that  their  homes  could  be  left  with  safety, 
their  attendance  increstoed,  and  it  is  nowivfery  good.  The  Sunday 
School  also,  which  had  been  almost  broken  up,  has  been  revived, 
and  is  now  in  an  encouraging  condition. 

Tl^e  financi^d  condition  of  the  oountry,  with  the  general  depres- 
sion incident  to  the  same,  has  had  its  effect  here  afi  elsewhere  in 
diminishing  contributions,  whether  for  the  support  o£  the  gospel  in 
pur  midst,  or  to  meet  demands  from  abroad.  The  injuries,  how- 
ever, received  by  the  Church,  during  its  occupancy  by  a  portioaof 
Sherman's  army  on  their  march  to  Washington,  have  been  re- 
placed, and,  in  other  respects,  it  is  to  be  hoped  there  are  iiiAcs^ 
tic^ir  of  iil^rovement. 

Within  the  past  few  weeks  the  ladies  of  the  congregation  have 
formed  an  education  society  subordinate  to  that  of  the  Diocese, 
and  intended  to  operate  within  the  congregation  for  the  benefit  of 
the  seminary.  They  have  begun  with  a  good  oontri bating  i&em- 
bership,  and  the  number  will  no  doubt  be  increased. 

In  regard  to  operations  for  the  benefit  of  the  freedmen,  the  Rec- 
tor regrets  not  to  be  able  to  report  any  progress  of  a  decided  char- 
acter. Prior  to  the  close  of  the  war,  and  in  spite  of  its  disturbing 
influences  as  it  went  on,  there  was  a  good  congregation  in  regular 
attendance.  Soon  after  resuming  services  for  the  whites,  an  eflfort 
was  made  to  get  together  the  colored  also,  and  for  a  few  Sundays 
with  tolerable  success.  But  the  disposition  to  go  to  fiiohmond,  only 
a  few  milesoflP,  on  Sundays,  and  the  indisposition  to  listen  to  preach- 
ing from  an^  but  those  of  their  own  color,  frustrated  'ihe  und^ 
taking.  ,  A  Sunday  School  for  their  benefit  has  just  been  otgtt* 
ized,  and  there  are  promises  of  full  attendance.  For  the  present, 
so  &r  as  this  neighborhood  is  conc^hed,' this  seems  the  best  mode 
of  reaching  our  colored  population,'  *nd  bringing  them  under  reh- 
gioua  influence.

The  Sunday  School,  under  my  personal  superintendence,  is  in  a 
prosperous  condition,  and  promisee  to  be  a  useful  auxiliary  in  build- 
ing up  the  Church.

The  Lent  services,  in  connection  with 
those  of  the  visitaiion^  have  been  attended  with  a  special  blessing, 
and  the  Rector  finds  occasion  for  grateful  acknowledgment  to  God 
for  the  degree  of  spirituality  and  zeal  which  appears  to  animate 
the  people.  The  efibrts  of  the  Ladys  Beneficial  Society  are  espe- 
cially directed  toward  the  support  of  a  scholarship  at  our  theolo- 
gical seminary.  Of  the  Divinity  students,  of  the  Parish,  one  has 
been  recently  ordained,  and  one  is  pursuing  his  studies  at  Alex- 
andria. The  Sunday  School  is  full  of  promise,  its  library  much 
increased,  its  teachers  zealous  in  their  work,  and  the  children  in- 
terested both  in  the  course  of  biblical  and  catechetical  instruction, 
with  the  monthly  sermons  specially  addressed  to  them.  The 
number  of  communicants  exceeds  that  at  any  previous  period  in 
the  history  of  the  Parish.

Of  the  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop's 
Address  as  relates  to  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese. 


In  the  view  of  the  Committee,  the  present  missionary  system  is 
sound  in  theory,  and,  as  far  as  it  had  the  means,  effective  in  work- 
ing. The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  is,  ex  officio,  President  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Committee,  and  being  familiar,  through  his  official  visita- 
tions, with  every  part  of  the  field,  has  at  all  times  under  his  eye, 
the  claims  and  necessities  of  the  whole,  and  of  the  several  parts. 
The  committee  at  Richmond,  long  identified  with  the  work,  are 
fully  acquainted  with  the  field  of  operations,  and  zealous  and  effi- 
cient in  the  trust  committed  to  them.  The  annual  reports  of  this 
committee  for  some  fifteen  years,  show  an  amount  of  work  done, 
and  of  money  wisely  appropriated,  which  in  the  main,  entitle  the 
system,  on  the  ground  of  practical  efficiency,  to  the  confidence  of 
the  Council  and  of  the  Diocese* 

During  that  period,  however,  there  has  grown  up  in  various  sec- 
tions of  the  Diocese,  a  missionary  agency  in  connection  with  the 
Convocational  system,  which  impinges  somewhat  upon  the  special 
functions  of  the  Missionary  Committee :  so  that,  between  the  ma- 
chinery of  the  two  agencies,  there  is  more  or  less  friction.  The 
Convocational  system,  it  is  believed,  will  continue  to  extend  it«  la- 
bors from  year  to  year,  till  ultimately,  it  will  embrace  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  Diocese.  It  is,  at  present,  entirely  ,t;o/wntory  in  organi- 
zation and  action.  It  recognizes,  however,  to  the  full,  its  depeur 
dence  upon  the  Bishop  for  appointments  to  its  missions,  and  for 
counsel ;  but  is  not  in  any  sense,  affiliated  to,  or  engrafted  upoa 
the  Diocesan  missionary  organization,  nor  has  it  anything  more 
than  the  genefal  sanction  of  the  Council  of  the  Diocese.
